PROPOSED  NEW  RULES 


FOR  THE  USE  OF  THE 


SENATE  AND  ASSEMBLY. 


Compiled  by  W.  L.  Houser,  under  direction  of  the 
Committee  Authorized  to  Act  by  Joint  Resolution 
No.  62,  S. 


JOINT  RESOLUTION  No.  62  S. 

Whereas,  The  manual  of  practice  for  the  rules  of  the 
Senate  and  Assembly,  and  the  joint  rules  of  the  same,  are 
conflicting,  contradictory,  and  complicated;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  quite  apparent  that  they  could  be  simpli- 
fied and  made  more  effective,  and  tend  to  the  expedition  of 
the  business  of  the  two  Houses;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Senate,  the  Assembly  concurring,  That  a  com- 
mittee, consisting  of  the  President  and  President  pro  tem- 
pore of  the  Senate,  the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  the  Chief 
Clerks  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly,  one  Senator  and  two 
Assemblymen,  the  latter  to  be  named  by  the  presiding 
officers  of  the  two  Houses,  be  authorized  to  revise  the  man- 
ual of  practice  and  the  rules  of  the  two  Houses  and  the 
joint  rules,  and  submit  their  report  to  the  next  Legislature 
at  the  opening  of  the  same  for  its  consideration. 


CUSTOMS,  PRECEDENTS  AND  FORMS. 


ORGANIZATION. 

The  Legislature  convenes  at  12  o'clock  M.,  on  the  second 
Wednesday  of  January  in  every  odd  numbered  year. 

Custom,  so  prevalent  and  so  ancient  as  to  have  the  force 
of  law,  has  made  it  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  pre- 
vious Assembly  to  call  to  order,  and  to  conduct  the  pro- 
ceedings generally,  until  a  Speaker  is  chosen. 

In  the  Senate  the  Lieutenant  Governor  calls  the  Senators 
to  order,  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  previous  session  acting  in 
that  capacity  until  his  successor  is  chosen.  The  oath  of 
office  is  usually  administered  to  the  newly  elected  Senators 
by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  who  also  administers  the  oath 
of  office  to  the  Chief  Clerk  and  Sergeant-at-Arms.  Imme- 
diately after  the  senators  take  the  oath  of  office  the  election 
of  President  pro  tern.,  Chief  Clerk  and  Sergeant-at-Arms  is 
proceeded  with  in  the  order  named. 

The  Secretary  of  State  furnishes  to  the  Clerk  a  certified 
statement  of  the  names  of  the  members  elect,  which  is 
read.  The  members  then  advance  to  the  Clerk's  desk,  and 
subscribe  to  the  oath  of  office. 

The  election  of  President  pro  tern,  of  the  Senate, 
Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  Clerk  and  Sergeant-at-Arms  of 
both  the  respective  Houses  are  required  to  be  viva  voce. 

After  the  organization  each  House  informs  the  other 
House  that  it  is  organized  and  ready  to  proceed  to  business. 

A  joint  committee  of  both  Houses  is  then  appointed  to 
convey  a  like  message  to  the  Governor,  and  inform  him 
that  the  Houses  are  in  readiness  to  receive  any  communi- 
cation from  him  he  may  desire  to  make. 
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At  the  first  opportunity  after  hearing  the  message  read, 
the  various  recommendations  therein  contained,  are  re- 
ferred by  resolution  to  appropriate  standing  committees  or 
select  committees. 

DRAWI.NG  OF  SEATS 

The  drawing  of  seats  by  lot  has  been  observed  since 
the  Assembly  first  took  possession  of  the  new  Assembly 
Chamber. 

The  method  heretofore  pursued  is  as  follows: 
The  members  leave  their  seats,  and  take  places  in  the 
open  area  behind  their  seats.  The  Clerk  having  placed  in 
a  box,  slips  of  paper  containing  the  names  of  the  members 
respectively,  a  page  or  messenger  draws  them  therefrom. 
The  Clerk  announces  each  name  as  it  is  drawn,  and  the 
member  named  selects  his  seat,  and  occupies  it  until  the 
drawing  is  completed.  In  the  Senate  the  seats  are  usually 
placed  in  such  manner  as  will  be  most  agreeable  to  the 
Senators. 

DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS. 

President  and  Speaker. — The  duties  of  these  officers  are 
generally  defined  in  the  rules. 

Chief  Clerks. —The  rules  set  forth  the  duties  of  these 
officers.  They  have  the  care  and  custody  of  all  the  papers 
and  records,  and  arrange  in  its  proper  order  from  day  to 
day,  after  its  inception,  all  the  business  of  the  two  Houses. 
They  must,  in  order  to  have  a  proper  knowledge  of  the 
affairs  of  their  departments,  apportion,  systematize  and 
personally  supervise  the  labor  of  all  their  subordinates, 
and,  when  not  called  therefrom  by  more  important  duties, 
should  officiate  in  person  at  the  reading  desk.  The  du- 
ties of  their  subordinates  are  properly  their  duties,  as 
all  are  performed  under  their  direction,  and  they  are  re- 
sponsible for  any  deficiencies.  It  is  their  duty  to  prepare 
and  furnish  to  the  public  printer,  an  accurate  record  of 
each  day's  proceedings  and  a  copy  of  every  bill,  report  and 
other  thing  ordered  to  be  printed  "on  the  same  day  such 
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orders  are  made";  to  keep  the  pay  accounts  of  employees 
and  issue  certificates  of  per  diem  to  them;  to  deliver  the 
messages  of  the  one  House  to  the  other  and  to  sign  sub- 
poenas. 

It  is  their  duty  to  prepare  an  index  to  the  journal,  at 
the  close  of  the  session,  and  to  be  present  at  the  opening  of 
the  next  session,  and  to  attend  to  such  preliminary  business 
as  may  be  necessary,  and  conduct  the  proceedings  therein 
until  a  speaker  is  elected,  and  perform  the  duties  of  Clerk 
thereof  until  their  successors  are  chosen  and  qualified. 

They  are  by  law  responsible  for  the  safe  keeping  of 
all  the  bills  and  other  documents  in  possession  of  the  Leg- 
islature, and  for  the  proper  registry  of  all  proceedings; 
and  are  required  at  the  close  of  the  session,  to  deposit  all 
papers  in  their  possession  as  Chief  Clerks,  properly  classi- 
iied  and  labeled,  with  the  Secretary  of  State. 


REGULATIONS  IN  THE  DEPARTMENT  OP  THE  CLERK. 

To  insure  a  systematic  and  correct  performance  of  the 
duties  of  their  departments,  the  Chief  Clerks  of  the  two 
Houses  have  established  the  following  regulations: 

The  Assistant  Clerks. — It  is  their  special  duty: 

1.  To  keep  a  record  of  each  day's  proceedings,  and  to 
correct  the  proof  of  same  when  printed. 

2.  To  officiate  at  the  reading  desk  when  required  by 
the  Clerk,  and  in  case  of  his  absence  to  perform  his  duties 
generally.  . 

3.  To  label  and  file  in  the  appropriate  places  all  papers 
presented,  with  proper  dates  and  references. 

4.  To  select  each  day  all  papers  ordered  to  be  printed, 
make  the  list  thereof  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose, 
and  send  them  to  the  State  Printer,  taking  his  receipt 
therefor. 

5.  To  keep  a  list  of  all  absentees  on  leave,  etc. 
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The  Book-Keeper.—  It  is  his  special  duty: 

1.  To  keep  the  register  of  bills,  resolutions,  memorials, 
etc.,  showing  therein,  and  opposite  to  each  title,  all  ac- 
tions taken  and  proceedings  had,  with  regard  to  such 
papers. 

2.  To  distribute  to  the  proper  committee,  or  officers,  all 
bills,  petitions  and  other  papers  referred. 

3.  To  make  out  all  certificates  of  per  diem  and  mileage, 
ready  for  the  signature  of  the  Speaker  and  Clerk. 

4.  To  prepare  the  message  to  be  delivered  to  the  other 
House,  and  when  not  otherwise  occupied,  to  help  the  Jour- 
nal Clerk  in  the  performance  of  his  duties. 

The  Engrossing  Clerk.  —  It  is  his  special  duty: 

1.  To  engross  all  bills  ordered  to  a  third  reading  which 
the  rules  require  to  be  engrossed,  properly  placing  all 
amendments  adopted  prior  to  the  order  of  their  engross- 
ment. 

2.  By  the  direction  of  the  Chief  or  Journal  Clerk  to  per- 
form any  necessary  service  appertaining  to  the  duties  of 
the  other  deputies. 

The  Enrolling  Clerk. —  It  is  his  special  duty: 

To  make  clear,  legible  copies  of  all  bills  which  have  been 
concurred  in,  without  erasure  or  interlineations. 

The  Transcribing  Clerk.  —  It  is  his  special  duty: 

To  copy  the  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Assembly 
into  a  book  prepared  for  that  purpose. 

GENERAL  REGULATIONS. 

1.  Each  deputy  when  not  occupied  in  the  performance 
of  his  own  special  duties,  is  to  render  such  assistance  to 
the  Clerk  and  to  his  associate  deputies  as  may  be  in  his 
power,  or  as  the  pressure  of  duties  in  a  particular  depart- 
ment may  render  necessary.  / 

2.  The  deputies  are  expected  to  notify  the  Chief  Clerk 
of  any  interference  with  their  duties,  and  of  all  improper

approaches  or  requests  made  to  them  by  any  person.  They 
are  not  to  exhibit  to  any  person  any  bill  or  other  document 
in  their  possession  without  leave  of  the  Chief  Clerk. 

3.  Perfect  courtesy  must  at  all  times  be  maintained 
toward  members,  reporters,  associate  deputies,  and  all  who 
have  business  to  transact  with  the  department,  but  inter- 
ference with  legislation  cannot  be  allowed  under  any  cir- 
cumstances. 

Sergeat-at-arms. —  This  officer  is  executive  officer  of  the 
House.  He  has  charge  of  the  Post  Office  and  other  appurte- 
nant conveniences  of  the  Assembly.  He  controls  the  police 
regulations,  attends  to  the  warming  of  the  chambers,  serves 
the  subpoenas  and  warrants  of  the  Assembly,  announces 
messages  from  the  Governor  and  from  the  Senate,  provides 
rooms  for  committees,  receives  from  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Property  all  public  documents  ordered  or  coming 
in  due  course,  and  distributes  the  same  through  the  Post 
Office,  or  otherwise,  to  members  and  officers  entitled  there- 
to, and  keeps  the  pay  roll  of  the  employes  in  his  depart- 
ment. He  is  to  organize  his  department  with  such  system 
that  each  of  his  subordinates  shall  know  his  precise  duties, 
and  he  is  to  see  that  each  performs  his  duty  promptly, 
thoroughly  and  courteously.  He  is  required  to  keep  the 
chamber  opeu  from  8  o'clock  A.  M.  to  10  o'clock  P.  M. 

He  should  have  the  printed  bills  and  other  documents  in 
his  possession,  so  classified  and  arranged  that  he  can  at 
once  answer  any  call  up  m  him  for  them.  His  assistant 
assists  him  generally  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  and 
takes  his  place  when  he  is  absent. 

The  Postmaster  attends  to  the  receipt  and  delivery  of  all 
mail  matter  coming  to  members  and  officers  of  the  Assem- 
bly. Each  member  has  a  box  in  the  Post  Office  of  the  As- 
sembly corresponding  with  the  number  of  his  seat,  in  which 
his  mail  matter  is  deposited,  and  the  Postmaster  must,  by 
himself  or  assistant,  be  at  his  post  from  8  o'clock  A.  M., 
until  10  o'clock  P.  M.,  and  until  the  adjournment  of  the 
Assembly  for  the  day.  He  receives  and  forwards  all  mail 
matter  deposited  in  his  office  by  members  or  officers,  in 
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time  to  be  mailed  from  the  Madison  Post  Office.  He  is  to 
prominently  post  in  the  cloak  and  hat  room  (which  is  the 
members'  side  of  the  Post  Office),  a  notice  of  the  hours  of 
closing  the  Assembly  mails.  He  is  entitled  to  the  exclu- 
sive use  of  the  Post  Office,  and  no  one  ought  to  be  admitted 
thereto  except  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  and  the  Speaker. 

The  Assistant  Postmaster  brings  the  mail  to  and  from 
the  Madison  Post  Office,  and  assists  the  Postmaster  gener- 
ally in  his  duties. 

The  Doorkeepers  attend  to  the  principal  door;  open  and 
close  it  for  the  entry  and  exit  of  all  persons;  maintain  or- 
der in  the  lobby  and  vestibule ;  see  that  visitors  are  seated, 
and  that  the  regulations  of  the  House  in  their  departments 
are  strictly  enforced. 

The  Assistant  Sergeant-at  Arms,  Postmaster,  Porter, 
Watchman,  Doorkeepers,  and  gallery,  committee-room, 
and  wash-room  attendants,  are  appointed  by  the  Sergeant- 
at-Arms,  and  are  responsible  to  him. 

The  messengers  are  appointed  by  the  Speaker,  except 
those  in  particular  attendance  upon  the  Chief  Clerk  and 
Sergeant-at-Arms,  who  are  appo;nted  by  said  officers  re- 
spectively. 

DUTIES  OF  MESSENGERS. 

1.  To  be  in  attendance  from  8  o'clock  a.  m.  until  lO 
o'clock  P.  M.  every  day  (Sunday  excepted),  whether  the 
Assembly  is  in  session  or  not. 

2.  To  receive  the  journals  and  printed  bills  from  the 
Sergeant-at-Arms,  and  arrange  them  in  order  on  the  file  of 
each  member. 

3.  Not  to  leave  the  Assembly  Chamber  during  the 
morning  hour,  or  absent  themselves  from  the  session  of 
the  Assembly  during  an  entire  day,  except  upon  leave  of 
of  the  Speaker,  Clerk  or  Sergeant-at  Arms. 

4.  During  the  morning  hour  to  take  the  positions  as- 
signed to  them  by  the  Clerk,  and,  standing  up,  so  as  to 
see  and  be  seen,  hold  themselves  in  readiness  to  bring  all 
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oills,  resolutions,  etc.,  from  the  several  members  to  the 
Clerk,  when  presented. 

5.  After  the  expiration  of  the  morning  hour,  when  not 
engaged  in  filing  bills,  etc.,  for  the  members  they  have  in 
charge,  to  answer  promptly  any  call,  and  render  assistance 
to  any  member  requiring  it. 

6.  To  refrain  from  throwing  any  paper  balls,  darts,  or 
other  missiles;  to  move  lightly  across  the  Assembly  Cham- 
ber, and  demean  themselves  respectfully  towards  every 
member  and  officer  of  the  Assembly. 

PROCESS  OF  PASSING  BILLS. 

Some  diversity  of  practice  exists  herein,  but  the  ordi- 
nary method  in  the  Assembly,  as  an  illustration,  is  as  fol- 
lows : 

A  member  having  prepared  a  bill  and  indorsed  the  title 
thereof,  together  with  his  name,  upon  the  back  of  it,  rises 
to  his  feet,  at  such  time  as  the  introduction  of  bills  is  un- 
der order,  and  says:    "Mr.  Speaker:"    If  recognized  the 

Speaker  responds:    "  The  gentleman  from  ."  The 

member  announces :  "  I  ask  leave  to  introduce  a  bill. "  The 
bill  is  then  sent  to  the  Chief  Clerk  by  a  messenger.  The 
Clerk  then  reads  the  title  of  the  bill  and  the  Speaker  an- 
nounces:   "First   reading   of  the  bill." 

The  Clerk  again  reads  the  bill  by  its  title,  and  the  Speaker 
announces  "  Second  reading  of  the  bill. "  And  refers  the 
same  to  some  standing  or  select  committee,  as  seems  to 
him  appropriate,  unless  special  reference  is  made  by  re- 
quest of  the  member  introducing  the  bill.  The  bill  is,  in 
due  course  of  time,  reported  back  to  the  Assembly  by  the 
committee,  when  it  is  placed  in  the  order:  "Bills  ready  for 
engrossment  and  third  reading."  Under  this  order  of  busi- 
ness, the  question  put  by  the  Speaker  is  as  follows: 
"Shall  this  bill  be  engrossed  and  read  a  third  time?  "  If 
decided  affirmatively,  the  bill  is  sent  by  the  Chief  Clerk  to 
the  Engrossing  Clerk  for  engrossment.  When  correctly 
engrossed,  and  compared  by  the  Comparing  Clerks,  it  is  de- 
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livered  by  the  Engrossing  Clerk  to  the  committee  on  En- 
grossed Bills,  who  compare  the  engrossed  bill  with  the 
original  bill  and  amendments,  if  any,  and  cause  any  errors 
which  they  may  find  to  be  corrected.  When  found  correct, 
or  made  so,  the  committee  report  them  to  the  House  as 
correctly  engrossed,  and  then  referred  to  the  committee  on 
Bills  on  their  Third  Reading  and  when  reported  by 
that  committee  the  original  is  filed  with  the  Chief 
Clerk,  and  the  engrossed  bill  goes  into  the  order  of 
"  Bills  ready  for  a  third  reading.  "  When  under  this  order 
of  business,  the  bill,  unless  it  appropriates  money,  is  read 
by  its  title;  if  it  appropriates  money,  at  length,  when  the 
Speaker  says  as  follows: 

"  This  bill  having  been  read  three  several  times,  the 
qustion  is,  shall  the  bill  pass?  "  If  the  bill  passes,  it  is 
taken  to  the  Senate  with  a  message  announcing  its  passage 
by  the  Assembly,  and  asking  the  concurrence  of  the  Sen- 
ate therein.  If  the  Senate  concurs  the  bill  is  re- 
turned to  the  Assembly  and  is  sent  to  the  Enrolling  Clerk, 
who  makes  a  copy  thereof,  as  is  elsewhere  described. 
When  enrolled  it  goes  to  the  committee  on  Enrolled  Bills, 
who  compare  it  with  the  engrossed  bill.  When  found  or 
made  correct,  they  report  the  bill  to  the  Assembly  as 
correctly  enrolled.  The  engrossed  bill  is  filed  with  the 
Chief  Clerk.  The  enrolled  bill  is  then  endorsed  by  the  Chief 
Clerk,  as  having  originated  in  the  Assembly,  for  the  infor- 
mation of  the  Governor,  in  case  he  vetoes  it;  then  it  is 
signed  by  the  Speaker,  and  sent  to  the  President  of  the 
Senate  for  his  signature  thereto.  It  is  then  sent  by  the 
Chief  Clerk  of  the  Assembly  to  the  Governor  for  his  ap- 
proval. The  Governor,  if  he  approves  the  bill,  informs 
the  House  in  which  it  originated  of  the  fact,  and  that  he 
has  deposited  it  with  the  Secretary  of  the  State.  If  he 
vetoes  the  bill,  information  of  the  fact  is  given  to  the 
House  in  like  manner,  whereupon,  the  question  shall  be, 
"Shall  the  bill  pass,  noth  withstanding  the  objections  of  the 
Governor?  "  The  vote  shall  be  taken  by  ayes  and  noes, 
and  shall  be  lost,  unless  two-thirds  of  the  members  present 
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vote  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  bill,  over  the  Governor's 
veto.  Concurrence  of:  the  Senate  by  a  two-thirds  majority 
of  the  Senators  present  is  necessary. 

This  is  the  ordinary  process  of  a  bill  through  all  of  its 
stages  until  it  becomes  alaw. 

A  bill  of  great  interest  or  importance,  or  one  which  is 
warmly  contested,  may,  by  reason  of  majority  or  minority 
reports,  special  orders,  re-commitments,  amendments,  sub- 
stitutes, committees  of  conference,  and  various  other  parlia- 
mentary process,  pass  through  a  vast  variety  of  stages  not 
before  enumerated. 

Senate  bills  going  into  the  Assembly,  after  passing  the 
Senate,  are  read  twice  by  title  and  then  referred  to  the 
appropriate  committee.  After  being  reported  to  the 
House  by  the  committee,  the  question  shall  be:  "  Shall  this 
bill  be  ordered  to  a  third  reading?"  unless  there  be  an 
amendment  offered  to  the  same,  which  shall  be  acted  upon 
before  the  bill  is  ordered  to  a  third  reading.  If  it  is  de- 
cided affirmatively  and  the  bill  passes  in  the  order  of  "  Bills 
on  third  reading,  "  and  when  read  in  that  order,  the  ques- 
tion is,  "Shall  the  bill  be  concurred  in?"  If  concurred  in, 
the  bill  is  returned  to  the  Senate  with  a  message  informing 
it  of  that  fact.  If  an  amendment  be  adopted  to  a  bill,  the 
Senate  is  so  informed  by  message,  and  the  amendment 
transmitted  with  the  bill  to  the  Senate.  The  question  is, 
"  Shall  the  Senate  concur  in  the  amendment  adopted  by  the 
Assembly  to  the  bill?" 

If  it  is  desired  to  hasten  the  passage  of  a  bill,  it  is  done 
by  motion  as  follows: 

I  move  to  suspend  all  rules  which  will  interfere  with  the 

immediate  consideration  of  bill  No.   .    If  this  motion 

prevails,  which  requires  an  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present,  the  question  will  be  put  on  pass, 
age  of  the  bill,  and  if  passed,  will  go  at  once  to  the  Senate.

*  It  is  important  that  the  titles  of  bills  should  be  the  same  on  the  out- 
side and  inside  of  the  bill,  as  the  bill  appears  on  the  books  of  the  Clerk  by 
the  indorsement,  and  is  printed  from  the  inside  title  and  text. 
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An  Enacting  Clause  must  precede  the  body  of  the 
bill  — t 

It  must  invariably  be  in  the  following  form :

INVESTIGATIONS. 

When  an  investigation  is  required  into  any  matter,  the 
person  most  interested  in  having  the  inquiry  made,  should 
move  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  take  the  subject 
in  charge.  This  is  done  by  resolution.  The  resolution 
should  be  so  drawn  as  to  state  the  precise  subject  to  be  in- 
vestigated, and  to  give  the  committee  all  the  power  which 
the  mover  may  deem  necessary  for  a  thorough  examina- 
tion into  the  subject  matter  to  be  laid  before  them ;  this 
should  be  done  to  prevent  any  misapprehension  as  to  the 
intention  and  extent  of  the  inquiry  to  be  made.  In  case  of 
the  adoption  of  the  resolution,  the  mover,  together  with 
other  members,  will  be  appointed  a  committee.  They  have 
power  to  send  for  persons  and  papers.  The  form  of  a 
subpoena  is  as  follows :

In  case  the  answer  is  satisfactory,  the  offender  is  dis- 
charged; if  otherwise,  he  is  punished  by  reprimand,  fine 
or  imprisonment,  or  both;  but  such  imprisonment  can  not 
extend  beyond  the  session  of  the  Legislature. 

The  report  of  a  committee  on  Investigation  should  con- 
sist of  three  parts: 

1.  The  testimony  taken. 

2.  A  statement  of  the  facts  proven  thereby,  or  conclu- 
sions derived  therefrom. 

3.  Resolutions,  or  a  bill  providing  for  the  action  which 
the  Committee  deem  proper  to  be  taken  in  the  premises.

To  cause  the  ayes  and  nays  on  any  question  to  be  entered 
on  the  journal — 

"One  sixth  of  those  present."    Const.,  Art.  IV.,  Sec.  20. 

To  pass  any  bill  which  imposes,  continues  or  renews  a 
tax,  or  creates  a  debt  or  charge,  or  makes,  continues  or 
renews  any  appropriation  of  public  trust  money,  or  releases, 
discharges  or  commutes  a  claim  or  demand  from  the  State —

RULES  OF  THE  LEGISLATURE. 


It  is  much  more  material  that  there  should  be  a  rule  to 
go  by,  than  what  that  rule  is;  that  there  may  be  a  uniform- 
ity of  proceeding  in  business,  not  subject  to  the  caprice  of 
the  speaker  or  captiousness  of  the  members.  It  is  very 
material  that  order,  decency,  and  regularity  be  preserved 
in  a  diginfied  public  body. — 2  Hats.,  149. 

MEETING,  QUORUM ,  PRIVILEGES,  ETC. 

1.  The  hour  for  the  meeting  of  the  two  Houses  shall  be 
at  10  o'clock  A.  M.,  unless  a  different  hour  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  resolution. 

2.  Before  proceeding  to  business,  the  roll  of  the  mem- 
bers in  each  House  shall  be  called,  and  the  names  of  those 
present  and  those  absent  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal. 
A  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  must:  be  present  to 
constitute  a  quorum  for,  the  transaction  of  business,  a 
smaller  number,  however,  can  adjourn  from  time  to  time, 
and  shall  have  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent 
members. 

3.  N.o  member  or  officer  of  either  House,  unless  from 
illness  or  other  cause  he  shall  be  unable  to  attend,  shall 
absent  himself  from  the  session  during  the  entire  day,  with- 
out first  having  obtained  leave  of  absence. 

4.  Contestants  for  seats  shall  have  the  privilege  of  the 
House  until  their  respective  cases  are  disposed  of;  the 
privilege  to  extend  only  so  far  as  access  to  the  Chamber, 
during  the  time  occupied  in  settling  the  contest. 
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WHO  MAY  BE  ADMITTED  TO  THE  FLOOR. 

5.  Persons  of  the  following  classes,  and  no  others,  shall 
be  admitted  to  the  floor  of  the  two  Houses  during  the  ses- 
sion thereof,  viz. :  The  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor, 
Members  of  the  Legislature,  State  Officers,  Regents  of  the 
University,  Regents  of  the  Normal  Schools,  Members  of 
Congress,  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  other  Courts, 
Ex-Members  of  the  Wisconsin  Legislature,  all  editors  of 
newspapers  within  the  State,  and  reporters  for  the  press, 
and  such  other  persons  as  the  Presiding  officer  may  invite. 

6.  Whenever  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  shall 
occur  in  the  lobby  or  gallery,  the  presiding  officer  shall 
have  power  to  cause  the  same  to  be  cleared  of  all  persons 
except  members  and  officers. 

7.  No  member  or  officer  of  either  House  shall  read  news- 
papers within  the  bar  of  the  House,  nor  smoke  therein 
while  in  session. 

PRESIDING  OFFICERS. 

8.  The  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the  State,  who,  by  the 
8th  Section  of  the  5th  Article  of  the  Constitution,  is  con- 
stituted ex- officio  president  of  the  Senate,  shall,  when  pres- 
ent, take  the  Chair  at  the  hour  fixed  for  the  meeting  of  the 
Senate,  when  he  shall  call  the  Senators  to  order,  who  shall 
thereupon  take  their  seats,  and  remain  with  their  heads 
uncovered,  while  the  Senate  remains  in  session. 

9.  The  Senate  shall  elect  a  President  pro  tempore,  for 
the  session,  who  shall  possess  all  the  powers  and  preoga- 
tives  of  the  President  of  the  Senate  in  the  absence  of  the 
President,  and  in  the  absence  or  inability  of  the  President 
pro  tern,  to  preside,  the  President  shall  have  the  right  to 
name  any  Senator  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  Chair  tem- 
porarily, and  who  shall  be  invested,  during  such  time,  with 
all  the  powers  of  the  President;  but  no  Senator  shall  be 
excused  from  voting  on  any  question  by  reason  of  his  oc- 
cupying the  Chair;  nor  shall  such  substitute's  authority  as 
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presiding  officer,  except  to  the  President  pro  tern. ,  extend 
beyond  a  day's  adjournment  of  the  Senate. 

10.  The  Assembly  shall  elect,  viva  voce,  one  of  its 
members  as  presiding  officer,  who  shall  be  styled  Speaker 
of  the  Assembly,  and  who  shall  hold  his  office  during  one 
session. 

DUTIES  OF  PRESIDING  OFFICER. 

11.  It  shall  be  the  general  duty  of  the  presiding 
officer: 

To  open  the  session,  at  the  time  to  which  adjournment  is 
taken,  by  taking  the  chair  and  calling  the  members  to- 
order; 

To  announce  the  business  before  the  House  in  the  order 
in  which  it  is  to  be  acted  upon; 

To  receive  and  submit,  in  the  proper  manner,  all  motions 
and  propositions  presented  by  the  members; 

To  put  to  vote  all  questions  which  are  regularly  moved, 
or  which  necessarily  arise  in  the  course  of  proceedings,, 
and  to  announce  the  result; 

To  restrain  the  members  while  engaged  in  debate,  with- 
in the  rules  of  order; 

To  enforce  on  all  occasions  the  observance  of  order  and 
decorum  among  the  members; 

To  inform  the  House,  when  necessary,  or  when  referred 
to  for  that  purpose,  in  any  point  of  order  or  practice; 

To  receive  messages  and  other  communications  from 
other  branches  of  the  Government,  and  to  announce  them 
to  the  House; 

To  authenticate  by  his  signature,  when  necessary,  all 
the  acts,  orders  and  proceedings  of  the  House  over  which 
he  presides; 

To  name  the  members,  when  directed  to  do  so  in  a  par- 
ticular case,  or  when  it  is  a  part  of  his  general  duty  by 
these  rules,  who  are  to  serve  on  committees,  and  in  gen- 
eral— 

To  represent  and  stand  for  the  body  over  which  he  pre- 
sides, declaring  its  will,  and  in  all  things  obeying  its  com- 
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mands.  Every  officer  of  each  House  is  subordinate  to  his 
presiding  officer,  and,  in  all  that  relates  to  the  discharge 
of  his  several  duties,  is  under  his  supervision. 

12.  The  presiding  officer  shall  preserve  order  and 
decorum;  may  speak  to  points  of  order  in  preference  to 
others,  rising  from  his  seat  for  that  purpose;  and  he  shall 
decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  by  any  mem- 
ber, on  which  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than 
once,  unless  by  leave  of  the  House.  On  appeal  being  taken, 
the  question  shall  be:  "Shall  the  decision  of  the  chair 
stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  House?  "  which  question  and 
the  action  thereon,  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal. 

13.  The  presiding  officer  may  call  a  member  to  the  chair, 
but  such  substitution  shall  not  extend  beyond  an  adjourn- 
ment. 

14.  In  the  absence  of  the  presiding  officer,  in  either 
House,  one  of  the  members  shall  be  elected  to  preside  tem- 
porarily, until  the  return  of  the  regular  presiding  officer. 

15.  The  Speaker  of  the  Assembly  shall  vote  on  the  call 
of  yeas  and  nays,  and  his  name  shall  be  recorded  with  those 
of  the  other  members. 

16.  The  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  not  vote  except  in  the 
case  of  a  tie  vote  in  the  Senate,  and  he  shall  cast  the  de- 
ciding vote.    See  Section  8  of  Article  V,  Constitution. 

CLERKS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES. 

17.  A  Chief  Clerk  shall  be  elected  of  the  Senate  and  As- 
sembly respectively,  at  the  commencement  of  each  session, 
to  hold  his  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  body  electing  him. 
He  shall  keep  a  journal  of  the  daily  proceedings  of  the 
body,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to 
him.  He  shall  superintend  the  recording  of  the  journal  of 
the  proceedings;  the  engrossing  and  enrolling  of  bills,  reso- 
lutions, etc. ;  shall  permit  no  records  or  papers  belonging 
to  the  Legislature  to  be  taken  out  of  his  custody,  otherwise 
than  in  the  regular  course  of  business;  shall  report  any 
missing  papers  to  the  notice  of  the  presiding  officer,  and 
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generally  shall  perform,  under  direction  of  the  presiding 
officer,  all  duties  pertaining  to  his  office  as  clerk,  and  shall 
be  responsible  for  the  official  acts  of  his  assistants.  He 
shall  appoint  his  assistants  as  provided  by  law. 

18.  The  Chief  Clerk  and  his  engrossing  clerk,  in  all  pro- 
per cases,  shall  correct  any  mere  clerical  errors  in  any 
bill,  memorial  or  resolution  such  as  errors  in  orthography, 
or  the  use  of  one  word  for  another,  as  affect  for  "effect, " 
revious  for  "previously,"  are  for  "is,"  and  banks  for 
"bank,"  and  the  like;  and  also  all  mistakes  for  numbering 
the  sections  and  references  thereto,  whether  such  errors 
occur  in  the  original  bill,  or  are  caused  by  amendment  made 
thereto.  It  shall  also  be  competent  for  the  Chief  Clerk  at 
any  time  before  the  passage  of  any  bill,  to  insert  therein 
an  "enacting  clause,"  when  such  clause  has  been  omitted. 
But  no  corrections,  other  than  such  as  are  authorized  by 
this  rule,  shall  be  made  at  any  time  by  the  Clerk  or  his  as- 
sistants, unless  upon  the  order  of  the  House.  On  questions 
of  orthography,  Webster's  Unabridged  Dictionary  shall  be 
taken  as  a  standard. 

19.  All  acts,  addresses  and  resolutions  shall  be  signed 
by  the  presiding  officer,  and  all  writs,  warrants  and  sub- 
poenas issued  by  order  of  the  House  shall  be  under  his 
hand,  and  attested  by  the  c'erk. 

SERGEANT- AT- ARMS. 

20.  A  Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  be  elected  of  the  Senate 
and  Assembly  respectively,  at  the  commencement  of  each 
session,  to  hold  his  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  body  elect- 
ing him.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  execute  all  orders  of  the 
House  or  its  presiding  officer,  and  to  perform  all  the  duties 
that  may  be  assigned  to  him  connected  with  the  police  and 
good  order  of  the  body,  and  to  exercise  a  supervision  over 
the  ingress  and  egress  of  all  persons  to  and  from  the 
chamber;  to  see  that  messages,  etc.,  are  promptly  executed; 
that  the  hall  is  properly  ventilated  and  is  open  for  the  use 
of  the  members  from  8  A.  M.  until  11  P.  M.,  and  to  per- 
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form  all  other  services  pertaining  to  the  office  of  Sergeant- 
at-Arms. 

COMMITTEES. 

21.  The  following  standing  committees  shall  be  elected 
by  the  Senate  as  near  the  commencement  of  the  session  as 
maybe,  unless  otherwise  directed,  as  follows: 

A  committee  on  Judiciary,  to  consist  of  seven  members. 

A  committee  on  State  Affairs,  to  consist  of  five  mem- 
bers. 

A  committee  on  Finance,  Banks  and  Insurance,  to  con- 
sist of  five  members. 

A  committee  on  Railroads,  to  consist  of  nine  members. 

A  committee  on  Education,  to  consist  of  five  members. 

A  committee  on  Manufactures,  to  consist  of  five  members. 

A  committee  on  Assessment  and  Collection  of  Taxes,  to 
consist  of  three  members. 

A  committee  on  Corporations,  to  consist  of  five  members. 

A  committee  on  Town  and  County  Organization,  to  con- 
sist of  three  members. 

A  committee  on  Public  Lands,  to  consist  of  three  mem- 
bers. 

A  committee  on  Military  Affairs,  to  consist  of  five  mem- 
bers 

A  committee  on  Public  Health  Sanitation,  to  consist  of 
three  members. 

A  committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections,  to  consist  of 
five  members. 

A  committee  on  Legislative  Expenditures,  to  consist  of 
three  members. 

A  committee  on  Federal  Relations,  to  consist  of  three 
members. 

A  committee  on  Roads  and  Bridges,  to  consist  of  three 
members. 

A  committee  on  Agriculture,  to  consist  of  five  members. 
A  committee  on  Engrossed  Bills,  five  members. 
A  committee  on  Enrolled  Bills,  five  members. 
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A  committee  on  Bills  on  Their  Third  Reading,  to  consist 
of  five  members. 

The  following  joint  committees  shall  be  constituted  as 
follows: 

On  Claims — Three  from  the  Senate  and  five  from  the  As- 
sembly. 

On  Charitable  and  Penal  Institutions— Three  from  the 
Senate  and  five  from  the  Assembly. 

On  Printing — Two  from  the  Senate  and  three  from  the 
Assembly. 

On  Fish  and  Game — Three  from  the  Senate  and  five 
from  the  Assembly. 

22.  The  standing  committees  of  the  Assembly  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Speaker  as  near  the  commencement  of  the 
session  as  possible,  and  shall  be  constituted  as  follows : 

On  Judiciary — Eleven  members. 

On  State  Affairs — Seven  members. 

On  Finance,  Banks  and  Insurance — Seven  members. 

On  Railroads — Eleven  members. 

On  Education — Seven  members. 

On  Manufactures — Seven  members. 

On  Assessment  and  Collection  of  Taxes — Seven  members. 

On  Corporations — Seven  members. 

On  Town  and  County  Organization — Five  members. 

On  Public  Lands — Five  members. 

On  Military  Affairs — Seven  members. 

On  Public  Health  and  Sanitation — Five  members. 

On  Privileges  and  Elections — Seven  members. 

On  Legislative  Expenditures — Five  members. 

On  Federal  Relations— Five  members. 

On  Roads  and  Bridges — Five  members. 

On  Agriculture — Seven  members. 

On  Ways  and  Means— Five  members. 

On  Lumber  and  Mining — Five  members. 

On  Public  Improvements — Five  members 

On  Dairy  and  Food — Seven  member^ 

On  Engrossed  Bills — Five  membei 
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On  Enrolled  Bills— Five  members. 
On  Bills  on  Their  Third  Reading — Five  members. 
The  following  joint  committees  shall  be  constituted  as 
follows: 

On  Claims — Three  from  the  Senate  and  five  from  the 
Assembly. 

On  Charitable  and  Penal  Institutions — Three  from  the 
Senate  and  five  from  the  Assembly. 

On  Printing — Two  from  the  Senate  and  three  from  the 
Assembly. 

On  Fish  and  Game — Three  from  the  Senate  and  five  from 
the  Assembly. 

23.  Select  or  special  committees  may  be  provided  for  on 
motion  or  by  resolution,  designating  the  number  and  ob- 
ject, and,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  presiding  officer. 

24.  It  shall  be  the  duly  of  the  committee  on  Bills  on  Their 
Third  Reading  to  carefully  examine  every  bill  ordered  to  a 
third  reading  and  correct  any  errors  of  orthography,  gram- 
matical construction  of  sentences,  and  any  other  errors  in 
the  bill,  so  that  the  real  object  of  the  bill  may  be  clearly 
stated.  They  shall  report  in  writing,  and  the  amendments 
they  propose  shall  be  read  to  the  House  before  being  acted 
upon. 

25.  A  majority  of  the  committee  shall  constitute  a  quo- 
rum for  the  transaction  of  business.  Sub-committees,  who 
shall  report  to  the  regular  committee,  may  be  appointed  to 
take  charge  of  any  part  of  the  committee's  business. 

26.  All  business  referred  to  the  committee  shall  be  taken 
up  and  disposed  of  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  reported  to 
the  House  at  as  early  a  date  as  may  be  consistent  with  a 
careful  consideration  of  the  same. 

27.  All  eports  shall  be  in  the  following  form: 

The  committee  on    to    whom   (was  or 

were)  referred  (insert  here  the  number  and  title  of  the  bill 
or  bills,  resolutions  or  memorials,  reported  by  the  commit- 
tee), have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  report  the 
same  back  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  (pass,  be  in- 
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definitely  postponed,  referred  to  some  other  committee, 
etc.),  or,  if  amended,  with  amendment  or  amendments,  with 
the  recommendation  that  the  same  do  pass  when  so 
amended. 

Signed :  . .  

Chairman. 

28.  Members  dissenting  from  a  report  of  a  committee 
shall  be  so  reported  when  they  request  it. 

29.  In  case  all  the  members  of  any  committee  required 
or  entitled  to  report  on  any  subject  referred  to  them,  can- 
not agree  upon  a  report,  the  majority  and  minority  of  such 
committee  may  each  make  a  separate  report;  and  any  mem- 
ber dissenting  in  whole  or  in  part  from  the  reasonings  and 
conclusions  of  both  majority  and  minority,  may  also  pre- 
sent a  statement  for  his  reasons  and  conclusions;  and  all 
reports,  if  decorous  in  language  and  respectful  to  the 
House,  shall  be  entered  at  length  on  the  Journal. 

30.  In  all  cases  where  there  shall  be  both  majority  and 
minority  reports  submitted  to  the  House,  the  bill,  resolu- 
tion, memorial,  or  other  matter  reported  upon,  shall  lie 
upon  the  table  until  the  reports  thereon  shall  have  been 
printed  in  the  Journal  and  laid  upon  the  desks  of  the 
members. 

31.  Every  committee,  in  reporting  upon  any  bill  or 
memorial,  shall  recite  at  length  in  their  report,  the  title 
of  such  bill  or  memorial,  as  well  as  the  number  thereof. 

32.  No  committee  shall  absent  themselves  by  reason  of 
their  appointment,  during  the  sitting  of  the  House,  with- 
out special  leave,  except  a  committee  of  conference. 

33.  All  bills,  resolutions,  memorials,  or  other  business, 
referred  to  a  committee  and  reported  by  them  to  the  House, 
shall  be  placed  upon  the  calendar  for  the  succeeding  day 
under  the  order  of  business,  "Bills  ready  for  engrossment 
and  third  reading." 

34.  All  bills  ordered  to  be  engrossed  and  read  the  third 
time,  shall  be  carefully  copied  under  direction  of  the  en- 
grossing clerk,  together  with  all  amendments  adopted  to 
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the  original  bill,  and,  by  the  engrossing  clerk,  delivered  to 
the  committee  on  Engrossed  Bills,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
carefully  compare  the  engrossed  bill  and  the  original  bill, 
and,  if  correctly  engrossed,  to  report  the  same  to  the  House, 

35.  Whenever  a  bill  which  is  fairly  written,  without  in- 
terlineation or  erasure,  is  ordered  to  be  engrossed  for  a 
third  reading,  without  amendment,  the  committee  on  En- 
grossed  Bills  may  report  the  same  back  to  the  House  as 
the  engrossed  bill. 

36.  It  shall  be  in  order  for  the  committee  on  Enrolled  Bills 
to  report  at  any  time,  except  when  a  vote  is  being  taken 
or  a  call  of  the  House  is  being  had. 

37.  No  standing  or  select  committee,  or  any  member 
thereof,  shall  report  any  substitute  or  amendment  for  any 
bill  or  bills,  or  resolutions,  referred  to  such  committee, 
which  substitute  or  amendment  relates  to  a  different  sub- 
ject, or  is  intended  to  accomplish  a  different  purpose  than 
that  of  the  bill  or  resolution  for  which  it  is  reported,  or, 
if  adopted  and  passed,  would  require  a  title  essentially 
different  from  the  original  title  of  the  bill  or  resolution. 
Any  substitute  bill  or  resolution  so  reported  shall  be  reject- 
ed whenever  the  House  is  advised  that  the  same  is  in  viola- 
tion of  this  rule.  And  this  rule  shall  not  be  suspended 
without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  House,  and  shall 
apply  to  bills  or  resolutions  originating  in  either  House, 
whether  under  consideration  of  the  House  in  which  they 
originated  or  not. 

38.  No  motion  or  proposition  on  a  subject  different  from 
that  under  consideration  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of 
amendment;  and  no  bill  or  resolution  shall  at  any  time  be 
amended  by  annexing  thereto,  or  incorporating  therein, 
any  other  bill  or  resolution  pending  before  the  House.

11.  Bills  ready  for  third  reading. 

12.  Bills  to  be  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

13.  Bills  ready  for  engrossment. 


PETITIONS,  MEMORIALS,  ETC. 

40.  Petitions,  memorials,  communications,  and  other 
papers,  addressed  to  either  House  shall  be  presented  by  a 
member  thereof  in  his  place;  a  brief  statement  of  the  con- 
tents thereof  shall  be  endorsed  thereon,  together  with  his 
name,  by  the  member  introducing  the  same. 

41.  Resolutions  may  be  offered  by  any  member  who 
shall  endorse  his  name  on  the  same.  It  shall  then  be  sent 
to  the  Clerk's  desk,  and  there  read  by  the  Clerk,  and  when 
so  read  shall  be  considered  to  be  before  the  House;  but  it 
shall  not  be  acted  on  the  same  day  of  which  it  is  offered, 
without  leave. 

42.  All  bills  and  resolutions  offered  by  any  member  or 
committee  shall  be  endorsed  by  the  member  or  committee 
offering  the  same. 
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43.  Every  bill  shall  receive  three  several  readings  by 
title  except  where  otherwise  provided  previous  to  its  pass- 
age, but  no  bill  shall  receive  its  second  and  third  readings 
on  the  same  day.  The  first  reading  of  the  bill  shall  be  for 
information,  and  if  objection  be  made  to  it,  the  question 
shall  be,  "Shall  the  bill  be  rejected?"  If  no  objection  be 
made,  or  the  question  to  reject  lost,  the  bill  shall  go  to  its 
second  reading  without  further  question. 

On  the  second  reading,  every  bill  or  memorial  requiring 
three  readings  shall  be  referred  to  the  appropriate  stand- 
ing committee,  which  shall  be  announced  by  the  presiding 
officer,  unless  the  House,  on  motion,  make  a  different  order 
in  relation  thereto;  and  this  rule  shall  apply  as  well  to 
bills,  resolutions  and  memorials  originating  in  either 
House. 

44.  xVll  joint  resolutions  and  all  memorials,  which  will 
require  the  signature  of  the  Governor,  shall  take  the  same 
course  as  to  their  reading  and  reference  as  bills. 

45.  Three  hundred  copies  of  the  Assembly  Journal,  and 
every  Assembly  bill,  and  two  hundred  and  fifty  copies  of 
the  Senate  Journal,  and  every  Senate  bill,  shall  be  printed 
after  the  second  reading,  unless  otherwise  ordered.  And 
all  bills,  resolutions  and  memorials,  that  shall  be  printed, 
shall  remain  at  least  one  day  on  the  files  after  being- 
printed,  before  being  considered.  If  the  rules  be  suspended 
for  the  consideration  of  any  bill,  resolution,  or  memorial, 
before  such  bill,  resolution  or  memorial  has  been  printed, 
the  same  shall  be  read  at  length  at  least  once  before  its 
final  passage,  and  this  rule  shall  not  be  suspended  without 
the  unanimous  consent  of  the  House. 

46.  The  third  reading  of  all  bills  appropriating  money 
shall  be  at  length,  and  the  suspension  of  this  rule  shall  not 
be  made  without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  House. 

47.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  called  upon  the  passage 
of  every  bill  appropriating  money;  a  majority  of  three- 
fifths  of  each  House  being  necessary  to  pass  any  bill  which 
imposes,  continues,  or  renews  a  tax,  or  creates  a  debt  or 
charge,  or  makes,    continues   or  renews   any  appropriation 
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of  public  trust  money,  or  releases,  discharges  or  commutes 
a  claim  or  demand  in  favor  of  the  State. 

HOW  BUSINESS  CONDUCTED. 

48.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate  or  de- 
liver any  matter  to  the  House,  he  shall  rise  in  his  place  and 
respectfully  address  the  chair,  and  upon  being  recognized, 
shall  proceed,  confining  himself  to  the  question  under  de- 
bate, avoiding  personality. 

49.  When  any  two  or  more  members  shall  rise  at  the 
game  time,  the  presiding  officer  shall  name  the  person  who 
is  first  to  speak. 

50.  When  a  member  is  called  to  order,  he  shall  sit 
down,  and  shall  not  speak,  except  in  explanation,  until  it 
shall  have  been  determined  whether  or  not  he  is  in  order; 
and  if  a  member  be  called  to  order  for  words  spoken,  the 
exceptional  words  shall  be  taken  down  in  writing,  that 
the  presiding  officer  may  be  better  able  to  judge  as  to 
whether  they  are  in  violation  of  the  rules. 

51.  No  member  shall  speak  except  in  his  place,  and  not 
more  than  twice  on  a  question,  except  on  leave  of  the 
House.  'And  if  a  question  pending  be  lost  by  adjournment 
and  revived  on  the  succeeding  day,  no  member  who  shall 
have  spoken  twice  on  the  preceding  day  shall  be  permitted 
again  to  speak  without  leave  of  the  House. 

52.  While  the  presiding  officer  is  addessing  the  House,, 
or  submitting  a  question,  no  member  shall  cross  the  floor, 
or  leave  the  House;  nor  while  a  member  is  speaking,  walk 
between  him  and  the  chair. 

53.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be 
received  except: 

1.  To  adjourn; 

2.  To  lay  on  the  table; 

3.  For  the  previous  question; 

4.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain; 

5.  To  commit  to  a  standing  committee; 

6.  To  commit  to  a  select  committee; 

7.  To  amend; 

8.  To  postpone  indefinitely. 
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These  several  motions  shall  ha^ve  precedence  in  the  or- 
der in  which  they  stand  arranged  in  this  rule. 

54.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  only  have  the  ef- 
fect of  disposing  of  the  matter  temporarily  and  may  be 
taken  from  the  table  at  any  time  by  order  of  the  House. 

55.  A  motion  to  strike  out  the  enacting  clause  of  a  bill 
shall  be  considered  equivalent  to  a  motion  to  indefinitely 
postpone. 

56.  A  motion  to  adjourn,  to  take  a  recess,  to  lay  on  the 
table,  and  a  call  for  the  previous  question,  shall  be  decided 
without  debate.  And  all  incidental  questions  of  order, 
arising  after  a  motion  is  made  for  either  of  the  questions 
named  in  this  rule,  and  pending  such  motion,  shall  be  de- 
cided, whether  on  appeal  or  otherwise,  without  debate. 

57.  A  motion  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain,  to  commit,  or 
to  postpone  indefinitely,  being  decided  shall  not  be  again 
allowed  on  the  same  day,  and  at  the  same  stage  of  a  bill  or 
proposition. 

58.  When  a  motion  is  made,  it  shall  be  stated  by  the  pre- 
siding officer,  or  read  by  the  clerk,  previous  to  debate.  If 
any  members  require  it,  all  motions,  except  to  adjourn, 
postpone,  or  commit,  shall  be  reduced  to  writing.  Any 
motion  may  be  withdrawn  by  consent  of  the  House  before 
division  or  amendment. 

51).  All  questions  shall  be  put  in  this  form:  "Those  who 
are  of  the  opinion  that  the  bill  pass,  be  concurred  in,  etc. 
(as  the  case  may  be)  say,  aye.  Those  of  contrary  opinion 
say,,  no;"  and  in  doubtful  cases  any  member  may  call  for  a 
division. 

60.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  ordered  when  demanded 
by  one-sixth  of  the  members  present.  In  recording  the  votes 
taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  the  clerk  shall  report  those  absent 
or  not  voting. 

61.  Every  member  present  when  a  question  is  put,  or 
when  his  name  is  called,  shall  vote,  unless  the  House  shall, 
for  a  special  cause,  excuse  him,  but  it  shall  not  be  in  order 
for  a  member  to  be  excused  after  the  House  lias  com- 
menced voting. 
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62.  Any  member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a  question, 
which  shall  be  divided  if  it  comprehend  propositions,  in 
substance  so  distinct,  that  one  being  taken  away,  a  sub- 
stantive proposition  shall  remain  for  the  decision  of  the 
House.  A  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be  deemed 
indivisible,  but  a  motion  to  strike  out  being  lost,  shall 
preclude  neither  amendment  nor  a  motion  to  strike  out  and 
insert. 

63.  In  filling  blanks  the  largest  sum  and  the  longest  time) 
shall  be  first  submitted. 

64.  In  all  cases  when  the  Assembly  is  equally  divided^ 
the  question  shall  be  lost. 

65.  When  a  motion  or  question  shall  have  been  once  de- 
termined, either  in  the  affirmative  or  negative,  it  shall 
always  be  in  order  for  any  member  of  the  majority,  or 
when  the  House  is  equally  divided,  for  any  member  who 
voted  in  the  negative  to  move  for  a  reconsideration  thereof, 
on  the  same  or  succeeding  day.  A  motion  to  reconsider  being 
put  and  lost  shall  not  be  renewed.  A  motion  to  reconsider 
may  be  made  within  the  time  specified,  and  consideration  of 
the  same  be  postponed  to  some  future  time,  by  order  of  tin* 
House. 

66.  No  member  or  other  person  shall  visit  or  remain  by 
the  Clerk's  table  while  the  yeas  and  nays  are  being  called. 


CALL  OF  THE  HOUSE. 

67.  Five  Senators,  or  fifteen  members  of  the  Assembly, 
may  make  a  call  of  the  House  and  require  absent  members 
to  be  sent  for,  but  a  call  of  the  House  cannot  be  made  after 
the  voting  has  commenced. 

68.  On  a  call  of  the  House  being  moved,  the  presiding 
officer  shall  say:  "It  requiring  (if  the  call  be  moved  in 
the  Senate,  five  Senators,  or  if  in  the  Assembly,  fifteen 
members)  to  make  a  call  of  the  House,  those  in  favor  of 
the  call  will  rise."  And  if  a  sufficient  number  shall  rise, 
the  call  shall  be  thereby  ordered. 

69.  A  call  of   the  House   being  ordered,  the  Sergeant-at- 
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Arms  shall  close  the  doors,  and  no  member  shall  be  allowed 
to  leave  the  room. 

70.  The  Clerk  shall  immediately  call  the  roll  of  members, 
and  note  the  absentees,  whose  names  shall  be  read,  and  en- 
tered upon  the  Journal  in  such  manner  as  ,o  show  who  are 
absent  with  leave,  and  who  are  absent  without  leave.  The 
Clerk  shall  furnish  the  Serjeant-at-Arms  with  a  list  of 
those  who  are  absent  without  leave,  and  the  Sergeant-at- 
Arms  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  find  and  bring;  in  such  ab- 
sentees. 

71.  While  the  House  is  under  a  call,  no  business  shall  be 
transacted,  except  to  receive  and  act  on  the  report  of  thd 
Sergeant-at-Arins ;  and  no  other  motion  shall  be  in  order, 
except  a  motion  to  adjourn,  and  a  motion  to  suspend 
further  proceedings  under  the  call,  which  motions 
shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays;  and  the  motion  to 
suspend  further  proceedings  under  the  call  shall  not  be 
adopted,  unless  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elect  vote 
in  favor  thereof.  A  majority  of  those  present  may  adjourn, 
but  upon  re-convening,  the  House  shall  not  be  considered  to 
be  under  the  call,  but  a  call  of  the  House  may  be  again 
ordered  in  the  same  manner  as  above  described. 

72.  When  the  Sergeant-at  Arms  shall  make  a  report 
showing  that  all  who  were  absent  without  leave  (naming 
them)  are  present,  such  report  shall  be  entered  on  the? 
Journal,  and  the  call  shall  be  at  an  and;  and  thereupon  the 
doors  shall  be  open  and  the  business  pending  when  the  call 
was  made  shall  be  proceeded  with. 

73.  The  Sergeant-at-Arms  may  make  a  report  of  his  pro- 
ceedings at  any  time,  which  report  may  be  accepted,  and] 
further  proceedings  under  the  call  thereby  dispensed  with; 
but  the  motion  to  accept  such  report  shall  be  determined, 
by  yeas  and  nays,  and  it  shall  not  be  adopted  unless  a 
majority  of  all  the  member  elect  of  the  House  shall  vote 
in  favor  thereof.  If  such  report  be  not  accepted,  the 
Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  proceed  to  a  completion  of  his  duties 
as  required  by  rule  number  G9. 
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PREVIOUS  QUESTION. 

74.  When  any  bill,  memorial  or  resolution  is  under  con- 
sideration, any  member  being  in  order  and  haying  the 
floor,  may  move  the  "previous  question,"  but  such  motion 
must  be  seconded  by  at  least  five  Senators  or  fifteen  mem- 
bers of  the  Assembly. 

75.  The  previous  question  being  moved,  the  presiding 
officer  shall  say:  "It  requiring  (five  Senators  or  fifteen 
members  of  the  Assembly,  as  the  case  may  be)  to  second 
the  motion  for  the  previous  question,  those  in  favor  of  sus- 
taining the  motion  will  rise?''  And  if  a  sufficient  number 
rise,  the  previous  question  shall  be  thereby  seconded,  and 
the  question  shall  then  be:  "Shall  the  main  question  be 
now  put?"  which  question  shall  be  determined  by  the  yeas 
and  nays.  The  main  question  being  ordered  to  be  now  put, 
its  effect  shall  be  to  put  an  end  to  all  debate,  and  bring 
the  House  to  a  direct  vote  upon  the  pending  amendments, 
if  there  be  any,  and  then  upon  the  main  question. 

76.  When  on  taking  the  previous  question,  the  House 
shall  decide  that  the  main  question  shall  not  now  be  put, 
the  main  question  shall  remain  as  the  question  before  the 
House,  in  the  same  stage  of  proceedings  as  before  the  pre- 
vious question  was  moved. 

77.  On  motion  for  the  previous  question,  and  prior  to 
the  ordering  of  the  main  question,  one  call  of  the  House 
shall  be  in  order;  but  after  proceedings  under  such  call 
shall  have  been  once  dispensed  with,  or  after  a  majority 
shall  have  ordered  the  main  question,  no  call  shall  be  in 
order  prior  to  the  decision  of  such  question. 

AMENDMENTS. 

78.  Amendments  may  be  offered  to  any  bill,  resolution 
or  memorial,  and  acted  upon  before  they  are  ordered  en- 
grossed for  third  reading;  but  no  amendment  shall  be  con- 
sidered after  a  bill  has  been  ordered  engrossed,  except  by 
unanimous  consent  of  the  members  present. 
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Amendments  reported  by  committees  shall  be  acted  upon 
by~the  House  in  the  same  manner  as  though  offered  from 
the  floor.  On  an  amendment  being  moved,  a  member  who 
has  spoken  to  the  main  question  may  speak  again  to  the 
amendment. 

79.  No  amendment  shall  be  considered  in  order  that  will 
totally  alter  the  nature  of  the  original  bill,  resolution  or 
memorial;  and  the  presiding  officer  shall  rule  as  to  the  ad- 
missibility of  amendments  where  the  question  is  raised  as 
to  whether  or  not  they  do  materially  alter  the  original  prop- 
osition. 

80.  Amendments  proposed  by  a  committee,  or  by  a  mem- 
ber of  either  House,  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  state 
clearly  and  definitely  the  object  which  they  seek  to  ac- 
complish. They  shall  be  read  by  the  Clerk,  and  stated  by 
the  presiding  officer  to  the  House   before  being   acted  upon. 

81.  A  bill,  resolution  or  memorial  may  be  re-committed 
at  any  time  previous  to  its  passage.  If  any  amendment  be 
reported  by  the  committee  to  which  the  bill  was  re-com- 
mitted, the  question  shall  be  upon  the  amendment,  or 
amendment  to  amendment,  if  any  be  offered  from  the  floor; 
and  if  adopted,  the  question  for  its  engrossment  and  third 
reading  shall  then  be  put. 

82.  Every  bill,  resolution  or  memorial,  ordered  to  be 
engrossed  and  read  the  third  time,  shall  be  re-written  in  a 
plain  hand,  with  all  amendments  agreed  to,  adopted  and 
incorporated  in  the  bill,  before  being  read  a  third  time, 
except  such  bills  as  are  fairly  written,  without  interlinea- 
tion or  erasure.  Upon  the  third  reading  of  the  bill,  the 
question  shall  be  stated  thus:  "This  bill  having  been 
read  three  several  times,  the  question  is,  'Shall  the  bill 
pass'?"  or  "be  concurred  in"  as  the  case  may  be. 

83  Each  bill  which  passes  its  third  reading  shall  be 
certified  by  the  Clerk  of  the  House  passing  it,  and  by  him 
transmitted  to  the  other  House.  The  day  of  transmission 
shall  be  entered  on  the  bill  books  of  the  Clerk. 

84.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order  except 
when  the  House   is  voting;  but  this  rule  shall  not  authorize 
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any  member  to  move  an  adjournment  when  another  member 
has  the  floor.  Any  motion  or  resolution  relating  to  the  or- 
ganization of  either  House,  or  to  any  of  its  officers,  mem- 
bers, or  committees,  shall  be  privileged  and  need  not  lie 
over  for  consideration. 

85.  No  standing  rule  or  order  shall  be  rescinded  or 
changed  without  one  day's  notice  being  given  for  the  mo- 
tion therefor,  which  motion  shall  embrace  the  proposed 
amendment.  These  rules  shall  not  be  rescinded  or  changed 
except  by  a  vote  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present,  unless  there  be  unanimous  consent  for  the  suspen- 
sion of  the  same.  The  vote  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and 
nays. 

86.  Whenever  by  joint  resolution  of  the  two  Houses,  any 
bill  or  resolution  shall  have  been  recalled  from  the  Gov- 
ernor for  further  consideration,  said  bill  or  resolution  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  before  the  House  for  its  action  thereon,, 
and  may  be  reconsidered  or  otherwise  acted  upon;  pro- 
vided such  bill  or  resolution  shall  have  been  actually  re- 
turned to  and  be  before  the  House  when  such  action  shall 
be  taken. 

87.  The  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly  respec- 
tively, and  Sergeant-at-Arms  of  each  House,  shall  certify 
to  the  Secretary  of  State  the  names  of  all  persons  employed 
in  their  respective  departments,  the  capacity  in  which  em- 
ployed, and  the  amount  respectively  due  them,  which  cer- 
tificate shall  be  approved  by  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
House  in  which  they  are  employed. 

88.  After  a  bill  has  passed  both  Houses,  it  shall  be  duly 
enrolled  by,  or  under  the  direction  of,  the  Chief  Clerk  for 
the  House  in  which  the  same  originated  before  it  shall  be 
presented  to  the  Governor  for  his  approval.  When  a  bill 
is  duly  enrolled,  it  shall  be  carefully  compared  by  the 
comparing  clerks,  after  which  it  shall  be  delivered  by  the 
enrolling  clerk  to  the  chairman  of  the  committee  on  En- 
rolling Bills,  which  committee  shall  carefully  compare  the 
enrolled  bill  with  the  engrossed  bill  as  passed  in  the  two 
Houses;  said  committee  shall  cause    the  enrolling    clerk  to 
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correct  any  error  that  may  be  discovered  in  the  enrolled 
bill,  and  when  perfect  shall  make  their  report  forthwith 
to  the  House. 

SIGNING  OF  BILLS. 

89.  When  a  bill  shall  have  been  duly  reported  as 
correctly  enrolled,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Clerk 
of  the  House  in  which  it  originated  to  present  the  bill, 
first,  to  the  presiding  officer  of  the  House  in  which  it 
originated,  and  next,  to  the  presiding  officer  of  the  other 
House,  for  their  signatures,  which  duty  shall  be  per- 
formed at  as  early  an  hour  as  possible. 

90.  After  a  bill  shall  have  been  signed  by  the  respective 
presiding  officers  of  the  two  Houses,  it  shall  be  presented 
by  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  House  in  which  it  originated,  to 
the  Governor,  in  the  Executive  Chamber,  for  his  approval; 
it  being  first  indorsed  on  the  back  of  the  bill,  certifying  in 
which  House  the  same  originated,  which  certificate  shall 
be  signed  by  the  Chief  Clerk  of  such  House.  In  case  the 
bill  was  passed  by  the  ayes  and  nays  being  taken  thereon, 
the  number  of  affirmative  and  negative  votes  in  each  House 
shall  be  indorsed  on  the  back  of  the  bill.  The  Governor 
shall  within  the  Constitutional  time  return  the  same  to  the 
House  with  a  message  indicating  his  approval  or  disap- 
proval of  the  bill. 

COMMITTEE  OF  CONFERENCE. 

91.  In  all  cases  of  disagreement  between  the  Senate 
and  Assembly  on  amendments,  adopted  by  either  House, 
to  a  bill,  memorial  or  resolution,  passed  by  the  other 
House,  a  committee  of  conference  consisting  of  3  members 
from  each  House  may  be  requested  by  either  House,  and  the 
other  House  shall  appoint  a  similar  committee.  The 
usual  manner  of  procedure  is  as  follows:  The  Senate,  for 
instance,  passes  a  bill  and  it  is  duly  messaged  to  the  As- 
sembly, which  body  adopts  an  amendment  to  the  bill  and 
concurs  in  it  as  amended,  returning   the  same,  with  record 
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of  the  action  of  the  Assembly,  to  the  Senate;  the  Senate 
refuses  to  concur  in  the  Assembly  amendment  and  so  noti- 
lies  the  Assembly;  the  Assembly  adheres  to  its  amendment 
and  asks  for  a  committee  of  conference,  and  appoints  such 
committee  on  the  part  of  the  Assembly,  and  this  action  is 
reported  to  the  Senate,  whereupon,  a  like  committee  is  ap- 
pointed by  the  Senate.  The  joint  committee  shall,  at  a  con- 
venient hour  agreed  upon,  meet  and  state  to  each  other, 
verbally  or  in  writing,  the  reason  of  their  respective 
Houses  for,  or  against  the  disagreement,  and  confer  there- 
on, and  shall  report  to  their  respective  Houses  such  agree- 
ment as  they  may  arrive  at,  if  any,  and  if  not  the  fact  of  a 
disagreement.  The  House  having  possession  of  the  bill  at 
the  time  the  conference  report  is  made,  shall  first  act  upon 
such  report,  if  an  agreement  is  reported,  and  duly  message 
the  same  to  the  other  House,  together  with  the  bill,  which, 
if  the  conference  report  be  concurred  in  and  the  bill  con- 
curred in  as  amended,  shall  be  the  bill  that   is  finally  passed. 

92.  All  bills,  resolutions  and  memorials,  which  are  to  be 
presented  to  the  Governor  for  his  approval,  shall,  also  in 
the  same  manner  be  previously  examined,  enrolled  and 
signed. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

93.  These  rules  may  be  suspended  by  either  House  by 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  thereof,  for 
action  on  any  bill,  resolution,  or  memorial  without  the  con- 
currence of  the  other  House,  but  no  change  or  previous 
suspension  of  the  same  can  be  made  except  by  concurrence 
of  the  other  House. 

94.  Members  may  pair  on  any  question  pending  in  either 
House  by  fiiing  a  statement  of  the  same  with  the  Chief 
Clerk,  who  shall  read  the  same  to  the  House  before  the 
vote  is  taken. 

95.  The  title  to  all  bills  appropriating  money  shall  state 
that  fact  in  addition  to  the  general  purpose  of  the  bill. 
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A  BOCK  FOR  ENROLLED  BILLS  TO  BE  KEPT  BY  EACH  HOUSE. 

96.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Clerk  of  each  House 
to  keep  a  Senate  and  Assembly  book  of  enrolled  bills  in 
which  shall  be  accurately  minuted  the  exact  time  at  which 
each  bill  or  resolution  (indicating  it  by  its  number)  was 
presented  to  the  presiding  officer  of  each  House  for  signa- 
ture, and  to  the  Governor  for  his  approval.  Such  book 
shall  always  be  open  for  inspection,  and  shall  be  deposited 
with  the  Secretary  of  State,  to  be  preserved  by  him,  at  the 
close  of  the  session.  The  books  shall  be  substantially  in 
the  following  form:

OF  CLAIMS. 
ACCOUNTS  TO  BE  VERIFIED. 

97.  No  account  presented  shall  be  acted  upon,  unless 
verified  by  affidavit  of  the  person  in  whose  favor  the  same 
may  be. 

ALL  PAPERS  CLAIMING  MONEY  TO  BE  PRESERVED. 

98.  All  petitions,  claims,  bills,  accounts,  or  demands 
asking  for  an  appropriation  of  money,  shall  be  preserved 
by  the  committee  to  whom  the  same  may  be  referred:  and 
such  committee  shall  indorse  on  every  such  petition,  claim, 
bill,  account  or  demand,  whether  they    report    in    favor  of 
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allowing  or  disallowing  the  same;  and  if  in  favor  of  al- 
lowing a  part  thereof,  only,  then  the  sum  so  reported. 
After  such  committee  shall  have  reported  upon  the  same, 
such  petition,  claim,  bill,  account  or  demand,  and  every 
one  of  them  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the 
House  to  which  the  same  was  first  presented,  to  be  filed 
with  such  Clerk,  and  delivered,  at  the  close  of  the  session, 
to  the  Secretary  of  State. 

CHAIRMAN  OF  COMMITTEES* 

99.  In  Joint  Committees,  standing  or  select,  the  chair- 
man of  the  Senate  Committee  shall  be  chairman  of  the  Joint 
Committee. 

JOINT  CONVENTION. 

100.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a  Joint  Convention  of  the 
two  Houses,  the  proceedings  shall  be  entered  at  length 
upon  the  Journal  of  each  House.  The  Lieutenant-Governor 
or  President  of  the  Senate  shall  preside  over  such  Joint 
Convention,  and  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Assembly  shall  act 
as  Clerk  thereof,  assisted  by  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Senate; 
provided,  that  the  Lieutenant-Governor  shall  not  act  in  said 
convention  except  as  the  presiding  officer,  and  in  no  case 
shall  have  the  right  to  give  the  casting  vote.

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EXECUTIVE  COMMUNICATIONS. 

The  following  messsge  from  the  governor  was  read  by  the  chief 
clerk. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Legislature  : 

The  constitution  directs  that  the  governor  shall  communicate 
to  the  legislature  at  every  session  the  condition  of  the  state  and 
recommend  such  matters  to  them  for  their  consideration  as  he 
may  deem  expedient. 

Before  proceeding  to  perform  this  duty,  I  desire  to  congratu- 
late you  and  the  people  of  the  state  upon  the  fact  that,  notwith- 
standing the  severe  financial  and  industrial  crisis  through  which 
the  country  has  passed  since  1893,  Wisconsin  has  not  suffered 
greatly. 

Our  state  possesses  so  great  a  variety  of  resources,  and  the 
character  of  our  population  is  such,  that  no  ordinary  disturb- 
ance in  the  industrial  world  can  seriously  affect  us.  While  we 
have  felt,  therefore,  the  stringent  times,  and  while  many  people 
within  the  state  are  out  of  employment  and  many  industries 
idle,  we  are  suffering  much  l^ss  than  some  of  our  sister  states 
— a  fact  for  which  we  should  be  profoundly  grateful. 

There  will  be  submitted  to  you  the  reports  of  the  various 
state  officers  and  the  heads  of  departments,  each  of  which  con- 
tains recommendations  for  the  improvement  of  the  public 
service.  These  reports  will,  I  have  no  doubt,  receive  the  care- 
ful attention  which  they  deserve. 

The  trust  imposed  upon  your  honorable  body,  as  one  of  the 
branches  of  the  state  government,  is  a  highly  important  one. 
Each  member  of  the  legislature  is  chosen,  not  especially  to  rep- 
resent his  own  section,  but  rather  as  a  representative  of  the 
state  and  its  varied  interests.  Upon  each  member,  therefore, 
rests  the  responsibility  of  furthering  those  interests  which  af- 
fect the  welfare  of  the  entire  state. 

i 

FINANCES. 

The  financial  system  of  our  state  is  one  of  the  simplest  that 
has  been  conceived  for  meeting  the  wants  of  a  large  and  grow- 
ing commonwealth.  It  is,  though  simple,  adequate  to  meet  all 
the  claims  upon  it,  and  we  have  the  pleasing  fact  to  record  that, 
in  the  framing  of  laws  and  the  planning  for  the  state's  welfare, 
but  little  attention  is  required  to  be  given  to  financial  plans. 

I  append  herewith  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  state 
funds  on  December  31,  1896:

The  balance  remaining  unexpended  in  the  governor's  contin- 
gent fund  at  12  o'clock  on  January  4  was  $855.79. 

The  greater  portion  of  the  state's  income  for  general  expendi- 
tures is  derived  from  the  railways.  For  the  fiscal  year  ending 
December  30,  1896,  the  receipts  from  the  four  per  cent,  tax  upon 
the  gross  earnings  of  the  railways,  which  is  laid  in  lieu  of  other 
taxation,  amounted  to  $1,172,742.12.  The  total  of  expenditures 
from  the  general  fund  for  the  same  period  was  $2,111,370.51. 
The  unfavorable  financial  and  business  conditions  which  have  ex- 
isted since  1893  have  seriously  reduced  the  earnings  of  the  rail- 
way companies  operating  within  the  state,  and  in  consequence 
thereof  the  revenues  of  the  state  have  fallen  off.  With  a  return 
of  normal  conditions  the  revenue  of  the  state  from  the  railways 
will  be  restored;  and  the  completion  of  the  new  lines  and  ex- 
tensions already  begun  give  promise  of  an  increased  revenue  to 
the  state,  as  well  as  the  opening  up  of  territory  heretofore  not 
accessible  to  settlers. 
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RAILROADS. 

The  railroads  of  the  state  are  closely  identified  with  the  de- 
velopment of  our  agricultural,  commercial,  manufacturing  and 
other  interests.  Farmers,  merchants,  manufacturers,  miners 
and  all  classes  of  our  people  come  daily  into  business  relations 
with  them,  and  it  is  a  cause  for  congratulation  that  the  rela- 
tions existing  between  the  twenty  or  more  railroad  companies 
doing  business  within  our  borders  and  the  people  of  the  state 
are  so  generally  harmonious. 

EDUCATIONAL. 

The  character  of  its  common  schools  is  the  standard  by  which 
any  commonwealth  is  best  judged.  The  school  system  of  Wis- 
consin may  well  bring  pride  and  satisfaction  to  her  citizens. 
The  foundation  of  the  system  was  laid  in  the  constitution,  and 
its  present  perfection  is  due  to  many  years  of  intelligent  legis- 
lation, to  the  earnest  interest  of  the  people,  and  to  the  able 
and  patriotic  efforts  of  those  who  give  their  lives  to  the  great 
work  of  popular  education.  It  is  by  far  the  most  important  in- 
terest for  which  the  legislature  is  called  upon  to  make  provision. 
Something  of  the  claims  of  the  schools  upon  your  attention  from 
the. purely  monetary  side  of  the  question  will  be  understood 
when  it  is  stated  that  the  total  disbursements  for  the  common 
schools  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  189(3,  were  $5,318,106.16; 
that  the  total  number  of  persons  of  school  age  reported  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1896,  was  684,890;  that  the  total  number 
of  scholars  for  the  same  year  was  412,687 ;  that  the  number  of 
teachers  employed  in  the  state  during  the  same  time  was  12,334, 
and  that  there  are  192  free  high  schools  in  the  state,  which  em- 
ploy 672  principals  and  assistant  teachers,  at  an  annual  com- 
pensation of  $314,209  97. 

No  educational  factor  has  been  more  potent  in  making  the 
school  life  attractive  to  the  children  and  enlarging  the  scope  of 
their  intellectual  training  than  the  excellent  books  to  which 
access  is  furnished  through  the  medium  of  the  township  library. 
The  state  superintendent  is  invested  with  the  administration  of 
the  township  library  law,  and  his  recommendations  for  further 
legislation  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  library  and  to  ac- 
complish the  observance  of  the  law  in  every  town  in  the  state 
are  entitled  to  careful  consideration. 

I  recommend  that  the  legislature  take  the  preliminary  steps 
toward  amending  the  constitution  so  that  provision  may  be 
made  by  statute  for  paying  the  state  superintendent  of  public 
instruction  a  salary  commensurate  with  the  dignity  and  impor- 
tance of  his  office.  An  amendment  of  this  character  was  voted 
upon  at  the  last  general  election  and  defeated.  The  merit  of 
the  proposition  is  so  obvious  and  the  present  situation  so 
unsatisfactory  as  to  warrant  the  belief  that  the  defeat  of  the 
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amendment  was  due  to  the  absorption  of  popular  thought  by 
the  momentous  issues  of  the  campaign.  Under  the  constitution 
the  superintendent  is  receiving  the  meager  salary  of  $1,200.  I 
cannot  believe  the  people  of  this  state  desire  a  continuance  of 
the  present  situation. 

In  his  report,  which  will  be  laid  before  you,  the  state  super- 
intendent of  public  instruction  has  made  a  number  of  impor- 
tant recommendations  and  suggestions  with  a  view  to  promot- 
ing the  efficiency  of  the  schools.  These  recommendations 
should  be  carefully  considered. 

THE  STATE  UNIVERSITY. 

It  is  a  cause  for  congratulation  that  our  state  university 
stands  to-day  in  the  front  rank  of  the  higher  educational  insti- 
tutions of  the  country,  and  that  each  year  it  has  been  enabled, 
through  the  liberal  provision  made  by  the  legislature,  to  keep 
pace  in  its  progress  with  the  rapid  development  and  improve- 
ment in  higher  educational  methods.  Each  succeeding  year 
shows  a  larger  attendance  in  the  various  departments,  and  the 
percentage  of  attendance  from  our  own  state  shows  a  very 
marked  increase  during  the  past  few  years.  This  latter  fact  is 
particularly  gratifying  as  indicating  that  the  advantages  offered 
are  coming  to  be  better  appreciated  by  those  who  are  the  chief 
contributors  to  the  support  of  the  institution. 

The  needs  of  the  university  I  am  sure  will  receive  the  con- 
sideration which  they  merit 

The  agricultural  college  of  the  university  in  its  development 
has  kept  up  with  the  progress  of  the  other  departments,  and 
the  effect  of  its  work  is  plainly  to  be  seen  in  improved  methods, 
greater  diversification  of  crops,  and  relatively  larger  profits  in 
the  agricultural  pursuits  in  our  state.  The  importance  and 
value  of  the  work  being  done  in  this  department  is  more  di- 
rectly noticeable,  perhaps,  than  the  work  of  any  of  the  other 
departments.  The  special  needs  of  the  agricultural  college 
should  be  carefully  considered. 

THE  NORMAL  SCHOOLS. 

The  completion  of  the  building  and  the  opening  of  the  new 
normal  school  at  Superior  gives  the  state  seven  normal  schools 
of  high  character  and  excellent  equipment.  The  prosperity  of 
these  schools:  judged  by  the  attendance,  must  be  very  gratify- 
ing to  every  person  interested  in  educational  matters.  No  state 
in  the  Union  offers  better  advantages  to  those  who  desire  to 
equip  themselves  for  the  honorable  profession  of  teaching  than 
does  our  own  state,  and  this  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  in  each 
one  of  our  normal  schools  there  are  many  students  from  other 
states.  The  needs  of  these  schools  in  the  way  of  appropriations 
are  well  known,  and  I  am  sure  the  high  standard  and  efficiency 
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of  the  schools  will  not  be  lessened  by  a  failure  to  make  the 
proper  provision  for  their  support. 

THE   HISTORICAL  LIBRARY. 

The  legislature  of  1895  made  an  appropriation  for  the  erec- 
tion of  an  historical  library  building,  in  which  to  preserve  the 
valuable  collections  of  the  state  historical  society.  This  appro- 
priation was  made  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  collections  of 
the  historical  society,  many  of  which  are  rare  and  could  not  be 
replaced  if  destroyed,  were  in  their  present  location  in  the 
capitol  building  thought  to  be  liable  at  any  time  to  be  destroyed 
by  fire,  and  because  it  was  feared  that  the  enormous  weight  of 
the  society's  library  and  collections  upon  the  upper  floors  of 
the  south  wing  might  endanger  the  walls  of  the  building.  An 
additional  appropriation  is  necessary  to  complete  this  structure. 
To  leave  it  as  it  is  would  entail  a  loss  upon  the  state.  I  rec- 
ommend, therefore,  that  an  appropriation  sufficient  to  complete 
the  historical  library  building  be  made. 

CHARITABLE  AND  PENAL  INSTITUTIONS. 

The  report  of  the  legislative  visiting  committee,  which  will 
be  laid  before  you,  calls  attention  to  the  urgent  need  for  more 
prison  room  in  the  state.  In  this  connection  I  desire  to  call  to 
your  attention  the  necessity,  for  the  establishment  of  some  sort 
of  an  intermediate  prison,  to  which  first  offenders  may  be  sent. 
In  spite  of  the  greatest  care  which  can  be  given  by  the  prison  au- 
thorities, it  is  impossible,  in  a  state  prison  like  ours,  where  no 
distinction  is  made  between  inmates  who  are  first  offenders  and 
those  who  are  known  to  be  hardened  criminals,  to  reach  re- 
formatory results,  which  should  be  one  of  the  chief  objects  of 
imprisonment.  The  crowded  condition  of  the  prison  at  Waupun 
makes  clear  the  necessity  for  either  building  an  addition  to  the 
present  prison,  or  the  erection  of  a  new  prison.  The  situation, 
therefore,  forces  a  consideration  and  determination  of  this 
question  of  an  intermediate  prison  for  first  offenders  and  young 
convicts  who  are  not  yet  beyond  the  age  when  they  can  be  re- 
formed. Some  division  and  classification  of  criminals  is 
urgently  needed  from  a  humanitarian  point  of  view.  Our 
state  can  ill  afford  to  allow  its  penal  institutions  to  become 
schools  of  crime  rather  than  places  of  reformation.  In  its  re- 
port but  recently  published,  the  state  board  of  control  says  upon 
this  subject: 

"  The  board  renews  the  recommendations  of  previous  reports 
for  a  reformatory  for  first  offenders.  In  spite  of  the  reforms 
which  have  been  wrought  in  prison  discipline,  the  criminal  who 
has  been  apprehended  by  the  officers  of  justice  for  the  first  time  is 
thrown  into  contact  more  or  less  closely  with  offenders  to  whom 
the  practice  of  crime  has  become  a  life  profession.    His  term  of 
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imprisonment  is  usually  a  short  one,  but  it  is  long  enough  to 
permit  of  a  schooling  in  which  he  shall  learn  new  methods  of 
depredation  and  new  artifices  of  concealment.  Society  seems 
to  be  educating  him  at  its  own  expense  to  acquire  a  skill 
whereby  he  can  more  effectually  prey  upon  the  honest. 
Economic  considerations — from  the  narrowest  monetary  aspect 
of  the  question  to  the  most  advanced  penological  conclusion — 
call  for  a  separation  of  first  offenders  from  habitual  criminals, 
and  this  can  be  accomplished  only  when  an  institution  is  pro- 
vided for  the  less  burdened  class.  " 

HOME   FOR  THE  FEEBLE-MINDED. 

The  new  home  for  the  feeble-minded  at  Chippewa  Falls,  for 
the  erection  of  which  the  last  legislature  provided,  is  about  com- 
pleted. No  provision  has  been  made  for  the  furnishing  of  the 
buildings,  and  in  order  that  this  new  charity  shall  be  made 
available  at  once,  I  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  made 
for  this  purpose. 

PRISON  LABOR. 

The  competition  in  the  sale  of  products  manufactured  by  con- 
vict labor  in  the  state  prison  with  the  same  products  manufac- 
tured throughout  the  state  gives  rise  in  some  quarters  to  an  in- 
creasing complaint.  This  is  not  peculiar  to  Wisconsin,  but  the 
subject  is  receiving  a  great  deal  of  attention  throughout  the 
country.  It  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  point  out  the  injustice 
growing  out  of  compelling  honest  labor  to  compete  with  the 
forced  labor  of  convicts.  But  the  subject  is  a  complicated  one, 
involving  various  considerations  of  great  importance,  and  de- 
serves the  utmost  investigation  and  thought. 

Among  the  things  to  be  considered  as  involved  in  the  ques- 
tion of  prison  labor  are  the  necessity  for  so  directing  the  em- 
ployment of  convicts  confined  in  the  various  penal  institutions 
as  that  each  convict,  when  his  term  of  sentence  expires,  may 
have  learned  some  trade,  or  otherwise  have  fitted  himself  for 
earning  an  honorable  living;  the  necessity  dictated  by  humane 
impulses  for  giving  employment  to  convicts  rather  than  allow- 
ing them  to  be  idle;  and  the  importance  to  the  taxpayer  of 
making  criminals  self-supporting  rather  than  a  perpetual  bur- 
den upon  the  state.  The  first  of  these  is  the  most  important. 
An  attempt  has  been  made  in  New  York  to  solve  this  difficult 
problem  by  a  constitutional  provision,  and  the  laws  of  that 
state  may  well  be  considered  by  your  honorable  body  when  the 
subject  comes  before  you. 

While  considering  the  effect  of  convict-labor  competition  in 
our  own  state  prison  with  products  manufactured  in  the  state, 
it  may  not  be  unwise  to  consider  whether  legislation  should 
not  be  enacted  to  protect  the  manufacturers  and  labor  of  the 
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state  against  competition  with  similar  products  made  by  the 
convicts  of  other  states. 

The  legislature  of  New  York  in  1894  passed  an  act  upon  the 
subject  which  required  "all  goods,  wares  and  merchandise  made 
by  convict  labor  in  any  penitentiary,  prison,  reformatory  or 
other  establishment  in  which  convict  labor  is  employed,  in  any 
state  except  the  state  of  New  York,  shall,  before  being  exposed 
for  sale,  be  branded,  labeled  or  marked  as  hereinafter  provided, 
and  shall  not  be  exposed  for  sale  in  any  place  within  this  state 
without  such  brand,  label  or  mark. "  The  remaining  sections  of 
the  act  deal  with  details,  and  prescribe  a  severe  penalty  for 
violation  of  its  provisions. 

As  the  act  deals  with  interstate  commerce,  it  goes  as  far, 
probably,  as  the  legislature  can  lawfully  go  in  the  exercise  of 
the  police  power  of  the  state. 

I  recommend  the  investigation  by  your  body,  either  through 
one  of  your  committees  or  through  the  board  of  control,  of  the 
results  of  the  system  adopted  in  New  York  and  other  states. 
Such  an  investigation  may  very  well  be  fruitful  of  good  results. 
I  commend  the  whole  matter  to  your  best  thought  and  atten- 
tion. 

THE   SUBJECT  OF  PARDONS. 

The  applications  for  pardons  and  commutations  have  so  mul- 
tiplied as  to  render  it  difficult  for  the  executive,  with  the  other 
duties  devolving  upon  him,  to  give  to  each  case  the  investigation 
and  consideration  which  the  exercise  of  so  delicate  and  great  a 
power  demands.  With  the  lapse  of  years  and  increase  of  popu- 
lation, it  is  not  likely  that  these  applications  will  diminish 
either  in  number  or  importance. 

The  "power  to  grant  reprieves,  commutations  and  pardons 
after  conviction,  for  all  offenses  except  treason  and  cases  of  im- 
peachment,"  is  lodged  by  the  constitution  solely  in  the  execu- 
tive. Of  course,  this  power  cannot  be  lawfully  delegated  to 
any  other  person  or  tribunal  without  amendment  of  the  consti- 
tution. 

I  am  constrained,  therefore,  to  urge  upon  your  consideration 
the  wisdom  of  so  amending  the  constitution  as  to  create  a  board 
of  pardons,  in  which,  in  conjunction  with  the  executive,  or 
otherwise,  this  power  shall  be  lodged. 

THE   QUESTION  OF  APPORTIONMENT. 

It  has  seemed  to  me  to  be  my  duty  to  suggest  for  your  earnest 
consideration  whether  the  conslitution  should  not  be  amended 
so  as  to  more  clearly  define  the  rules  which  shall  govern  the 
legislature  in  apportioning  and  redistricting  the  state  into  sen- 
ate and  assembly  districts.  I  have  no  reason  whatever  to  doubt 
that  the  present  law  is  a  constitutional  one,  but  the  manner  in 
which  this  important  duty  has  been  performed  by  the  legislature 
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has  given  rise,  during  the  last  few  years,  to  litigation,  to 
threats  of  litigation,  and  to  charges  and  counter-charges,  for 
which  there  should  be  no  possible  justification. 

The  supreme  court,  in  decisions  overturning  two  legislative 
apportionments  as  unconstitutional,  has  laid  down  the  general 
rules  governing  the  performance  of  such  duty;  but  under  the 
constitution,  even  as  so  construed,  much  is  of  necessity  left  to 
legislative  discretion. 

There  is  no  power  conferred  by  the  constitution  upon  any  one 
of  the  branches  of  the  government  of  greater  or  more  far  reach- 
ing importance  than  the  legislative  power  of  apportioning  and 
redistricting  the  state.  However  carefully  such  a  measure  may 
be  prepared,  it  is,  so  far  as  experience  has  shown,  too  much 
to  expect  that  a  majority  or  more  of  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
three  persons,  whatever  political  party  they  may  belong  to,  will 
be  able  to  consider  it  and  enact  it  uninfluenced  by  partisan 
bias,  local  interest  or  selfish  purpose. 

The  new  constitution  of  New  York,  carefully  considered  and 
adopted  by  a  convention  composed  of  many  men  of  great  experi- 
ence and  ability,  contains  some  instructive  provisions  upon  the 
subject,  and  the  system  adopted  in  Ohio  may  be  consulted  with 
advantage.  It  certainly  is  possible  to  so  amend  the  constitution 
as  to  minimize  the  difficulties  which  now  beset  the  work  of  appor- 
tionment. This  is  important,  both  to  conserve  a  great  popular 
right  and  to  prevent  a  growing  popular  distrust  in  the  consti- 
tutionality and  integrity  of  legislative  action  upon  the  subject, 
caused  by  these  constantly  recurring  controversies. 

Certainly  no  political  party  should  be  permitted  to  take  to 
itself  any  advantage  or  power  at  the  expense  of  the  great  princi- 
ple of  proportionate  representation  in  the  legislature,  which  un- 
derlies our  system  of  government. 


A  LAW  COMMISSION. 

I  know  something  of  the  large  amount  of  work  which  de- 
volves upon  this  body  and  the  manner  in  which,  especially 
toward  the  close  of  the  session,  its  various  committees  are  bur- 
dened. It  is  this  condition  of  affairs  which  makes  possible  the 
criticism  frequently  made,  that  under  the  severe  pressure  of 
work  laws  are  enacted  which  may  not  only  be  out  of  harmony, 
but  many  times  in  actual  conflict,  with  statutes  already  in  exis- 
ence,  and  of  a  character  to  increase  litigation  at  public  and  pri- 
vate expense,  and  to  foster  a  sense  of  instability  in  the  law.  I 
suggest,  therefore,  that  you  consider  the  question  of  appointing 
a  commission  of  trained  men  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  when  meas- 
ures have  passed  to  that  stage  before  your  body  where  their 
final  enactment  is  virtually  assured,  to  pass  upon  the  validity 
of  the  measures  and  make  recommendations,  when  necessary, 
to  bring  measures  into  harmony  with  existing  statutes. 
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PUBLIC  LANDS. 

I  am  advised  by  the  commissioners  of  public  lands  that  the 
work  of  completing  the  swamp-land  record  and  the  other  work 
in  connection  with  the  public  lands  has  so  far  progressed  that 
the  force  of  this  office  can  be  largely  decreased. 

In  my  opinion  a  wise  economy  would  seem  to  dictate  that  the 
uncompleted  work  of  the  land  office  might  properly  be  committed 
to  one  of  the  other  departments  of  the  state  government,  super- 
vision, of  course,  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  three  commis- 
sioners provided  for  by  the  constitution  of  the  state,  and  if  no 
legal  obstruction  interposes,  I  recommend  that  the  legislature 
take  action  looking  to  this  end. 

THE  STATE  SERVICE. 

In  this  connection  I  recommend  that  an  effort  be  made  to 
regulate  and  bring  under  some  system  the  state  service  in  the 
different  departments  in  the  capitol  building.  It  is  the  gen- 
eral impression  that  this  service  can  be  improved,  and  a  large 
saving  effected  by  some  kind  of  classification  of  the  employes 
of  the  various  departments.  No  state  officer,  or  head  of  any 
department,  should  have  unlimited  authority  to  employ  clerks 
and  other  subordinates.  A  classification  of  the  employes,  fix- 
ing the  salaries  and  limiting  the  number  to  the  actual  need  of 
each  department,  would,  I  have  no  doubt,  increase  the  efficiency 
of  the  service,  and  result  in  a  material  saving  to  the  tax- 
payers. 

There  will  undoubtedly  come  before  this  session  of  your  honor- 
able body  measures  looking  to  the  extension  of  the  civil  service 
system  in  different  cities  in  the  state.  There  is  throughout  the 
country,  and  especially  noticeable  in  our  own  state,  a  desire  for 
an  improvement  of  the  present  system.  Any  measure  looking 
to  that  end,  while  its  scope  cannot  be  clearly  defined  in  this 
communication,  should  not  be  extended  beyond  a  point  where 
it  will  receive  the  hearty  support  of  the  public.  I  have  no 
doubt  that  you  in  your  wisdom  will  be  able  to  mark  the  proper 
limits  of  such  measures. 

REVISED  STATUTES. 

By  a  law  passed  in  1895,  Messrs.  A.  L.  Sanborn  and  J.  R. 
Berryman  were  appointed  a  committee  to  prepare  and  report  to 
this  legislature  bills  for  the  correction  of  such  errors,  and  to 
harmonize  such  discrepancies,  in  the  statutes  as  might  be 
deemed  advisable,  together  with  such  additional  sections  as 
were  proper  to  carry  out  the  general  design  and  spirit  of  the 
statutes.  These  gentlemen  have  completed  their  work  and 
have  prepared  a  bill  which  will  be  submitted  to  you.    The  re- 
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vision,  correction  and  simplification  of  the  statutes  is  a  highly 
important  work,  and  this  bill  will  no  doubt  receive  the  careful 
attention  which  it  deserves. 


PUBLIC  HIGHWAYS. 

There  is  a  very  general  interest  in  the  subject  of  road  im- 
provement throughout  Wisconsin,  and  it  is  not  unlikely  that 
measures  looking  toward  the  improvement  of  country  roads 
may  come  before  you.  This  is  a  subject  in  which  the  agricul- 
tural element  of  our  population  is  especially  interested,  and 
should  measures  be  presented  to  you  they  will,  I  have  no  doubt, 
receive  the  careful  attention  they  deserve. 

STATE   BOARD  Of  ARBITRATION. 

The  legislature  of  1895  passed  a  law  creating  a  state  board 
of  arbitration  and  conciliation,  whose  duty  was  defined  to  be 
the  reconciliation  of  differences  between  employers  and  employees 
and  the  prevention  of  strikes  and  other  labor  troubles. 

Tho  report  of  this  board  will  be  laid  before  you,  and  from  it 
you  will  learn  that  the  board  has  accomplished  a  great  deal 
during  its  short  existence.  The  experience  of  two  years  has 
shown  that  the  law  should  be  amended  in  some  particulars  so  as 
to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  board.  This  report  will  be 
printed,  and  as  it  contains  much  that  would  be  of  service  to 
both  employer  and  employe,  provision  may  well  be  made  for 
some  adequate  distribution  of  it.  It  is  a  subject  of  the  highest 
importance,  and  deserves,  as  I  know  it  will  receive,  your  earn- 
est consideration. 

INSURANCE  CODE. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  legislature  a  law  was  passed  cre- 
ating a  commission  to  prepare  an  insurance  code  for  the  state. 
The  commission  appointed  consists  of  the  Hon.  W.  A.  Fricke, 
irsurance  commissioner  of  the  state,  the  Hon.  Emil  Baensch, 
lieutenant  governor,  and  the  Hon.  M.  C.  Phi  lips,  of  Oshkosh. 
This  commission  has  completed  its  work  and  the  result  will  be 
laid  before  you. 

Among  the  important  things  recommended  in  the  new  code 
is  that  the  duties  of  the  commissioner  of  insurance  be  clearly 
defined,  and  that  every  fee  and  perquisite  heretofore  received  by 
that  official  be  eliminated,  so  that  the  only  compensation  will 
be  the  salary. 

The  subject  of  fire  and  life  insurance  is  of  great  and  increasing 
importance  to  the  people,  and  I  commend  the  commission's  re- 
port to  your  best  consideration  and  attention. 
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THE   DAIRY  INDUSTRY. 

The  stringent,  law  prohibiting  the  manufacture  of  spurious 
dairy  products  in  our  state  has  had  a  salutary  effect.  In  his 
report,  which  will  be  laid  before  you,  the  state  dairy  and  food 
commissioner  suggests  some  changes  to  make  the  law  more  ef- 
fective. The  law  has  proven  to  be  so  beneficent  in  its  work- 
ings that  I  have  no  doubt  you  will  view  favorably  any  effort  to 
increase  its  good  results. 

THE   NATIONAL  GUARD. 

The  national  guard  of  Wisconsin  has  reached  a  plane  of  effici- 
ency never  before  equaled  in  its  history.  It  is  to-day  prob- 
ably the  best  equipped  and  trained  body  of  state  militia  to  be 
found  in  the  country.  This  high  standard,  which  has  been 
reached  only  by  the  most  careful  attention  and  wise  manage- 
ment, should  be  maintained,  and  the  necessary  provision  for  its 
maintenance  should  be  made  by  your  honorable  body.  In  his 
annual  report,  which  will  be  submitted  to  you,  the  adjutant- 
general  makes  some  important  recommendations  which  should 
receive  your  thoughtful  attention. 

soldiers'  monuments. 

The  commission  appointed  by  the  legislature  of  1895  to  select 
sites  and  erect  monuments  to  Wisconsin  troops  who  took  part 
in  the  battle  of  Chickamauga  has  completed  its  work,  and  its 
report  has  been  filed.  It  is  but  just  to  say  of  this  commission 
that  it  has  succeeded  in  erecting  what  are  conceded  to  be  the 
most  attractive  monuments  on  the  field  of  Chickamauga;  and 
yet  it  has  been  able  to  keep  far  within  the  amount  appropri- 
ated for  the  purpose.  There  still  remains  of  the  appropriation 
the  sum  of  $4,792.51.  By  the  provisions  of  the  law  the  commis- 
sion is  net  authorized  to  expend  this  money  for  any  purpose 
but  that  specified.  The  commission  recommends  that  it  be  au- 
thorized to  expend  the  balance  of  the  fund  in  the  erection  of 
a  monument  to  the  Wisconsin  regiments  which  participated  in 
the  battle  of  Mission  Eidge.  The  suggestion  needs  no  argu- 
ment to  sustain  it.  I  cordially  approve  the  recommendation 
that  the  unexpended  balance  of  the  appropriation  be  used  in 
the  erection  of  the  additional  monument. 

BANKS   AND  BANKING. 

The  existing  banking  code  of  Wisconsin  is  utterly  inadequate 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  banking  business  of  the  present 
day.  It  does  not  sufficiently  protect  the  people,  nor  does  it  throw 
around  the  business  itself  those  safeguards  which  are  calcu- 
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lated  to  secure  the  best  results,  and  is  quite  out  of  harmony 
with  the  most  approved  methods  of  modern  banking. 

There  should  be  a  careful  and  immediate  revision  of  our  bank- 
ing law,  by  the  aid  of  a  commission  or  otherwise.  The  legisla- 
ture of  Michigan  has  a  banking  code  which  may  be  worthy  of 
your  consideration.  It  is  modeled  upon  the  admirable  national 
banking  system.  Such  a  measure  must,  under  the  constitution, 
be  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  people.  I  recommend  that  action 
be  taken  upon  it  at  this  session  if  it  be  found  practicable. 

I  think  in  the  existing  situation  that  the  duty  and  responsi- 
bility of  examining  into  the  condition  of  the  state  banks  should 
be  placed  upon  the  state  treasurer,  who  was  by  a  vote  of  the 
people  substituted  for  the  bank  comptroller  when  that  office 
was  abolished.  It  is  the  clear  intent  of  the  banking  law  that 
thereafter  the  state  treasurer  should  stand  in  the  relation  to 
the  state  banks  which  had  been  occupied  by  the  bank  comptrol- 
ler. It  is  a  matter  of  grave  doubt  whether  it  is  in  harmony 
with  the  law  adopted  by  the  people,  that  the  work  of  supervis- 
ion of  the  banks,  so  elaborately  provided  for  by  chapter  291  of 
the  laws  of  1895,  should  be  intrusted  to  an  officer  appointed 
by  the  state  treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  governor, 
and  who  is  to  report  entirely  to  the  governor.  The  law  seems 
to  be  drawn  upon  the  theory  that  it  is  the  state  treasurer's 
business  under  the  banking  code  so  far  that  it  would  not  be  law- 
ful to  authorize  the  appointment  of  a  bank  examiner  without 
his  intervention.  The  theory  seems  to  be  all  right,  but  the  law 
should  otherwise  conform  to  it.  I  recommend  that  the  duties 
of  bank  examiner  be  delegated  to  the  state  treasurer,  and  that 
he  be  empowered  to  appoint  a  competent  deputy  for  the  pur- 
pose who  shall  report  directly  to  him.  This  would  involve 
vastly  less  expense  than  the  present  method. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  earnestly  urge  upon  you  the  neces- 
sity for  wisdom  and  economy  in  the  expenditure  of  the  public 
funds.  The  history  of  every  state  shows  that  in  proportion  as 
a  wise  economy  is  practiced  in  the  expenditure  of  the  public 
money  is  the  administration  of  public  affairs  clean  and  efficient. 
Yet  it  should  not  be  forgotten  that  economy  does  not  imply 
inadequate  provision  for  the  actual  needs  of  public  institutions. 

It  is  apparently  the  popular  judgment  that  legislative  sessions 
have  been  unnecessarily  prolonged.  The  times  are  hard  and  the 
people  are  in  no  humor  for  extravagant  or  unnecessary  expen- 
ditures, and  I  pledge  myself  to  cooperate  in  every  possible  way 
with  what  I  know  will  be  your  wish,  that  the  work  before  us  be 
carried  forward  with  due  dispatch  and  economy.

REPORT  OF  COMMISSIONER  J.  Q.  EMERY, 

Appointed  to  revise  the  school  code  of  the  state   of  Wisconsin 

under  the  provisions  of  chapter  253  of  the  laws  of  1895. 
To  the  Honorable,  the  Legislature  of  Wisconsin: 

As  commissioner  to  revise  the  school  code  of  the  state  of 
Wisconsin,  as  provided  in  chapter  253  of  the  laws  of  1895,  I 
herewith  submit  the  following  report: 

As  authorized  by  that  law,  and  for  the  purposes  specified 
therein,  I  have  visited  the  following  states:  Indiana,  Ohio, 
Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey,  Rhode  Island,  New  York  and  Mas- 
sachusetts.

I  have  also  investigated  the  workings  of  the  township  system 
of  school  government  in  our  own  state,  in  operation  in  forty- 
six  towns  of  eighteen  different  counties  of  Wisconsin. 

I  submit  the  following  conclusions  as  the  result  of  this  inves- 
tigation. 

The  district  school  system  of  Wisconsin  rests  upon  section 
3,  article  10  of  the  constitution,  as  follows:  "The  legislature 
shall  provide  by  law  for  the  establishment  of  district  schools 
which  shall  be  as  nearly  uniform  as  practicable,  and  such 
schools  shall  be  free  and  without  charge  for  tuition  to  all 
children  between  the  ages  of  four  and  twenty  years;  and  no  sec- 
tarian instruction  shall  be  allowed  therein."  Obedient  to  this 
constitutional  mandate,  the  legislature  has  by  law  established  a 
system  of  district  schools.  The  power  to  form  and  alter  school 
districts  is  given  to  the  town  board  of  supervisors  of  each  town. 
There  are  certain  limitations  established.  Among;  them,  that 
every  school  district  shall  be  of  contiguous  territory,  and  shall 
not  embrace  more  than  thirty-six  square  miles  of  land. 

Joint  school  districts  of  two  or  more  adjoining  towns  may  be 
formed  or  altered  by  the  joint  action  of  the  town  boards  of  the 
towns  affected. 

The  notion  that  a  town  board  can  take  action  upon  the  forma- 
tion and  alteration  of  school  districts  only  upon  petition,  is  er- 
roneous. Town  boards  may  act  in  the  formation  and  alteration 
of  the  boundaries  o(  school  districts  on  their  own  motion  and 
without  waiting  for  a  petition.  They  are  made  the  legal  guard- 
ians of  school  district  boundaries.  The  law  clothes  them 
with  authority  to  assume  responsibility  in  these  matters,  and 
take  such  action  as  their  own  judgments  dictate  to  be  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  district  schools  in  their  charge,  and  as  the 
enlightened  public  sentiment  of  their  towns  approves. 

There  seems  also  to  be  a  notion  prevalent,  that  the  law  as  it 
exists  on  our  statute  books  somehow  compels  the  cutting  up  of 
each  township  of  thirty-six  square  miles  into  more  than  one 
school  district;  but  such  is  not  the  fact.  This  requirement  has, 
in  the  past,  been  made  in  some  of  the  eastern  and  other  states, 
but  not  in  Wisconsin.  If  the  town  board  of  any  town  not  ex- 
ceeding thirty-six  square  miles  of  land  should  deem  it  to  be  for 
the  best  interests  of  the  schools  of  the  town  to  constitute  that 
territory  one  school  district,  to  be  under  the  control  of  one  dis- 
trict board,  power  for  such  action  exists  in  law.  The  district 
board  consisting  of  a  director,  a  treasurer  and  a  clerk,  would  be 
chosen  by  the  electors  of  the  school  district  in  annual  school  meet- 
ing, and  that  school  district,  comprising  in  area  a  congressional 
township,  would  possess  all  the  powers  when  assembled  in  an- 
nual school  meeting,  that  any  other  school  district  possesses, 
and  the  taxes  would  be  equalized  over  this  large  area.  The  district 
could  have  such  number  of  schoolhouses,  few  or  many,  as  it 
might  deem  necessary. 

Or,  the  town  board  has  the  power  to  form  only  two  school 
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districts  in  a  town;  or  it  may  f©rm  three,  or  four,  or  five  or 
more  districts,  as  conditions,  public  sentiment,  or  school  inter- 
ests may  make  wise  and  expedient.  If  the  town  boards  of  all  the 
towns  in  Wisconsin  not  exceeding  thirty- six  square  miles  of 
land,  should  decide  it  to  be  for  the  educational  interests  of  their 
respective  towns  to  combine  all  the  separate  school  districts  of 
their  respective  towns  into  one,  there  is  ample  legal  authority 
for  such  action.  Thus  it  appears  that  this  statute  provides  for 
a  system  of  district  schools  in  which  the  district  may  comprise 
a  whole  congressional  township,  or  such  smaller  area  as  the 
town  board  in  its  discretion  may  determine,  in  view  of  local 
conditions  and  needs.  Several  school  districts  in  Wisconsin 
thus  comprise  an  entire  congressional  township.  So  far  as  the 
law  itself  is  concerned,  it  is  difficult  to  see  why  it  is  not  as 
much  entitled  to  be  called  a  "township  district  system"  as  it  is 
what  some  have  chosen  to  call  it,  an  "independent  district  sys- 
tem. " 

Another  statute  makes  provison  for  what  it  designates 
"township  school  government."  Section  552,  school  code,  pro- 
vides that  whenever  any  town  in  no  way  limited  as  to  area, 
shall  have  voted  for  the  township  system  of  school  government, 
it  is  by  that  act  constituted  one  school  district,  and  the  several 
districts  and  parts  of  joint  districts  then  established  become 
subdistricts.  Under  this  law,  the  clerks  of  the  several  subdis- 
tricts of  any  such  town  and  the  clerks  of  the  joint  subdistricts, 
the  schoolhouses  of  which  are  situated  in  said  town,  constitute 
the  town  board  of  school  directors.  The  town  board  of  school 
directors  has  authority  to  choose  a  president  and  a  vice-presi- 
dent from  its  own  number,  and  also  a  secretary.  These  consti- 
tute an  executive  committee,  and  subject  to  review  by  the 
board,  may  transact  the  business  that  the  board  is  authorized 
to  transact. 

The  secretary  has  immediate  charge  and  supervision  of  all  the 
schools  in  the  town  with  authority  under  the  direction  of  the 
board  to  organize  and  grade  them  and  assist  the  teachers  in 
classifying  and  arranging  them.  He  is  allowed  a  compensation 
for  services  of  not  less  than  two  dollars  and  not  more  than  three 
dollars  a  day.  The  money  for  the  support  of  the  schools  is 
appropriated  by  the  voters  at  the  annual  town  meeting  or 
election. 

I  have  thus  briefly  sketched  the  salient  features  of  the  school 
district  system  of  Wisconsin.  It  is  a  human  institution,  and 
like  all  other  human  institutions  has  defects,  but  it  is  equally 
true  that  it  possesses  very  many  meritorious  characteristics. 

Educational  literature  and  official  reports  of  school  officers 
abound  in  caustic  criticisms  of  the  so-called  district  system, 
and  urge  the  so-called  township  system  as  a  remedy  for  these 
defects.  It  is,  however,  to  be  noted  that  while  some  have  ad- 
vocated the  abolition  of  the  district  systems,  and  the  substitu- 
tion of  the  township  L^\%rr,  the  great  mass  of  the  people  di- 
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rectly  involved,  and  legislatures,  have  been  slow  to  adopt  the 
radical  changes  proposed.  The  district  system  is  the  one  main- 
tained by  a  majority  of  the  states.  The  township  system  of 
school  government  does  not  stand  for  some  one  well  defined, 
specific  system,  but  represents  very  different  things  in  differ- 
ent states.  There  seems  to  be,  however,  three  great  represen- 
tative types  of  this  system: 

1.  The  Indiana  Type.  In  Indiana,  the  township  system 
means  that  the  township  constitutes  the  school  district.  Un- 
der certain  limitations  by  general  state  law,  the  administration 
of  the  school  affairs  of  the  town  is  vested  in  one  person  styled 
the  "  school  trustee. "  This  school  trustee  is  elected  by  the 
people  of  each  township  for  four  years.  He  is  charged  with  the 
purchase,  ownership  in  trust,  and  management  of  school  prop- 
erty, levies  school  taxes,  employs  teachers,  causes  township 
institutes  to  be  held,  makes  reports  to  county  superintendent 
and  commissioners.  The  school  trustee  of  the  towns  of  a  county 
constitute  a  county  board  of  education.  This  board  seems  to 
possess  only  advisory  powers.  In  addition  to  this  town  school 
trustee,  there  is  one  school  director,  elected  by  the  patrons  in 
each  school  district  for  one  year,  who  presides  at  school  meet- 
ings, is  the  medium  of  communication  between  the  people  and 
trustee,  and  under  the  direction  of  the  school  trustee  has  the 
care  of  the  schoolhouse,  makes  small  repairs  and  provides  fuel. 
For  the  educational  affairs  of  his  town,  the  school  trustee  in 
Indiana  seems  to  be  little  less  than  an  autocrat. 

2.  The  Ohio  Type.  In  Ohio  the  township  system  is  differ- 
ent. There,  school  districts  are  classified  as  city  districts  of 
the  first  class,  city  districts  of  the  second  class,  and  village 
districts,  township  and  special  districts,  and  joint  districts. 

The  board  of  education  for  each  township  district  divided  in- 
to subdistricts,  consists  of  the  town  clerk  and  one  director 
elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of  each  district.  Ohio  has  no 
county  superintendents,  but  has  a  township  system  of  school 
supervision. 

3.  The  Pennsylvania  Type.  In  Pennsylvania,  every  town- 
ship, borough  and  city  is  legally  constituted  a  school  district. 
Provision  is,  however,  made  for  independent  districts.  The 
number  of  school  directors  varies  somewhat  in  the  different 
classes  of  districts.  Six  seem  to  be  typical  number  in  township 
districts.  They  are  elected  by  the  whole  body  of  legal  voters  of 
the  district.  This  board  has  the  general  management  of  the 
schools,  and  is  clothed  with  power  to  levy  the  necessary  local 
taxes  for  their  maintenance. 

It  is  to  be  noticed  that  the  particular  in  which  these  types  of 
the  township  system  are  alike  is  that  local  taxes  for  school 
purposes  are  levied  upon  the  township  as  a  unit. 

I  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Wisconsin  "township 
district  system"  is  of  the  Ohio  type,  that  is,  subdistrict  bound- 
aries are  maintained  and  the  town  board  of  school  directors  is 
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composed  of  the  subdistrict  clerks  chosen  by  the  respective  sub- 
districts  of  the  town. 

It  is  also  to  be  observed  that  if  our  town  boards  of  supervi- 
sors should  each  use  its  legal  authority  to  organize  all  the  ter- 
ritory of  a  congressional  township  into  one  school  district,  as 
has  been  done  in  some  cases  in  Wisconsin,  the  result  would  be 
practically  a  township  district  system  of  the  Pennsylvania  type, 
except  that  the  taxes  for  the  support  of  schools  would  be  levied 
by  a  vote  of  the  electors  and  not  by  the  school  board,  as  in 
Pennsylvania.  There  is  nothing  in  the  existing  law  to  hinder 
the  voters  of  any  town  giving  expression  to  their  desire  to  have 
all  the  school  districts  therein  consolidated  into  one  school  dis- 
trict, and  electing  supervisors  who  would  carrv  out  such  a 
policy. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  Indiana  school  officials  be- 
lieve they  have  the  most  nearly  perfect  school  system  in  the 
United  States,  I  can  not  believe  that  any  considerable  number 
of  people  in  Wisconsin  would  recommend  its  adoption  here  as 
either  wise  or  expedient.  It  doubtless  best  meets  Indiana  con- 
ditions; but  Wisconsin  conditions  are  different.  For  Wiscon- 
sin conditions,  the  Indiana  system  has  in  it  too  much  that 
seems  autocratic. 

Until  longer  time  and  greater  experience  can  clearly  indicate 
that  either  the  district  system  or  the  township  system  possesses 
very  decided  and  positive  advantages  over  the  other,  I  must  be- 
lieve that  a  law  that  compels  the  adoption  of  either  one  to  the 
exclusion  of  the  other,  would  for  the  present  be  premature  for 
Wisconsin.  As  our  laws  now  stand,  a  town  may  have  a  town- 
ship district  system  or  a  neighborhood  district  system  as  may 
best  serve  its  needs  in  view  of  varying  local  conditions. 
It  has  been  quite  vigorously  urged  that  a  township  system 
should  supersede  the  district  system  by  immediate  com- 
pulsory legislation.  But  it  should  be  made  clear  that  the 
change  would  not  overthrow  existing  relations  and  conditions, 
in  other  respects,  to  an  extent  that  would  be  productive 
of  more  harm  than  good.  Before  such  radical  legislation 
should  be  enacted  in  Wisconsin,  it  ought  to  be  clearly  and 
definitely  demonstrated  that  the  township  system  would  surely 
remedy  the  defects  claimed  to  exist  in  the  present  system. 
Has  the  working  of  the  township  system  in  Wisconsin  demon- 
strated that  it  can,  regardless  of  conditions,  remedy  the  de- 
fects of  the  present  system?  Let  us  apply  to  the  township 
system  some  of  the  statistical  arguments  and  tests  to  which  the 
district  system  has  been  subjected: 

1.  The  first  great  defect  urged  against  the  district  system 
is  that  of  inequitable  taxation.  Statistics  have  been  collected 
and  published  in  educational  documents  to  exhibit  this  inequal- 
ity as  between  districts  of  the  same  town.  No  one  can  peruse 
the  tables  presented  in  the  last  Wisconsin  biennial  report  with- 
out realizing  that  there  is  inequality  in  taxation  for  the  sup- 
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port  of  schools  in  different  school  districts  in  the  same  town.  But 
it  is  just  as  true  that  statistics  collected  from  the  forty-six 
towns  in  Wisconsin  which  have  adopted  the  township  system 
show  just  as  great  inequality  between  totems  in  the  same  county. 

Subject  the  township  system  as  operated  in  Wisconsin  to  the 
same  test  and  the  statistics  do  not  warrant  the  conclusion  that 
the  township  system  would  remedy  this  defect  of  inequality  of 
taxation. 

The  greatest  extreme  between  two  districts  in  the  same  town 
in  the  rate  of  taxation  as  shown  by  the  biennial  report  of  1893-4, 
was  4.5  mills  in  one  district  and  31.2  mills  in  the  other,  or  one 
is  nearly  seven  times  as  great  as  the  other. 

Statistics  collected  by  me  for  1895  for  the  forty-six  towns  in 
eighteen  counties  of  Wisconsin  where  the  township  system  is 
in  operation,  show  an  extreme  in  the  rate  of  taxation  from  8.3 
mills  in  one  town  to  54.8  mills  in  a  neighboring  town  of  the 
same  county,  or  one  has  nearly  nine  times  as  great  a  rate  of 
taxation  as  the  other,  and  the  statistics  throughout  are 
marked  by  proportionately  as  great  inequality  between 
the  towns  of  the  same  county  as  is  shown  between 
districts  of  the  same  town.  The  logic  that  would 
seek  equality  of  rate  of  taxation  by  enlarging  the  territorial 
area  from  the  district  to  the  town  would  compel  us  to 
go  from  the  town  unit  to  the  county  unit  as  in  Maryland,  and 
finally  from  the  county  to  the  state,  as  in  California.  Indeed,  it 
is  claimed  by  eminent  writers  on  the  rural  school  problem  that 
California  has  by  state  taxation  solved  that  problem.  The  state 
of  Wisconsin  has  for  many  years  levied  and  collected  annually  a 
tax  of  one  mill  on  each  dollar  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the 
state  for  the  support  of  common  schools,  which  in  addition 
to  the  income  from  the  state  school  fund  is  annually  appor- 
tioned by  the  state  superintendent  and  required  by  law 
to  be  applied  exclusively  to  the  payment  of  teachers7 
wages.  As  a  condition  to  receiving  a  share 
of  this  fund,  each  town  is  required  by  law  to  raise  by  tax  an 
amount  equal  to  the  amount  received  from  the  state  apportion- 
ment. This  town  tax  it  is  to  be  observed,  is  levied  on  the  town 
as  a  unit,  and  is  certified  to  the  towns  by  the  county  boards, 
The  state  and  town  school  funds  thus  combined  now  pay  more 
than  one-third  the  amount  of  teachers'  wages  on  the  basis  of 
wages  in  counties  outside  of  cities.  Wisconsin  thus  combines 
state,  county  or  town,  and  local  district  taxation  and  there  is  much 
to  be  said  in  favor  of  this  system.  Perhaps  investigation  may 
show  that  it  would  be  wise  to  raise  a  state  tax  of  more  than  one 
mill  or  touncrease  by  law  the  amount  which  the  state  now  requires 
the  town  to  raise  as  a  condition  for  sharing  in  the  distribution 
of  the  school  fund  income,  including  the  mill  tax.  This  would 
correspondingly  diminish  the  local  district  tax. 

It  is  believed  that  the  local  school  district  is  not  the  only 
nor   the   leading  unit  for  taxation.     It  is  too  small,  too  vari- 
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able,  and  too  liable  to  be  controlled  by  selfish  considera- 
tions. 

It  may  also  be  true  that  the  number  of  persons  of  school  age 
in  the  town  is  not  the  best  basis  for  the  distribution  of  public 
school  funds.  The  question  opens  a  wide  field  of  enquiry,  as 
the  methods  of  distribution,  as  well  as  the  principal  units  for 
taxation  for  school  purposes,  vary  greatly  in  different  states. 

2.  Another  statement  that  has  been  urged  why  the  township 
system  should  supersede  the  district  system,  is  that  under  the 
district  system  some  schools  are  too  small  to  be  efficiently  and 
economically  taught ;  that  other  schools  are  too  large,  and  that 
by  the  township  system  the  size  of  the  schools  would  be  properly 
regulated,  and  that  more  efficient-  and  economical  instruction 
would  result.  In  this,  as  in  the  matter  of  inequality  of  taxation, 
I  must  assert  that  the  statistics  gathered  from  the  towns  oper- 
ated under  the  township  system  in  Wisconsin  do  not  sustain  the  as- 
sumption. The  statistics  show  as  great  a  proportionate  inequality 
as  to  enrollment  and  average  attendance  in  the  schools  in 
Wisconsin  under  the  township  system  as  under  the  district  sys- 
tem. The  biennial  report  of  1893-4  shows  that  the  average 
attendance  in  about  three-fifths  of  the  country  districts  of  the 
state  does  not  exceed  twenty.  The  statistics  for  1895  of  the 
towns  in  Wisconsin  under  the  township  system  show  that  the 
average  attendance  in  83  per  cent.,  or  more  than  four- fifths  of 
the  schools  under  the  township  system,  does  not  exceed  twenty. 
The  proportionate  inequality  in  other  particulars  is  equally 
great. 

3.  Another  argument  urged  for  the  compulsory  adoption  of 
the  township  system  is  that  under  it  the  expenditures  are  more 
economical. 

Again  I  must  affirm  that  statistics  from  the  towns  in  Wis- 
consin under,  the  township  system  do  not  sustain  this  proposi- 
tion. 

The  per  capita  expenditure  for  children  between  four  and 
twenty  was,  in  1894: 

In  cities  having  superintendents  $8.79 

In  the  counties  outside  of  cities   6.38 

The  per  capita  expenditure  in  1894  for  those  between  four 
and  twenty  in  the  towns  under  the  township  system  was  $13.74. 

The  per  capita  expenditure  on  those  enrolled  between  four 
and  twenty  was,  in  1894: 

In  cities  having  superintende?its  $19.82 

In  the  counties  outside  of  cities   10.44 

The  per  capita  expenditure  in  1895,  in  towns  un- 
der the  township  system,  on  those  enrolled 
between  four  and  twenty,   was   19.31 

The  per  capita  for  teachers'  wages  on  those  enrolled  be- 
tween four  and  twenty,  was  in  1894. 

In  cities  having  superintendents  $12.71 

In  counties  outside  of  cities   6.72 
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The  per  capita  for  teachers'  wages  only,   in  the 

towns  under  the  township  system  in  1895,  was.  $12.69 

The  cost  per  capita  for  maintaining  school  in  different  dis- 
tricts, as  shown  by  the  tables  in  the  report  for  1894,  varied 
from  $3.80,  the  lowest,  to  $40.46,  the  highest. 

The  cost  per  capita  for  maintaining  school  in  the  different 
towns  under  the  township  system  in  1895,  varied  from  $4.35, 
the  lowest,  to  $53.05,  the  highest. 

One  of  the  arguments  used  for  the  immediate  compulsory 
adoption  of  the  township  district  system,  is  that  the  schoolhouses 
are  at  present  unsuitably  located.  If  this  is  true  and  a  compul- 
sory township  system  should  be  adopted,  the  vast  multitude  of 
school  sites  whould  have  to  be  changed  and  a  multitude  of  school - 
houses  moved  or  new  ones  erected.  Before  taking  such  a  radi- 
cal step,  should  we  not  sit  down  and  carefully  count  the  cost? 
If  it  be  said  that  only  a  few  changes  in  these  respects  would  be 
needed,  such  a  reply  would  simply  contradict  the  statement  that 
the  schoolhouses  are  now  improperly  located. 

Before  making  the  township  system  compulsory  for  the  en- 
tire state,  we  need  to  be  certain  that  the  harm  that  might  re- 
sult to  many  of  the  graded  and  high  schools  would  not  exceed 
any  possible  increase  of  good  that  would  accrue  to  the  district 
schools.  Many  of  these  graded  schools  are  in  districts  that  are 
constituent  parts  of  towns.  What  would  be  the  effect  on 
these  schools  if  they  should  be  under  the  management  and  con- 
trol of  a  town  board  of  school  directors  with  only  one  repre- 
sentative, a  sub-district  clerk,  on  that  board  of  six  to  ten  or  more 
members?  Would  such  graded  schools  suffer  no  injury?  Is  it 
not  to  be  feared  that  under  these  circumstances  the  practical 
operation  of  the  township  system  would  be  to  reduce  as  many 
schools  to  a  lower  level  as  to  raise  others  to  a  higher? 

Many  of  our  high  schools,  too,  are  in  districts  in  which 
there  are  graded  schools,  or  in  villages  or  cities  that  are  con- 
stituent parts  of  towns.  The  result  of  the  adoption  of  the  town- 
ship system  in  such  cases  would  certainly  be  to  disarrange  the 
high  school  organization  and  cripple  or  break  down  such  high 
schools.  Should  we  be  in  baste  to  take  such  a  step?  A  county 
superintendent  in  Wisconsin,  supervising  towns  under  the  town- 
ship system,  writes  the  following:     "  is  not  incorporated 

as  either  a  city  or  village.  It  is  under  township  government 
only.  It  has  a  population  of  from  two  to  three  thousand  with 
about  one  thousand  school  children,  and  a  high  school.  There 

are  two  districts  in  the  town  outside  of  the  district. 

They  are  small  schools  of  a  dozen  pupils  each.  An  organization 
of  this  town  under  the  township  system  would  give  the  control 

of  the  schools  to  the  outside  districts,  as  they  would  have 

a  majority  of  representation  on  the  board.  This  case  is  not  ex- 
ceptional in  this  locality. " 

Another  complaint  against  the  district  system  is  that  of  in- 
competency of  school  boards.  Does  the  township  system  furnish 
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the  remedy?  The  following  from  a  county  superintendent  rep- 
resents the  views  of  quite  a  number  of  the  county  superintend- 
ents in  counties  having  towns  under  the  township  system: 
"The  difficulty  in  retaining  the  township  system  seems  to  lie 
in  the  fact  that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  get  the  rxght 
kind  of  men  on  the  board  of  directors."  This  sentence 
followed  the  statement  that  both  systems  had  been  tried 
in  all  the  towns  of  that  superintendent's  county  and  that 
now  only  three  towns  were  under  the  township  system. 
The  claim  is  made  that  the  schools  under  the  district 
system  are  better  managed  and  more  satisfactory.  State- 
ments of  this  character  are  about  an  offset  for  the  state- 
ments of  other  county  superintendents  supervising  towns  un- 
der the  township  system  that  the  township  system  is  superior. 
In  1880,  Hon.  J.  P.  Wickersham,  state  superintendent  of 
Pennsylvania,  reported  the  following  concerning  the  Pennsyl- 
vania system: 

"One  source  of  weakness  in  the  system  is  that  school  boards 
are  required  to  perform  duties  of  which  they  many  times  have 
inadequate  knowledge.  They  are  generally  men  of  intelligence 
and  possess  good  business  qualities,  but  many  of  the  duties 
which  the  law  imposes  on  them  as  school  directors  cannot  be 
well  performed  without  a  kind  of  special  knowledge  and  skill  that 
they  do  not  possess.  To  learn  how  to  build  and  furnish  a  school- 
house,  with  due  regard  to  the  work  of  a  school  and  the  health  of  the 
children  requires  the  study  of  years.  How  can  men  who  know 
nothing  of  the  art  of  teaching,  certainly  as  difficult  as  the  art 
of  making  a  watch  or  a  steam  engine,  wisely  select  text-books, 
arrange  courses  of  study,  grade  schools  or  examine  classes?  Who 
is  qualified  to  direct  a  teacher's  work  but  a  teacher?  Our 
school  system  is  weak,  therefore,  in  placing  in  the  hands  of 
school  boards  duties  that  properly  belong  only  to  experts." 

It  is  conceded  that  some  of  our  district  schools  are  too  small 
to  be  the  most  efficiently  and  economically  administered.  It 
has  been  shown  by  reference  to  statistics  that  the  township 
system  as  operated  in  Wisconsin  does  not  remedy  that  defect. 
When  we  recall  that  Massachusetts,  a  state  that  inaugurated 
a  township  system  so  many  years  ago,  is  now  admitting  the 
same  defect  in  the  schools  of  many  of  her  townships,  there 
seems  to  be  little  force  left  to  the  argument  that  the  town- 
ship system  would  remedy  this  defect.  The  plan  of  author- 
izing any  of  these  smaller  districts  that  find  it  to  their 
advantage  to  do  so,  to  provide  for  the  instruction  of 
their  pupils  in  some  adjoining  or  other  district,  with  au- 
thority to  provide  transportation  thereto,  would  in  my 
judgment,  more  effectively  remedy  this  defect  and  relieve  the 
smaller  districts  of  undue  burdens.  The  district  thus  providing 
instruction  and  transportation  should  be  entitled  to  share  in 
the  distribution  of  the  school  fund  income,  the  same  as  though 
it  maintained  a  school  in  its  own  district.     This  is  a  plan  thkt 
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is  being  tried  in  Massachusetts  and  some  other  states  and  with 
very  successful  results,  according  to  reliable  reports.  It  would 
require  but  slight  amendment  to  our  present  laws  to  make  a 
trial  of  this  plan  in  Wisconsin, —  a  plan  that  gives  greatest 
promise  of  curing  the  defect  complained  of. 

I  have  before  indicated  a  simple  but  effective  way  for  more  fully- 
equalizing  over  township  areas,  the  taxation  for  support  of  schools.  Re- 
membering that  our  legislatures  have  shown  great  liberality  in  provid- 
ing for  higher  education,  there  seems  no  good  reason  to  doubt  that  when 
the  real  needs  of  the  common  schools  are  clearly  understood,  no  neces- 
sary aid  or  legislation  will  be  withheld. 

If  it  be  argued  that  there  are  too  many  school  officers  under  the  dis- 
trict system,  I  must  express  the  belief  that  it  possesses  this  advantage^ 
that  the  people's  money  as  a  rule  is  more  honestly  expended  by  this 
greater  number  than  by  the  few.  The  expenditure  of  money  by  district 
officers  can  be  c  osely  scrutinized  by  these  who  are  near  by.^Complaints 
are  too  frequent  at  the  office  of  the  state  superintendent  from  localities 
under  the  township  system,  that  school  funds,  if  not  squandered,  are  too 
often  used  for  purposes  of  doubtful  utility.  In  this  respect,  the  town- 
ship feature  of  our  system  needs  to  be  improved  by  amendment.  When 
supervision  by  a  secretary  of  the  town  board  of  school  directors  is  made 
to  cost  a  thousand  dollars  in  one  year,  it  must  be  admitted  that  the 
supervision  is  pretty  expensive.  If,  under  present  laws,  towns  desire  a 
township  district  system  the  law  gives  them  the  privilege.  If  they  pre- 
fer the  neighborhood  di-trict  system,  they  are  privileged  by  law  to  make 
that  choice. 

Two-thirds  of  the  county  superintendents  of  the  si  ate  who  have  de- 
clared themselves  unconditionally  on  this  subject  have  expressed  in 
writing  to  me  the  opinion  that  the  present  optional  system  better  meets 
Wisconsin  conditions  and  needs  than  would  a  township  system  if 
made  immediately  compulsory  by  legislation. 

In  the  light  of  the  statistics  and  arguments  presented,  and  others 
that  the  limits  of  this  report  preclude,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the 
best  interests  of  the  public  school  system  of  Wisconsin  do  not  at  pres- 
ent require  so  extreme  or  radical  a  change  as  a  compulsory  township 
system  involves.  Not  until  further  trial  under  inevitable  conditions, 
demonstrated  that  either  a  township  or  the  district  system  alone  would 
better  minister  to  our  educational  needs,  should  such  radical  legisla- 
tion be  enacted.  We  have  been  accustomed  to  take  great  pride  in  our 
common  sch<  ol  system.  The  present  system  is  deeply  intrenched  in 
the  confidence  of  the  people.  It  should  be  made  very  clear  that  another 
system  should  be  an  improvement  before  we  undertake  to  break  down 
confidence  in  the  present.  I  am  not  prepared  to  advocate  at  present 
the  taking  away  from  the  voters  of  a  town  the  right  to  decide  which 
system  they  may  deem  best  suited  to  their  local  needs.  Such  an 
optional  law  for  the  present  seems  to  me  to  be  a  good  law.  Where  the 
public  sentiment  of  a  town  supports  a  township  system,  the  law  gives 
the  opportunity  for  the  adoption  of  that  system.  Such  changes  must 
be  made  from  time  to  time  as  experience  proves  to  be  necessary.  But 
we  must  remember  that  not  all  change  is  improvement.  Care  and  dis- 
cretion must  be  used  lest  in  efforts  to  root  up  th  e  tares  in  the  educa- 
tional field,  the  wheat  also  be  rooted  up.  Evolution  in  our  school 
system  is  doubtless  desirable;  revolution  is  not. 

Having  determined  that  it  is  inexpedient  to  inaugurate  the  compul- 
sory township  system  of  school  government  in  this  state  at  the  present 
time,  I  have  prepared  a  complete  revision  of  the  school  laws  of  the 
state  as  required  by  section  3,  of  the  said  chapter  253  of  the  laws  of  1895, 
which  I  herewith  submit  as  required  by  said  law,  in  the  bill  entitled  "A 
bill  to  amend,  modify  and  revise  chapter  27,  revised  statutes  of  1878,  en- 
titled 'Of  common  schools,'  and  chapter  23,  revised  statutes  of  1878,  en- 
titled 'Of  the  distribution  of  the  school  fund  income;'  and  of  laws 
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amendatory  to  those  chapters,  as  authorized  and  required  by  section  3 
of  chapter  253,  of  the  laws  of  189)." 

Pursuant  to  the  law  appointing  me  commissioner,  I  invited  President 
C.  K.  Adams,  of  the  university  of  Wisconsin;  President  G.  S.  Albee,  senior 
president  in  service  of  the  state  norma!  schools  in  Wisconsin;  Hon.  W. 
H.  Chandler,  state  inspector  of  high  scho  >ls;  M.  L  Bunnell  and  W.  L. 
Damkoehler,  county  superintendents  of  schools  of  long  experience,  to 
consider  with  me  the  details  of  the  bill  prepared  and  suggest  such 
changes  as  they  might  agree  as  necessary  and  expedient.  All  the  mem- 
bers of  the  aforesaid  consulting  and  advisory  committee,  excepting 
President  C.  K  Adams,  m  jt  with  me  on  the  11th  and  12th  days  of  Decem- 
ber, 1896,  for  the  purposes  specified  in  said  chapter  253,  laws  of  1895 
The  following  copy  ot  the  resolutions  shows  the  conclusions  of  the  com- 
missioner and  the  advising  and  consulting  committee: 

Resolved  by  the  commissioner  and  consulting  and  advisory  committee 
authorized  and  provided  for  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  253,  laws  of 
1895,  that,  in  the  judgment  of  said  committee  it  is  expedient  to  establish 
a  compulsory  township  system  of  school  government  in  this  state  at  the 
present  time,  by  enacting  a  law  making  such  t  jwnship  system  compul- 
sory upon  all  the  towns  within  the  state.

Whereas,  Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  253,  laws  of  1895,  J.  Q. 
Emery  was  appointed  a  commissioner  to  prepare  a  complete  revision  of 
the  existing  school  laws  of  this  state  with  such  changes  as  he  may  deem 
wise  and  necessary,  bringing  all  laws  upon  school  matters  together  in 
their  proper  relations  and  connections  in  one  code,  and 

Whereas,  The  said  commissioner  has  prepared  such  revision  and  sub 
mitted  the  same  for  the  consideration  of  the  consulting  and  advisory 
committee  authorized  by  said  chapter  for  its  approval  according  to  the 
provisions  of  said  chapter,  and 

Whereas,  The  same  has  received  the  consideration  of  this  commis- 
sion, and  a  determination  thereon  has  been  reached,  now,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  revision  of  the  school  laws  of  this  state  submitted 
to  this  commission  for  its  approval  by  said  J.  Q.  Emery,  commissioner, 
is  hereby  approved,  and  the  changes  and  amendments  therein  recom- 
mended would,  in  the  judgment  of  this  commission,  promote  the  inter- 
ests of  public  education  in  this  state.

With  the  bill  revising,  codifying  and  amending  the  laws  relating  to 
common  schools  herewith  submited,  is  a  schedule  indicating  the  sources 
of  the  text  introduced  into  the  statutes  in  the  general  laws  enacted 
since  the  revision  of  the  statutes  in  1878,  and  also  the  amendments  rec- 
ommended by  the  commissioner.  No  radical  changes  are  recommended. 
A  few  are  suggested  in  the  interest  of  clearness  and  precision.  The 
others  may  be  enumerated,  as  follows: 

I.  To  authorize  town  boards  of  supervisors  to  appoint  a  suitable  per- 
son carefully  and  closely  to  inspect  the  schools  of  their  respective 
towns,  and  to  report  to  the  town  boards  of  supervisors,  to  the  several 
school  district  officers,  and  to  county  superintendents. 

II.  To  authorize  electors  at  the  annual  district  school  meeting  to  per- 
mit the  district  board  to  suspend  the  school  of  the  district,  provide  for 
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the  instruction  of  persons  of  school  age  residing  in  the  district  in  an 
adjoining  or  other  district,  and  the  conveyance  of  such  persons  to  and 
from  the  school  with  which  such  arrangement  is  made.

(In  Joint  Convention.) 

Lieutenant  Governor  Emil  Baensch,  president  of  the  senate, 
called  the  convention  to  order  and  said: 

Gentlemen  of  the  convention;  We  are  convened  pursuant  to 
the  laws  of  the  United  States  to  perform  a  function  which 
brings  us  into  close  touch  with  that  vast  governmental  ma 
chinery  which  gives  life,  motion  and  being  to  our  father 
land.  The  statutes  of  the  United  States  provide  for  reading 
of  the  journals  of  the  two  houses,  while  the  statute  of  our  own 
state  provides  for  a  viva  voce  vote  in  convention,  and  where  the 
laws,  as  is  sometimes  the  case,  conflict,  it  is  best  to  follow 
both.  It  is  therefore  the  opinion  of  the  chair  that  we  elect  a 
United  States  senator  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  laws  of 
the  United  States,  and  also  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  our 
own  laws.  The  clerks  of  the  senate  and  assembly  will  read  the 
journals  of  their  respective  bodies  relative  to  the  vote  cast  for 
a  senator  in  congress  from  this  state.

On  motion  of  Senator  McG-illivray  The  president  ap- 
pointed a  committee  of  five,  two  from  the  senate  and 
three  from  the  assembly,  to  wait  upon  the  senator-elect, 
inform  him  of  the  action  of  the  convention  and 
invite  him  to  appear  before  it.

The  committee  announced  the   presence  of  the  Hon.  John 
Spooner,  United  States  senator  elect. 

The  president  presented  him  to  the  convention  and  greeted 
him  with  the  following  remarks: 

Mr.  Spooner:  On  behalf  of  this  joint  convention,  represent- 
ing an  overwhelming  majority  of  the  people  of  Wisconsin,  we 
greet  you  as  the  meritorious  beneficiary  of  retributive  justice. 
We  do  now  and  here  deliver  to  you  that  which  you  were  en- 
titled to  receive  six  years  ago.  While  "  six  years  "  may  have 
an  ominous  sound,  this  legislature  has  declared  that  in  your  case 
the  statute  of  limitations  do  not  apply.  W e  offer  this  gift  to  you 
in  the  firm  belief  that  the  harmonious  and  unanimous  sentiment 
with  which  it  is  tendered  will  be  to  you  like  the  blessing  of  a 
parent,  an  inspiration  to  noble  endeavor,  a  safeguard  against 
pit-falls,  the  guarantee  of  an  untarnished  record.  And  thus 
these  men,  speaking  the  voice  of  the  people,  do  by  these  pres- 
ents, constitute  and  appoint  you  once  more — Senator  Spooner. 

In  response,  Senator  Spooner  spoke  as  follows: 

Mr.  President,  Gentlemen  of  the  Convention:  If  my  heart 
beats  too  fast  for  comfort,  it  is  your  fault  not  mine.  Your 
committee  has  informed  me  that  acting  upon  the  journal  of 
each  house,  read  here  as  required  by  law,  this  convention  has 
declared  me  duly  elected  as  senator  of  the  United  States  for 
the  term  beginning  on  the  4th  day  of  March  next. 

Comprehending  with  grateful  sensibility  the  magnitude  of 
this  honor,  and   the  very  gracious  and  generous  manner  with 
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which  it  has  been  bestowed  upon  me,  I  lament  that  there  are  not 
words  at  my  command  with  which  fitly  to  testify  my  gratitude. 
Solemnly  I  pledge  myself  at  all  times  to  remember  that  this 
great  trust  which,  for  a  period  is  to  be  put  in  my  keeping,  was 
created  and  exists  only  for  the  benefit  of  the  people.  To  the 
uttermost  of  my  power  to  labor  and  to  think,  it  shall  be  used 
in  the  interest  of  the  people  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  people. 
More  than  this  they  will  not  ask  from  me;  with  less  than  this 
they  should  not  be  content. 

The  distinguished  gentleman  whom  I  am  shortly  to  relieve 
from  service  in  the  senate,  has  well  and  easily  maintained 
the  high  standard  of  skill,  learning  and  eloquence  in  de- 
bate long  ago  set  for  Wisconsin  in  that  body  by  Doolittle, 
Howe,  Carpenter,  and  Cameron.  He  has  been  constant  in 
his  attention  to  duty,  assiduous  in  its  discharge,  fearless . 
in  advocacy  in  the  principles  in  which  he  believes,  and 
he  has  not  suffered  himself  to  be  influenced  in  official 
action  by  mere  glamour  within  or  without  the  senate  chamber. 
The  latter  years  of  his  service  have  afforded  him  opportunity 
of  which  he  quickly  availed,  to  demonstrate  in  a  conspicuous 
way  that  with  him  patriotism  and  principle  are  altogether 
stronger  than  the  ties  of  party  and  of  political  association.  He 
may  justly  take  to  his  heart  as  he  returns  to  private  life  the 
comforting  assurance  that  he  is  more  firmly  established  in  the  es- 
teem of  the  people  than  ever  before  during  his  long,  eventful 
and  distinguished  public  career. 

Gentlemen,  I  take  the  liberty  to  say,  speaking  of  one  not 
now  in  public  life,  and  without  purpose  in  any  degree  to  dis- 
parage the  gentleman  who  for  the  time  is  to  be  my  colleague 
in  the  senate,  that  I  recall  with  a  pang  of  regret  the 
fact  that  I  am  not  to  be  welcomed  back  to  the  United 
States  senate  by  Philetus  Sawyer,  the  daily  com- 
panion of  my  former  service  in  that  body.  No  senator 
ever  had  a  more  kindly,  considerate  or  helpful  colleague 
than  he  was  to  me,  and  I  shall  greatly  miss  his  presence  and 
the  aid  of  his  wisdom  and  industry.  During  22  years  of  public 
life  he  rendered  to  the  people  of  Wisconsin  and  to  his  party 
within  the  state  service,  which  in  general  efficiency  and  value, 
is  without  a  parallel  in  the  history  of  either.  He  has  well 
earned  the  veneration  and  respect  with  which  he  is  everywhere 
regarded. 

While  I  have  been  elected  to  the  senate  as  a  republican  by  re- 
publicans, and  shall  of  course  be  loyal  to  the  republican  party, 
which  I  deeply  love,  and  to  its  principles  in  which  I  firmly  be- 
lieve, I  am  conscious  nevertheless,  that  when  I  take  the  oath  of 
office,  I  become  a  senator  from  Wisconsin,  and  a  servant  of  all 
of  her  people.  It  will  therefore  be  my  duty,  and  it  will  be 
cheerfully  performed,  to  conserve  to  the  best  of  my  ability  every 
interest  of  the  people  of  this  state  by  whomsoever  it  may  be 
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presented,  which  may  properly  claim  the  care  and  attention  of 
a  senator. 

I  have  been  permitted  hitherto,  gentlemen,  to  address  those 
to  whose  votes  I  am  directly  indebted  for  the  honor  which  I 
here  today  gratefully  acknowledge,  and  therefore  it  is  neither  nec- 
essary nor  proper  that  I  should  longer  detain  this  joint  assembly. 
I  thank  you  with  all  my  heart  for  the  reception  which  you  have 
pleased  to  accord  to  me,  and  I  thank  you  for  your  attention.

I  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  committee  from  the  legis- 
lature appointed  by  my  predecessor  in  office  to  visit  the  penal 
and  charitable  institutions  of  the  state.

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REPORT  OF  VISITING-  COMMITTEE— 1896-1897. 

To  the  Governor  and  Honorable  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Wis- 
consin : 

The  committee,  appointed  in  conformity  with  the  statutes,  by 
your  predecessor,  the  Hon.  W.  H.  Upham,  to  visit  the  several 
charitable  and  penal  institutions  maintained  by  tne  state,  have 
performed  the  duty  assigned  to  them,  and  respectfi  illy  submit 
the  following  report: 

The  institutions  visited  were  the  state  hospital  for  the  in- 
sane at  Mendota,  the  northern  hospital  for  the  insane  a^  Osh- 
kosh,  the  Milwaukee  hospital  for  the  insane  at  Wauwatosa,  the 
school  for  the  blind  at  Janesville,  the  school  for  the  deaf  at  Del- 
avan,  the  Milwaukee  day  school  for  the  deaf  (semi -state),  the 
soldiers'  home  at  Waupaca,  the  state  prison  at  Waupun,  the 
industrial  school  for  boys  at  Waukesha,  the  industrial  school  for 
girls  at  Milwaukee  (semi-state),  the  house  of  correction  at  Mil- 
waukee (county),  the  state  school  for  dependent  and  neglected 
children  at  Sparta,  and  the  home  for  the  feeble-minded  at  Chip- 
pewa Falls. 

In  conducting  our  examinations  of  these  institutions  we 
availed  ourselves  of  all  the  extraneous  sources  of  information  at 
our  command,  as  well  as  carefully  studying  the  practical  opera- 
tion of  each. 

We  take  pleasure  in  communicating  to  you  the  fact  that  we 
found  these  institutions  generally  in  a  healthy  and  prosperous 
condition.  Especially  may  the  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin 
feel  proud  of  their  charitable  institutions.  It  is  apparent  to  us 
that  under  the  wise  and  faithful  supervision  of  the  state  board 
of  control,  these  and  all  other  institutions  under  their  super- 
vision have  recently  made  appreciable  advancement  in  the  line 
of  effectiveness.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  many  of  the 
buildings  of  our  state  institutions  are  old  and  some  of  them  but 
illy  adapted  to  their  present  uses,  yet  by  well  directed  and  per- 
sistent effort  these  have  been  well  nigh  brought  up  to  modern 
ideas,  at  least  so  far  as  the  comfort  and  care  of  their  inmates  j 
are  concerned. 

THE   HOSPITALS   FOR  THE  INSANE. 

The  hospitals  for  the  insane,  located  at  Mendota  and  Osh- 
kosh,  are  both  filled  to  nearly  their  full  capacities,  the  Mendota 
hospital  containing  a  population  of  431,  and  the  Oshkosh 
northern  hospital,  538.  Both  reflect  credit  upon  the  state  as 
well  as  upon  those  whose  efforts  have  raised  them  to  their  pres- 
ent high  degree  of  efficiency.  The  manner  of  caring  for  those 
bereft  of  reason  is  indexical  of  the  morality  of  a  people.  The 
insane  of  Wisconsin  not  only  receive  the  most  modern  I 
and    scientific    treatment,     but    they    are     constantly  sur- 
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rounded  by  an  atmosphere  of  kindness.  The  old 
methods  of  physical  restraint  have  fallen  into  desuetude,  and 
no  one  need  fear  to  commit  a  friend  to  either  of  these  institu- 
tions. This  is  not  said  in  the  way  of  unctuous  routine,  but  after 
a  careful  examination,  with  a  view  of  ascertaining  actual  facts. 
Your  committee  believes  that  Wisconsin  is  not  behind  any  state 
in  the  union,  so  far  as  the  care  and  managment  of  insane  is 
concerned,  athough  something  is  to  be  desired  in  the  way  of 
mechanical  and  architectural  improvements  in  the  plants 
themselves. 

State  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  Mendota. 

This  institution  has  been  in  operation  for  over  forty  years, 
and  has  gained  and  is  maintaining  an  enviable  reputation. 
From  time  to  time  improvements  have  been  made,  and  while 
architecturally  it  may  be  somewhat  deficient,  in  its  manage- 
ment and  care  of  the  insane  it  is  on  a  level  with  the  best  in  our 
land.  Its  buildings  are  picturesquely  and  healthfully  located 
upon  a  wooded  elevation  upon  the  north  shore  of  Lake  Mendota. 

Unfortunately  when  this  institution  was  constructed  sanita- 
tion was  not  as  exact  a  science  as  now,  and  hence  much  effort  has 
been  and  is  being  expended  to  overcome  original  defects  in  this 
line.  Chief  among  these  defects  in  this  institution  was  ven- 
tilation, the  doors  and  windows  being  depended  upon  to  furnish 
the  fresh  air  supply.  At  the  instance  of  Dr.  W.  B.  Lyman,  the. 
present  efficient  Superintendent,  a  practical  system  is  being  put 
into  operation,  whereby  fresh  air  will  circulate  throughout  the 
buildings  frcm  other  sources. 

There  appears  to  be  at  present  no  other  way  of  drainage  than 
into  Lake  Mendota,  which  is  greatly  tc  be  deplored.  As  soon 
as  practicable  your  committee  recommends  that  this  institution 
be  lighted  by  electricity. 

Until  very  recently  the  Mendota  hospital  has  had  no  in- 
firmary, the  sick  being  cared  for  in  the  wards  among  the  well. 
The  present  superintendent  has  utilized  an  upper  ward  for  this 
purpose.  The  inconvenience  of  conveying  those  who  have  bodily 
ailments  from  the  various  wards  is  obvious.  An  elevator,  motor 
power  for  which  already  exists,  is  needed.  The  crowded  condi- 
tion of  this  hospital  calls  for  increased  room;  43,000  feet  of 
utilizable  floor  space  can  be  cheaply  added  to  the  plant  by 
building  a  single  four  story  wall  across  a  double  angle,  and 
covering  with  roof.  By  this  addition,  besides  furnishing  room 
for  general  purposes  the  amusement  hall  can  be  nearly  doubled 
in  size,  which  is  much  needed,  and  the  infirmary  can  also  be 
made  sufficiently  commodious. 

Northern  Hospital  for  the  Insane. 

The  northern  hospital  for  the  insane  is  a  modern  structure, 
and  therefore  very  complete  in   its   appointments.    It  is  under 
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the  superintendency  of  Dr.  W.  A.  Gordon,  who  has  introduced 
several  innovations  which  have  proven  salutary.  Among  these 
is  the  congregate  dining  system,  which  has  favorably  affected  dis- 
cipline. He  has  also  withdrawn  certain  restraints  which  were 
more  of  the  nature  of  a  prison  than  of  a  hospital,  with  the 
most  gratifying  results.  Like  the  hospital  at  Metidota, 
everything  is  kept  scrupulously  clean  and  tidy,  and  such 
is  the  decorum  of  the  place  that  it  is  difficult 
to  realize  it  to  be  the  home  of  the  mad.  All  the  sanitary  con- 
ditions appear  to  be  excellent.  We  may  perhaps  except  the 
drainage,  which  is  into  Lake  Winnebago,  and  not  far  removed 
from  the  intake  pipe  that  furnishes  water  for  bathing,  washing, 
etc.  The  state  could  set  a  good  example  by  using  the  entire 
detritus  of  this  plant  for  fertilizing  purposes,  and  at  the  same 
time  make  it  a  source  of  income. 

For  sanitary,  as  well  as  economic  reasons,  this  institution,  as 
well  as  the  one  at  Mendota,  and  for  that  matter  all  other  of 
our  charitable  and  penal  institutions  not  already  so  supplied, 
should  be  furnished  electric  lighting  as  soon  as  possible.  It  is 
also  obvious  that  all  our  institutions  should  be  supplied  with 
iron  beds.  We  cannot  refrain  from  adding  that  under  the 
present  management  a  very  material  decrease  in  expense  has 
been  accomplished,  while  the  effectiveness  of  this  institution  as 
a  hospital  for  the  treatment  of  insanity  has  as  materially  aug- 
mented. 

HOSPITAL  FOR  THE   CRIMINAL  INSANE. 

We  recommend  that  a  separate  institution  be  established  for 
insane  criminals  and  those  of  homicidal  tendencies,  or  who  are 
incorrigibly  violent  and  dangerous.  The  presence  of  these  in 
our  hospitals  is  pernicious,  oft  times  retarding  the  recovery  of 
patients,  besides  being  a  source  of  constant  danger.  The  res- 
traint necessary  to  this  class  of  cases  is  inimical  to  the  well  be- 
ing of  a  hospital.  The  idea  of  a  prison  should  be  as  far  removed 
from  the  minds  of  the  insane  patients  as  possible.  Such  an  in- 
stitution could  be  added  as  a  mechanical  part  of  either  of  the 
state  hospitals,  and  yet  afford  complete  isolation  for  this  class 
of  unfortunates. 

COUNTY  ASYLUMS. 

Your  committee  also  visited  the  Milwaukee  County  Insane 
Hospital  which  contains  a  population  of  368,  and  found  it  in  an 
excellent  condition.  This  institution,  besides  being  an  asylum, 
admits  patients  for  treatment. 

There  are  now  23  county  asylums  in  the  state,  all  of  which 
but  the  one  at  Milwaukee  are  devoted  to  the  care  of  the  chronic 
insane 
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SCHOOL  FOR  THE  BLIND  AT  JANESVILLE. 

Your  committee  found  this  institution  in  a  very  satisfactory- 
condition  under  the  efficient  management  of  Supt.  H.  F.  Bliss. 
The  buildings  throughout  were  found  to  be  in  excellent  condi- 
tion, well  heated,  well  lighted  and  ventilated  as  well  as 
scrupulously  clean. 

The  new  addition,  or  school  building,  for  which  an  appropri- 
ation of  $25,000  was  made  by  the  legislature  in  1895,  was  found 
completed;  and  in  the  judgment  of  your  committee  the  money 
appropriated  was  judiciously  expended  and  the  best  possible  re- 
sults, for  the  money,  obtained.  With  the  completion  of  this 
building  the  school  will  now  accommodate  175  to  200  pupils, 
and  necessary  attendants. 

At  the  time  of  our  visit  108  pupils  were  receiving  instruction 
at  the  school;  of  this  number  55  were  male  and  53  female,  re- 
quiring the  services  of  13  teachers  and  17  female  and  6  male 
employes. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  elementary  branches  of  education, 
pupils  are  taught  the  following  industries: 
Broom-making, 
Mattress-making, 
Hammock -making, 
Carpet  weaving, 
Chair  caning. 

The  girls  are  taught  knitting  and  sewing.  Music  is  exten- 
sively taught  at  this  school,  and  is  an  invaluable  branch  of 
education  for  the  blind,  as  it  very  materially  aids  them  in  be- 
coming self-supporting  after  graduating  from  the  institution. 

For  the  purpose  of  rendering  the  musical  education  of  the 
pupils  more  thorough  and  practical,  your  committee  would  rec- 
ommend that  a  special  appropriation  of  $3,500  be  made  for  the 
purchase  and  installation  of  a  pipe  organ  in  the  recently  com- 
pleted gymnasium  hall  of  the  new  school  building.  This  instru- 
ment will  materially  aid  the  faculty  in  the  discharge  of  its 
duties,  as  well  as  enable  them  to  give  the  pupils  much  instruc- 
tion on  the  pipe  organ  as  will  fit  them  to  accept  positions  as 
organists  in  the  leading  churches  throughout  the  country, 
after  graduation. 

THE   SCHOOL  FOR  THE  DEAF  AT  DELAVAN. 

The  school  for  the  education  of  the  deaf  at  Delavan,  under  the 
superintendency  of  John  W.  Swiler,  is  maintaining  its  reputa- 
tion for  effective  work.  There  are  187  pupils  and  a  corps  of  fif- 
teen teachers.  There  is  an  expression  of  happiness  and  content 
upon  the  faces  of  the  children,  revealing  that  they  enjoy  some- 
thing more  than  the  pleasure  of  gaining  knowledge.  In  all  of 
its  appointments  it  is  abreast  of  the  times.  The  pupils  are 
taught  in  both  the  oral  and  sign  methods  of  communication.  A 
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new  building  to  be  devoted  to  manual  training  is  approaching 
completion  which  will  be  of  great  benefit  in  preparing  pupils 
to  become  self-sustaining,  and  to  discharge  the  duties  of  citi- 
zens as  the  law  contemplates.  This  will  necessitate  the  employ- 
ment of  two  additional  skilled  teachers.  The  legislature  will  be 
asked  for  a  small  appropriation  for  this,  and  for  the  purchase  of 
necessary  apparatus. 

The  buildings  we  found  to  be  in  excellent  condition.  Well 
heated,  but  very  imperfectly  lighted;  they  were,  however,  well 
ventilated  and  exceptionally  clean.  The  heating  and  light 
plant  of  this  institution  is  very  unsatisfactory  at  present.  The 
boilers  are  old,  and  are  not  in  a  safe  condition,  nor  are  they  of 
sufficient  capacity  to  furnish  heat  or  power  for  the  present 
buildings.  It  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee  that  steps 
should  be  taken  immediately  to  correct  this  defect.  New  boil- 
ers of  sufficient  capacity,  and  a  new  dynamo  should  be  provided 
for  this  institution.  The  boilers  should  be  provided  with  con- 
densing and  fuel  saving  appliances  of  modern  type,  and,  in  our 
opinion,  the  state  would  thereby  save  forty  per  cent,  of  the 
present  outlay  for  fuel.  Aside  from  this,  the  institution  is  in 
first  class  condition. 


MILWAUKEE  DAY  SCHOOL  FOR  THE    DEAF.  i 

The  Milwaukee  day  school  for  the  deaf,  operating  under  sec- 
tion 5T0a,  chapter  31,  R.  S.,  has  now  fifty  pupils  with  eight 
teachers.  The  oral  method  only  is  taught.  The  progress  of  the 
pupils  is  excellent,  but,  in  our  judgment,  not  better  than  at 
Delavan.  It  would  be  unfortunate  if  these  institutions  should 
become  rivals  in  the  sense  of  one  impairing  the  usefulness  of 
the  other.  There  are  also  schools  of  this  character  established 
at  Eau  Claire,  La  Crosse,  Oshkosh,  Appleton,  Fond  du  Lac, 
Manitowoc,  Menasha,  Wausau  and  Sheboygan.  The  object  is  to 
afford  young  deaf  children  an  opportunity  to  acquire  knowledge 
at  home  on  a  footing  with  hearing  children. 

Evidently  it  is  desirable  that  this  unfortunate  class  should  4 
begin  the  work  of  education  as  early  as  possible.  It  is  mani- 
festly a  hardship  to  separate  very  young  children  from  their 
parents,  and  this  hardship  is  emphasized  in  the  case  of  the 
deaf;  but  when  these  children  arrive  at  a  suitable  age,  the 
hardship  is  but  little  more  than  parents  endure  who  are  obliged 
to  send  their  hearing  children  away  from  home  to  complete 
their  education.  The  object  of  these  schools  is  humane  and  they 
should  receive  the  utmost  consideration  from  the  public.  But, 
in  the  nature  of  things,  these  schools  cannot  be  established 
within  the  reach  of  all  for  whom  they  are  designed;  only  in  the 
larger  cities  is  it  possible  to  conform  to  the  conditions  of  the 
law,  hence  the  school  at  Delavan  must  be  considered  the  uni-  r 
versity  for  the  deaf  of  Wisconsin. 
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THE  VETERANS'   HOME   AT  WAUPACA. 

Among  the  most  felecitous  of  the  charitable  institutions  of 
the  state  is  the  veterans'  home  at  Waupaca.  On  the  banks  of 
a  beautiful  lake,  the  wooded  shores  of  which  are  elevated  and 
picturesquely  broken  by  nature,  are  situated  the  main  buildings 
of  this  institution,  surrounded  by  outlying  neat  and  cosy  cot- 
tages, in  which  many  veterans  enjoy  all  the  comforts  of  home. 
Many  of  these  cottages  were  donated  by  patriotic  societies  and 
philanthropic  individuals. 

This  institution  canuot  be  regarded  as  permanent.  In  the 
nature  of  things  the  necessity  for  it  cannot  long  exist.  Conse- 
quently the  buildings  were  chiefly  constructed  with  reference  to 
pleasing  the  senses  and  affording  comfort. 

Prominent  among  the  buildings  recently  completed  is  a  neat 
church,  an  amusement  hall,  a  dispensary  and  a  hospital,  pre- 
sided over  by  skilled  physicians.  A  few  more  cottages  should 
be  erected.  An  isolation  hospital  is  also  an  urgent  necessity, 
as  there  are  now  several  cases  of  cancer  and  phthisis  which 
should  not  be  admitted  to  the  general  hospital. 

It  is  the  judgment  of  your  committee  that  favorable  consid- 
eration should  at  all  times  be  given  to  the  needs  of  this  interest- 
ing institution,  and  such  appropriations  made  as  are  necessary 
to  keep  existing  buildings  in  good  condition  and  provide  such 
additional  accommodations  as  are  required. 

THE  STATE  PUBLIC  SCHOOL   FOR  DEPENDENT   AND  NEGLECTED  CHILD- 
REN AT  SPARTA. 

This  temporary  home  for  dependent  children  is  located  on  224 
acres  of  farm  land,  provided  with  commodious  farm  buildings, 
conveniently  located  and  well  equipped  with  modern  agricul- 
tural appliances.  The  farm  shows  evidence  of  a  high  state  of 
cultivation  and  is  well  stocked  with  a  good  grade  of  domestic 
animals.  The  buildings  of  this  institution,  in  addition  to  those 
above  enumerated,  are  an  administration  building,  five  cottages, 
modern  school  building,  hospital,  isolation  hospital,  boiler  and 
power  house,  in  which  is  located  a  laundry,  and  sewing  and 
mending  room.  They  are  throughout  in  good  condition,  well 
ventilated,  clean  and  comfortable. 

The  educational  department  of  this  institution  is  being  con- 
ducted in  a  very  satisfactory  manner,  and  in  accordance  with 
modern  educational  ideas.     There  are  in  attendance  at  this  time 
two  hundred  and  fifty-one  pupils,  requiring  the  services  of  five 
teachers,  and  thirty-five  female  and  fourteen  male  attendants. 
The  older  pupils,  when  not  engaged  in  school  duties,  receive  prac 
tical  instruction   in  agricultural  pursuits  and   domestic  duties 
which  is  of  great  service  in  aiding  them  to  become  self-sustain 
ing  and  useful  members  of  society 
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The  new  hospital,  which  is  nearly  completed,  will  supply  a 
long  felt  want.  It  will  require  an  additional  appropriation  at 
this  time  to  complete  and  furnish  it,  as  a  former  appropriation 
was  found  to  be  insufficient.  When  completed  this  hospital  will 
be  a  model  of  comfort  and  convenience.  The  money  formerly 
appropriated  was  judiciously  expended,  and  your  committee  re- 
spectfully recommends  the  appropriation  of  a  sufficient  amount 
to  complete  and  furnish  it. 

The  heating  and  lighting  facilities  at  this  institution  were 
found  to  be  exceptionally  iaulty.  The  furnaces  which  supply  heat 
for  the  several  buildings  are  old  and  unsafe.  They  are  badly 
cracked  in  many  places  and  are  inadequate  to  supply  sufficient 
heat  in  extremely  cold  weather,  without  crowding  them  beyond 
their  capacity,  and,  thereby,  incurring  danger  of  loss  of  life  and 
property  by  fire.  The  light  is  furnished  by  a  home  gasoline 
gas  plant  and  is  very  unsatisfactory.  Inasmuch  as  .the  present 
system  of  heating  is  a  constant  menace  to  the  building  as  well 
as  its  inhabitants,  your  committee  would  recommend  that  im- 
mediate steps  be  taken  to  provide  this  institution  with  a  central 
heating  and  electrical  lighting  plant,  the  present  buildings 
being   sufficiently  commodious  to  furnish  space  for  the  same. 

INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL  FOR  BOYS  AT  WAUKESHA. 

Upon  examination  of  the  industrial  school  for  boys  located 
at  Waukesha,  under  the  management  of  Mr.  J.  G.  Hart,  your 
committee  find  the  sanitary  conditions  detrimental  to  health  in 
some  of  the  homes,  as  well  as  in  most  of  the  recitation  rooms 
of  the  school  buildings.  An  inefficient  system  of  heating  and 
lighting  exists  here  and  your  committee  would  suggest  that  the 
board  of  control  take  such  action  as  it  may  deem  necessary 
to  ascertain  the  expense  of  changing  the  present  local  system 
of  heating  and  lighting  to  a  central  plant  of  sufficient  ca- 
pacity to  generate  electricity,  power  and  heat,  with 
an    increased    capacity    of     not     less    than    25    per  cent. 

There  is  now  consumed  for  heating  and  other  purposes : 

300  cords  of  wood,  worth  from  $1.75  to  $1.00  per  cord   8901  00 

460  tons  of  coal,  at  $5.60  per  ton   2, 576  00 

800  tons  of  soft  coal,  at  $2.35  per  ton   1, 880  00 

Amounting  in  all  for  one  year,  to   85, 360  00 

It  is  reasonable  to  suppose  from  data  gathered  at  plants 
using  the  latest  improved  methods  of  heating,  lighting,  etc., 
that  by  the  above  mentioned  change  a  saving  of  at  least 
twenty-five  per  cent,  could  be  effected,  and  at  the  same  time  a 
much  better  service  obtained. 

Steps  should  be  taken  to  properly  ventilate  all  living,  sleep- 
ing and  recitation  rooms  and  to  change  the  present  method  of 
bathing  to  a  more  cleanly  one,- — a  plunge  bath  with  a  sufficient 
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supply  of  clean  water  for  every  bather, — or  shower  baths,  thereby 
reducing  to  a  minimum  any  danger  of  spreading  a  contagion. 

The  farm  of  four  hundred  acres  yields  annually  a  large  quan- 
tity of  cereals,  roots,  hay,  live  stock,  etc. 

As  it  appears  to  your  committee,  the  above  repairs  and 
changes  are  absolutely  necessary  to  place  this  institution  in  a 
good  sanitary  condition.  Therefore,  we  would  recommend  an 
appropriation  sufficient  for  these  purposes. 

MILWAUKEE   INDUSTRIAL   SCHOOL  FOR  GIRLS. 

The  industrial  school  for  girls  is  sustained  by  a  per  capita 
tax.  Your  committee  finds  this  school  in  almost  excellent  sani- 
tary condition,  doing  a  commendable  and  effective  work  in  its 
educational  department,  as  well  as  training  the  girls  in  house- 
hold duties.  The  management  reflects  upon  the  ladies  in  charge 
of  the  same  great  ciedit  in  every  department;  even  in  con- 
tracting for  building  its  different  cottages  there  is  every 
evidence  of  marked  executive  ability.  '  Maternal  love  in 
caring  for  the  children  in  all  departments,  is  evinced 
by  the  happy  faces  and  cleanliness  around 
the  institution.  There  are  now  in  the  school  269  boys  and 
girls.  Boys  are  dismissed  from  the  school  at  ten  years  of  age. 
Unless  friends  are  prepared  to  take  them,  they  are  transferred 
to  the  state  public  school  at  Sparta.  The  institution  is  re- 
sponsible for  girls  until  21  years  of  age.  Whenever  their  con- 
duct warrants,  they  are  returned  to  friends,  or  work  is  procured 
for  them  elsewhere.  The  institution  at  the  present  time  is  occu- 
pied to  its  full  capacity.  There  is  a  great  need  for  another 
cottage  similar  to  the  Russell  cottage,  recently 
constructed,  and  some  repairs,  which  would  require 
an  outlay  of  about  $18,000.00.  If  these  improvements,  and 
repairs  are  made,  they  would  meet  the  necessities  of  this  insti- 
tution for  some  years  to  come,  but  your  committee  does  not 
recommend  an  appropriation  at  the  present  time  on  account  of 
the  depressed  condition  of  business  throughout  the  state. 

Inasmuch  as  this  school  is  not  under  the  direct  management 
of  the  state,  it  is  unnecessary  for  your  committee  to  go  into 
minute  details. 

HOME   FOR  THE    FEEBLE  MINDED  AT  CHIPPEWA  FALLS. 

This  institution  is  a  new  departure  for  our  commonwealth  in 
the  way  of  caring  for  an  exceedingly  unfortunate  class  of  human 
beings.  Every  county  in  the  state  has  long  felt  the  necessity 
for  it.  It  is  intended  to  furnish  an  abode  for  public  charges 
who  ought  not  to  be  in  our  poor-houses,  our  jails,  our  insane 
asylums  or  at  large;  in  short  a  class  who  have  had  heretofore 
no  place  where  they  could  be  properly  or  even  humanely  cared  for. 
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It  is  estimated  that  there  are  more  than  one  thousand  of  these 
imbeciles  within  our  borders,  and  when  they  can  be  accommo- 
dated in  this  new  institution, our  state  will  not  only  have  performed 
a  sacred  duty  towards  them,  but  nearly  every  community  will 
be  relieved  of  a  grevious  burden  and  a  standing  social  menace. 

Two  years  ago  the  legislature  made  an  appropriation  of  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars  for  this  plant,  and  the  state  board  of 
control  secured  a  suitable  site  for  it  near  Chippewa  Falls,  and 
immediately  began  the  work  of  construction.  Six  hundred  and 
twenty-one  acres  of  land  were  donated  by  the  city  of  Chippewa 
Falls,  besides  ten  thousand  dollars  in  money.  The  board  of  con- 
trol has  since  purchased  four  hundred  acres  additional, 
so  that  now  the  state  has  title  to  one  thousand  and 
twenty-one  acres  of  excellent  land.  In  the  judgment  of 
your  committee  no  better  selection  could  have  been  made  either 
for  beauty,  utility  or  economy.  The  buildings  are  located  upon  an 
elevated  plateau,  commanding  a  view  of  the  river  and  well 
adapted  for  drainage.  The  heat  and  light  plant  and  all  the 
outlying  buildings  are  constructed  anticipatory  of  the  future 
growth  of  the  dwelling  portion  of  the  institution.  There  is 
now  room  for  about  250  inmates,  and  these  will  be  received 
about  April  first. 

In  our  judgment  no  public  moneys  ever  have  been  expended 
in  this  state  more  economically  or  judiciously,  and  we  recommend 
that  another  appropriation  be  made  by  the  present  legislature 
for  additional  buildings. 

THE   STATE  PRISON. 

The  state  prison  at  Waupun,  is,  as  the  name  indicates,  a 
place  where  law-breakers  of  all  degrees  of  criminality  are  con- 
fined, and  associate  upon  a  level,  from  the  vilest  and  most  crim- 
inal to  the  comparatively  innocent.  No  attempt  at  classifica- 
tion or  separation  has,  as  we  believe,  ever  been  made,  nor  is  it 
contemplated  by  our  laws.  In  our  judgment  this  is  against 
public  policy. 

The  personal  contact  of  these  widely  separated  classes  of  con- 
victs most  certainly  inure  to  the  great  disadvantage  of  all  who 
are  not  instinctively  criminal,  and  serves  therefore,  to  thwart 
one  of  the  most  important  objects  of  our  penal  code,  viz.,  the 
reformation  of  transgressors.  By  this  indiscriminate  associa- 
tion of  convicts  our  prison  becomes  of  necessity,  in  a 
greater  or  less  degree,  a  school  for  the  propagation  of 
vice;  nor  can  the  most  watchful  care  of  our  wardens 
and  attendants  prevent  it.  To  say  nothing  of  the 
moralities  involved  it  is  evidently  against  the  public  interests, 
to  send  annually  a  large  number  of  mild  offenders  to  our  prison 
and  turn  them  loose  in  a  few  years  as  graduates  of  crime,  to 
renew  their  offenses  against  society  and  to  again  and  again  be- 
come a  burden  to  the  taxpayer.    We  do  not  assert  that  all  mild 
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offenders  pursue  this  downward  course  after  being  discharged 
from  prison,  but  we  do  assert  that  their  aptitude  for  crime  is 
greatly  increased  by  association  with  the  vicious  and  depraved, 
and  it  is  humiliating  that  a  great  state  like  Wisconsin  should 
even  in  a  measure,  contribute  to  such  a  result. 

Having  in  view  many  like  institutions  now  being  happily  and 
successfully  operated  in  other  states  and  countries,  your  com- 
mittee recommends  that  a  state  reformatory,  separate  and  apart 
from  our  prison,  be  constructed  for  the  confinement  of  mild  of- 
femders  and  such  as  are  not  hardened  to  crime,  with  a  view  of 
discharging  them  at  the  expiration  of  their  sentence  better  men 
and  women —  "cured  of  their  errors.  "  For  philanthropic  as  well 
as  for  economic  reasons  your  committee  urges  that  immediate 
action  looking  toward  the  establishment  of  a  state  reformatory 
be  taken  by  the  legislature.  Your  committee  has  collected  some 
data  regarding  state  reformatories  which  they  will  willingly 
collate  should  you  or  the  honorable  legislature  so  desire. 

The  general  management  of  the  state  prison  is  as  good  as 
the  laws  demand  or  the  construction  of  the  building  admit  of. 
The  "  law  of  silence  "  enforced  in  prisons  cannot  prevent  com- 
munication among  five  or  six  hundred  men  in  daily  contact,  in 
their  workshops  or  exercising  in  the  corridors.  As  one  of  the 
prison  officials  remarked,  "  There  is  a  sort  of  telepathy  among 
convicts  which  enables  them  all  to  know  everything  that  is  go- 
ing on. " 

The  prison  structure,  so  far  as  the  cells  are  concerned,  is  an 
anachronism.  These  cells  are  of  solid  masonry  and  are  four 
feet  wide  by  seven  and  one-half  feet  long,  and  seven  feet  high, 
containing  only  210  cubit  feet  of  air.  The  principal  ventila- 
tion is  through  the  grated  door,  the  air  supply  being  derived 
from  the  corridors.  Atmospheric  conditions  or  neglect  may 
easily  interfere  with  this  supply,  and  such  interference  would 
be  an  outrage  upon  humanity.  We  are  informed  that  a  system 
of  fans  is  to  be  established  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  corri- 
dors will  at  all  times  be  supplied  with  fresh  pure  air. 

The  roofs  of  the  prison  are  in  bad  repair  and  should  be  re- 
built. It  has  been  suggested  that  the  roofs  of  the  wings,  which 
are  now  concave,  should  be  made  of  sufficient  convex  pitch  to 
enable  the  construction  of  another  tier  of  cells  in  each  wing. 
This  could  be  easily  and  cheaply  done,  but  as  the  greatest  ob- 
jection to  our  prison  is  its  meager,  ill  ventilated  and  sepulchral 
cells,  and  as  we  believe  that  a  state  reformatory  will  at  no  dis- 
tant day  greatly  decimate  the  prison  population  we  recommend 
that  appropriation  for  a  new  roof  only  be  made. 

There  are  now  forty- two  employes  of  the  prison,  including 
warden  and  matron. 

PRISON  LABOR. 

There  is  no  division  of  sentiment  among  those  who  have 
made    a    study    of    penology    regarding   prison  labor  in  that 
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some  form  of  work  is  essential  for  the  well  being  of  prisoners. 
A  decent  economy  at  once  suggests  that  such  labor  be  utilized 
to  reimburse  the  state.  To  that  end  various  manufactures 
are  carried  on  in  our  prison  at  Waupun.  The  chief  employ- 
ment at  present  is  the  manufacture  of  boots  and  shoes. 
A  Chicago  firm,  N.  D.  Wells  &  Co.,  have  contracted  to  em- 
ploy at  least  300  men  in  this  line,-  and  more  when  business 
conditions  warrant,  and  to- pay  the  state  fifty  cents  per  day  per 
capita  for  their  labor.  This  contract  will  expire  January  1st, 
1897.  From  this  source  the  state  received  $103,000  for  the 
biennial  period  ending  September  30th,  1896.  The  company 
purchases  all  necessary  machinery,  and  besides  the  prison  labor 
above  mentioned,  furnishes  employment  for  a  large  number  of 
citizens.  At  the  present  time  360  prisoners  are  employed,  this 
pay-roll  amounting  to  the  state  in  the  month  of  October,  to 
$4,473.15.  For  the  same  time  the  pay-roll  for  one  hundred 
citizens  amounted  to  $7,403. 97. 

Quite  a  number  of  prisoners  find  employment  in  the  culinary 
department,  laundry,  tailor's  shop,  etc. 

The  principal  objection  to  prison  labor  is  that  it  comes  into 
competition  with  free  labor.  The  force  of  this  argument  is 
somewhat  broken  in  the  case  of  Waupun  in  that  a  large  percent- 
age of  free  labor  is  also  employed.  It  is  difficult  to  conceive  of 
any  form  of  prison  labor,  which  would  yield  a  revenue  for  the 
state,  but  would  diplace  a  like  amount  of  free  labor,  whether 
it  belabor  upon  our  public  highways  or  in  any  of  the  lines  of 
manufacture.  Your  committee,  however,  believes  that  such  dis- 
crimination in  the  employment  of  prisoners  should  be  exercised 
as  will  least  interfere  with  free  labor  in  general  and  better  fit 
convicts  for  maintaining  themselves  upon  gaining  their  liberty. 

It  is  evidently  an  injustice,  also,  for  prison-made  articles  to 
be  offered  for  sale  at  prices  below  those  fixed  by  the  markets. 

The  question  of  prison  labor  is  one  that  demands  the  most 
careful  investigation  of  legislators.  Above  every  other  con- 
sideration is  the  fact  that  all  convicts  should  have  steady  and 
healthful  employment.  Humanity  demands  it,  and  economy 
points  out  that  such  labor  should  be  rendered  to  the  advantage 
of  the  state. 


MILWAUKEE  COUNTY  HOUSE  OF  CORRECTION. 

Here  is  an  institution  of  industry  supplied  with  the  latest 
improved  machinery,  capable  of  manufacturing  chairs  of  differ- 
ent patterns  and  styles,  at  prices  which  enable  the  county  to 
dispose  of  them  in  any  market  and  against  any  competition. 
There  exists,  however,  a  condition  which  militates  against 
making  an  absolutely  successful  competitor  of  this  in- 
stitution with  kindred  industries  employing  free  labor, 
in      consequence     of     which      there    are      many  articles 
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turned  out  with  large  earmarks  in  conspicuous  places.  Such 
damaged  goods  are  either  sold  at  cost,  or  less.  This  is  caused 
by  the  constant  change  and  shifting  of  inmates,  some  of  whom 
have  been  committed  for  thirty  days,  others  for  a  longer  period. 
Therefore,  there  are  few  of  the  inmates  who  become  skilled 
workmen,  and  are  in  no  better  condition  for  earning  a  livelihood 
than  they  were  prior  to  comitment.  There  are  at  the  present 
time  354  inmates,  from  sixteen  years  of  age,  and  older. 

Your  committee  believes  that  every  institution  intended  as  a 
reformatory  should  maintain  a  strict  system  of  grading,  whereby 
the  comparatively  innocent  may  be  kept  entirely  aloof  from  the 
vicious,  especially  do  the  young  in  our  industrial  schools  learn 
as  much  from  associates  as  from  teachers,  and  this  is  no  reflec- 
tion on  their  pedagogy.  It  is  presumable  that  all  who  enter 
these  institutions  are  inclined  towards  vice,  and  hence  easily 
led  astray;  therefore,  we  recommend  that  all  state  institutions 
intended  for  reformatories  be  required  by  law  to  establish  a 
graded  system. 

In  conclusion  we  would  suggest  the  wisdom  of  keeping  the 
general  public  thoroughly  informed  regarding  the  scope,  the 
great  importance  and  the  mighty  work  of  our  charitable  and 
penal  institutions ;  as  it  is,  only  a  small  percentage  of  our  citi- 
zens have  any  definite  knowledge  of  these  subjects,  the  official 
reports  of  our  institutions  finding  their  way  only  into  the 
hands  of  a  few. 

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin  are  not  niggardly,  and 
they  will  be  quick  to  respond  to  the  necessities  of  our  institu- 
tions when  such  necessities  become  understood  by  them.  In 
our  opinion  some  method  should  be  devised  for  disseminating  a 
general  knowledge  of  every  institution  in  the  state,  supported 
by  the  taxpayers,  either  through  the  newspapers,  local  and 
general,  or  by  pamphlet  mailed  from  time  to  time  to  every  in- 
terested citizen.  We  do  not  doubt  the  result.  A  general  ac- 
quaintance with  our  noble  institutions  will  engender  a  just 
pride  in  them  on  the  part  of  those  whose  pocket-books  must  be 
opened  for  their  support,  and  their  maintenance  will  cease  to 
be  regarded  as  a  burden.

EXECUTIVE  COMMUNICATION. 

State  of  Wisconsin, 

Executive  Office, 
Madison,  February  11,  1897. 
To  the  Honorable,  the  Legislature : 

A  more  thorough  investigation  into  the  financial  condition  of 
the  state  than  had  been  practicable  at  the  date  of  my  biennial 
message,  makes  it  my  duty  to  supplement  the  statements  con- 
tained therein  upon  the  subject,  by  this  special  communication. 

This  is  a  subject  which  ought  to  be  clearly  within  the  com- 
prehension of  every  intelligeut  citizen.  There  is  no  reason  why 
the  financial  condition  of  the  state  may  not  be  as  clearly  and 
definitely  ascertained  at  any  time  as  may  the  status  or  condi- 
tion of  the  business  of  a  private  corporation,  or  a  private-  indi- 
vidual; and  beside,  exact  knowledge  by  the  legislature  of  the 
condition  of  the  treasury  is  indispensable  to  a  wise  and  eco- 
nomical exercise  of  the  power  of  making  appropriations. 

The  legislature  has  provided  for  the  levy  of  specific  taxes  each 
year  for  the  support  of  the  public  schools,  the  normal  schools 
and  the  university;  but  the  general  expenses  of  the  state  govern- 
ment are  paid  from  what  is  known  in  the  reports  as  the  "gen- 
eral fund."  This  fund  consists  of  the  money  received  from 
railroad  license  fees,  fees  collected  from  insurance  companies, 
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from  street  railway  companies  and  of  other  payments  into  the 
state  treasury  of  a  similar  character.     These  receipts  by  the 
general  fund  and  the  disbursements  from  the  same,  for  the  five 
years  ending  September  30,  1896,  were  as  follows,  by  years: 
September  30,  1892, 

Receipts,  $1,646,724.00. 

Disbursements,  $1,413,237.21. 
September  30,  1893, 

Receipts,  $1,609,314.84. 

Disbursements,  $1,786,501.55. 
September  30,  1894, 

Receipts,  $2,226,164.24.

It  should  be  explained  that  the  fiscal  year  of  the  state  ends 
on  September  30,  and  on  that  date,  in  1896,  there  was  a  balance 
in  the  general  fund  of  $49,815.56.  As  was  shown  by  a  report 
to  me  from  the  state  treasurer,  made  on  January  2,  there  was, 
on  the  31st  day  of  December  last,  three  months  after  the  close 
of  the  fiscal  year,  apparently  cash  on  hand  to  the  amount  of 
$8,140.09.  But  there  had  been  advanced  to  the  state  treasurer 
on  the  18th  day  of  November,  1896,  by  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee 
&  St.  Paul  Railway  Company,  $50,000.00;  on  the  27th  day  of 
November,  by  the  same  company,  $50,000.00;  on  the  2d  day  of 
December,  by  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha 
Railway  Company,  $50,000.00;  on  December  10th,  by  the  Chi- 
cago &  Northwestern  Railway  Company,  $100,000.00,  making  a 
total  of  $250,000.00  of  moneys  not  due  from  these  companies 
until  the  10th  of  February,  1897. 

It  is  obvious  that  if  the  railway  companies  had  not  been  so 
situated  in  the  present  financial  depression  that  they  could  ad- 
vance to  the  state  of  Wisconsin  the  sum  of  $250,000.00,  instead 
of  there  being  on  hand  December  31,  1896,  $8,140.09,  there 
would  have  been  an  actual  deficit  of  $241,859.91.  Nor  is  this  all. 
On  the  first  day  of  January,  1897,  it  became  necessary  to  meet 
obligations  then  due,  to  overdraw  the  state's  account  at  one  of 
the  banks  to  the  amount  of  $102,000.00,  upon  which  overdraft 
interest  was  paid,  by  an  arrangement  to  leave  on  deposit  for  a 
time  when  practicable  a  sum  belonging  to  the  state,  without  in- 
terest. 

It  is  plain  to  be  seen  from  this  statement  that  while  the 
general  fund  was  on  the  31st  day  of  December  apparently  sol- 
vent, it  was,  in  fact,  not  only  exhausted,  but  in  debt  over 
$300,000.00,  How  often  this  fund  has  been  kept  good  by  bank 
overdrafts,  if  at  all,  or  by  advances  obtained  from  the  railway 
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license  funds,  I  have  not  yet  ascertained,  nor  is  it  now  import- 
ant. This  statement  is  made  solely  upon  the  theory  that  the 
people  are  entitled  to  know  at  all  times  the  exact  condition  of 
their  own  financial  affairs. 

It  is  manifest  that  the  $250,000.00  advanced  by  the  rail- 
way companies,  and  the  $100,000.00  advanced  by  the  bank  to 
make  good  deficits  for  1896,  will  be  needed  for  the  same  pur- 
pose at  the  end  of  1897.  It  has  seemed  to  me  that  every 
principle  of  public  policy  requires  that  the  finances  of  the 
state  should  be  placed  now  upon  a  different  basis.  It  is  not 
believed  that  the  people  of  Wisconsin  are  willing  that  they 
shall  owe  from  year  to  year  the  protection  of  their  treasury 
from  insolvency  to  the  accommodating  disposition  of  either 
the  railroads  or  the  banks. 

If  the  railway  companies  could  not  or  would  not  advance,  and 
if  a  condition  of  panic^rendered  it  impossible  to  overdraw  at 
the  banks,  the  credit  of  the  state  might  easily  be  imperiled. 
Nothing  is  clearer  than  that  the  fr'amers  of  the  constitution  in- 
tended that  state  officials  should  not  be  permitted  under  any 
circumstances  of  their  own  motion  to  involve  the  state  in  any 
indebtedness.  The  power  of  taxation  with  which  the  legisla- 
ture is  clothed,  was  intended  to  render  unnecessary  the  borrow- 
ing of  money  for  the  ordinary  purposes  of  the  state. 

Article  VIII.  of  the  constitution  provides  in  what  cases  the 
legislature  may  borrow  money.  Section  7  of  this  article  author- 
izes the  legislature  to  borrow  money  "  to  repel  invasion,  sup- 
press insurrection,  or  defend  the  state  in  time  of  war. "  The 
borrowing  power  authorized  by  this  section  is  without  limit. 

Section  6  of  the  same  article  provides  that  the  state  may  con- 
tract public  debts  "for  the  purpose  of  defraying  extraordinary 
expenditures,"  but  limits  the  aggregate  to  $100,000.00,  and 
specifically  defines  the  manner  in  which  it  is  to  be  done. 

That  a  neglect  to  levy  sufficient  tax  to  maintain  the  general 
fund,  authorizes  state  officials  to  borrow  money  from  the  banks, 
is  certainly  without  foundation  in  the  constitution.  If  the  leg- 
islature had  passed  a  law  authorizing  the  state  treasurer  to 
borrow  $100,000.00  from  a  bank,  tor  an  indefinite  period,  with- 
out specifying  the  purposes,  etc.,  it  would  not  be  valid,  if  for 
the  ordinary  purposes  of  the  state.  But,  the  state  treasurer, 
under  the  existing  state  of  affairs  has  repeatedly  found  himself 
in  the  dilemma  of  having  large  obligations  to  meet  and  no  money 
in  the  treasury  to  meet  them  with,  and  has  therefore  been  com- 
pelled, in  order  to  protect  the  credit  of  the  state,  to  resort  to 
these  expedients. 

The  condition  of  the  law  as  to  the  levy  of  taxes  for  the  gen- 
eral fund  seems  to  me  unsatisfactory.  Section  5  of  article  VIII  of 
the  constitution  is  as  follows:  "The  legislature  shall  provide 
for  an  annual  tax,  sufficient  to  defray  the  estimated  expenses 
of  the  state  for  each  year;  and  whenever  the  expense 
of  any  year  shall  exceed  the  income,  the   legislature  shall  pro- 
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vide  for  levying  a  tax  for  the  ensuing  year  sufficient  with  other 
sources  of  income,  to  pay  the  deficiency  as  well  as  the  estimated 
expenses  of  such  ensuing  year. " 

The  legislature  has  "provided"  by  section  1070  of  Sanborn  & 
Berryman's  annotated  statutes,  that  the  "secretary  of  state  shall 
annually  apportion  the  state  tax  levied  for  the  year  and  all  other 
taxes  which  he  is  directed  by  law  to  levy  as  or  in  the  manner 
of  a  state  tax  among  the  several  counties  according  and  in  pro- 
portion as  the  relative  valuation  of  each  county  to  the  aggre- 
gate valuation  of  the  whole  state,"  etc. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  succeeding  section,  1071,  is  the  ex 
ercise  by  the  legislature  of  the  power  granted  by  the  last  clause 
of  section  5  of  article  VIII.  of  the  constitution  above  cited,  and 
authorizes  the  secretary  of  state  to  levy  for  any  apportionment 
in  excess  of  a,  prior  levy;  but  this  "prior  levy"  the  secretary 
of  state  is  nowhere  expressly  authorized  to  make.  It  has 
hitherto  been  made  by  legislative  act,  but  since  1883  no  levy 
for  general  fund  purposes  has  been  authorized  by  the  legisla- 
ture, except  in  the  year  1887,  and  that  for  a  special  purpose. 
Authority  should  be  given  under  this  constitutional  provision 
for  the  proper  state  officer  to  levy  the  annual  state  tax  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  general  fund,  including  the  excess  of  appro- 
priations. And  it  is  worthy  of  consideration  whether  this 
should  not  be  made  a  duty  rather  than  permissive.  The  people 
are  always  willing  to  pay  their  state  debts  when  due,  and  to 
provide  by  taxation,  the  funds  for  that  purpose. 

It  rests  with  your  honorable  body  to  determine  whether  a  re- 
currence of  the  deficit  referred  to  shall  be  prevented  by  the  levy 
of  an  adequate  tax  for  that  purpose,  or  the  treasury  shall  be 
protected  in  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  by  advances  from  the 
railroad  corporations,  and  overdrafts  permitted  by  the  banks.  A 
levy  of  a  two-fifths  mill  tax  upon  the  assessed  valuation  of  the 
state  for  the  years  1897  and  1898,  would,  I  believe,  furnish  an 
amount  sufficient  to  restore  the  general  fund  to  its  normal  condi- 
tion. 

THE   STATE  DEPOSITORIES. 

In  this  connection  I  call  your  attention  to  the  law  provid- 
ing for  state  depositories  and  the  deposit  of  public  moneys 
therein.  This  law  is  known  as  chapter  273  of  the  laws  of  1891. 
It  creates  a  board  of  deposits  1  consisting  of  the  commis- 
sioners of  public  lands  and  the  governor."  This  board  desig- 
nates the  depositories  and  gives  to  the  state  treasurer  the 
power  to  deposit  with  any  such  depository,  it  having  given 
the  requisite  bond  and  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the 
law,  "  any  public  moneys  in  his  hands  or  under  his  official  con- 
trol not  exceeding  the  limit  prescribed  by  section  5  of  the 
act."  It  provides  that  "any  sums  so  on  deposit  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  in  the  state  treasury. " 

One  hundred  and  fifty  eight  thousand  dollars  of  the  funds  of 
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the  state  are  now,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  on  deposit 
with  various  banks  throughout  the  state.  Of  this  money, 
$43  575.05  are  deposited  in  banks  which  have  failed.  T  am  ad- 
vised notwithstanding  the  preference  given  by  the  law  to  the 
state,  the  amount  which  the  state  will  recover  from  these  banks 
is  uncertain. 

It  is  not  the  theory  of  the  law  that  these  deposits  shall  con- 
stitute loans  for  any  given  time.  The  money  is  on  call,  and 
the  purpose  of  the  act  is  to  enable  the  state,  while  there  is  no 
public  need  of  money,  to  obtain  a  low  rate  of  interest  upon  it. 
It  needs  no  argument  to  show  that  the  money  of  the  state 
should  not  be  loaned,  except  under  circumstances  which  shall 
certainly  secure  its  prompt  return  when  needed.  It  is  declared  4 
in  the  law  itself  that  money  in  these  depositories  shall  be 
deemed  "  in  the  state  treasury.  " 

It  is  perhaps  worthy  your  attention  whether  the  law  may 
not  be  much  improved  in  the  matter  of  security  to  be  required 
from  depositories.  Under  the  law  as  it  now  stands  the  board 
of  deposits,  which  keeps  a  record  of  its  votes  and  acts,  desig- 
nates depositories  by  a  majority  vote. 

I  recommend  an  amendment  of  the  law  so  as  to  pre  vide  that 
no  bank  shall  be  made  a  depository  of  the  public  funds  without 
a  unanimous  vote  of  the  officers  constituting  the  "board  of 
Deposits. "  Jk 

It  must  be  apparent  to  all  that  too  great  safe-guards  can  not 
be  placed  around  the  deposit  of  public  funds.  It  is  to  be  con- 
clusively presumed  that  no  member  of  the  board  of  deposits 
would  in  any  event  be  influenced  in  his  action  except  by  a  de- 
sire to  serve  the  public  interest,  and  if  one  member  of  the 
board  as  constituted,  should,  upon  the  showing  made  by  any 
bank,  or  upon  his  investigation  of  the  subject,  be  unwilling 
that  it  should  be  made  a  depository  and  put  upon  the  same 
basis  as  the  treasury  itself,  that  fact  alone  ought  to  be  sufficient 
to  prevent  its  designation  as  a  public  depository. 

CONCERNING  THE  PROTECTION  OF  STATE  RECORDS. 

The  recent  destruction  by  fire  of  the  state  capitol  of  Penn- 
sylvania, together  with  all  the  state  records,  has  directed  at- 
tention to  the  unprotected  condition  of  our  own  state  records 
now  stored  in  the  basement  of  this  building.  I  recommend  that 
some  one  of  your  committee  be  directed  to  make  investigation 
of  the  condition  of  these  records  and  the  vault  in  which  they  are 
stored,  and  if  it  be  found  that  they  are  not  sufficiently  pro- 
tected, provision  be  made  for  the  construction  of  a  thoroughly 
tire  proof  vault,  in  which  they  may  be  stored  with  safety. 

In  this  connection  I  submit  herewith  a  report  made  to  me  by 
the  secretary  of  state  and  the  state  treasurer,  concerning  the 
expenditures  of  the  state  during  the  years  1895  and  1896.

Sir: — An  article  in  the  Milwaukee  Sentinel  of  Feb'y  4th,  show- 
ing a  seeming  increase  of  state  expenditures  for  the  biennial 
period  ending  September  30,  1896,  would  seem  to  call  for  some 
explanation  in  order  that  the  public  may  have  a  clear  under- 
standing. 

Under  the  system  of  book-keeping  in  operation  in  the  offices 
•of  the  Secretary  of  State  and  State  Treasurer,  it  is  necessary 
that  every  dollar  coming  into  the  general  fund  of  the  state  should 
show  as  a  receipt,  and  every  dollar  disbursed  therefrom  as  an 
-expenditure.  Under  this  system  the  one  mill  tax  for  the  year 
1894,  amounting  to  $600,000,  and  a  portion  of  the  nine-fortieth 
mill  tax  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  University, 
amounting  to  $132,570,  having  been  paid  from  the  general  fund 
surplus,  instead  of  by  levy  upon  the  taxable  property  of  the  state, 
aggregating  $732,570,  show  in  the  biennial  report  as  expendi- 
tures of  the  state  government,  when  in  reality  they  were  not. 

The  figures  given  in  the  article  in  the  Sentinel,  as  taken  from 
the  biennial  report  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  are  correct  in 
•every  particular,  but  are  misleading  for  the  reasons  given  above. . 
The  increase  of:  expenditures  alleged  for  the  fiscal  years  1895 
and  1896  over  those  for  the  fiscal  years  of  1893  and  1894  may  be 
accounted  for  as  follows :

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To  explain  more  fully,  as  it  was  apprehended,  during  the- 
session  of  1895,  that  the  general  fund  receipts  would  not  be- 
sufficient  to  meet  all  the  current  expenses  of  the  state  and  the 
appropriations  of  the  legislature,  payable  from  the  general  fund, 
chapter  52  of  the  laws  of  1895  was  enacted,  authorizing  a  loan 
from  the  trust  funds  of  the  state  to  the  general  fund,  in  case  it- 
became  necessary  to  meet  the  ordinary  and  current  expenses  of 
the  state  government  and  the  appropriations  of  the  legislature, 
of  a  sum  sufficient  for  that  purpose,  to  be  re-paid  to  the  trust  funds 
from  the  general  fund  revenues  of  the  state  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  September  30,  1896.    Accordingly  $260,000  was  trans- 
ferred from  the  trust  funds  to  the  general  fund,  which  amount 
was  re-  'ransf erred  to  the  trust  funds,  as  provided  by  law,  and  was 
not  an  expenditure.  ^ 

The  laws  of  Wisconsin  provide  that  there  shall  be  levied  annu- 
ally, a  one  mill  tax  for  the  maintenance  of  the  common  schools- 
of  the  state,  and  a  9-40  mill  tax  for  the  support  and  mainten- 
ance of  the  State  University.  As  it  appeared  that  there  was 
sufficient  money  in  the  general  fund  to  pay  these  taxes,  the  sum. 
of  $732,570  which  had  heretofore  been  paid  by  the  counties,  was 
paid  out  of  the  general  fund  surplus  instead  of  by  levy  of  a  mill 
tax  upon  the  counties. 

The  constitution  of  the  state,  reinforced  by  Section  991  of  the 
R.  S.,  provides  for  the  taking  of  the  state  census  every  ten 
years.  To  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  for  printing 
the  census  report,  $98,354.74  was  expended  by  the  state. 

Chapter  202  of  the  laws  of  1895  abolished  the  custom  of  trans- 
ferring to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Control  of  the  charitable 
and  penal  institutions,  the  money  estimated  to  be  expended  in% 
the  succeeding  month  for  the  maintenance  of  the  several  insti- 
tutions, and  accordingly  $49,252.71,  which  was  transferred  in 
April  for  that  purpose,  was  refunded  to  the  general  fund.  Under 
this  law  the  receipts  of  the  several  institutions  were  also  paid 
into  the  State  Treasury,  to  the  amount  of  $114,606.81,  which, 
prior  to  the  enactment  of  this  law,  were  not  accounted  for  in- 
the  receipts  and  disbursements  in  the  reports  of  the  Secretary 
of  State  and  State  Treasurer.  This  explanation  would  show  a 
credit  to  the  State  Board  of  Control,  in  their  expenditures,  of 
$163,859.52. 

The  increase  for  the  maintenance  of  the  chronic  insane  in  the 
county  asylums  is  wholly  due  to  the  increased  number  of  pa- 
tients therein,  and  the  provisions  of  chapter  233  of  the  laws  of 
1881,  providing  that  the  state  shall  pay  each  county  $1.50  per 
week  for  each  patient  so  cared  for,  accounts  for  the  increase  in 
this  item.  ^ 

While  it  is  true  that  in  some  departments  of  the  state  gov- 
ernment there  is  an  increased  expenditure  for  clerk  hire,  it  is 
also  true  that,  leaving  out  the  items  mentioned  herein,  the  actual 
expenses  for  running  the  state  government  were  $14,895.47  less- 
than  for  the  preceding  biennial  term.    This  may  be  readily  ac- 
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counted  for  by  the  fact  that  there  were  decreased  expenditures 
in  matters  other  than  clerk  hire. 

During  the  past  year  the  Orange  Judd  Company  made  a  com- 
pilation from  the  official  reports  of  the  several  states  of  the 
union,  showing  an  increase  in  state  extravagance,  making  a 
comparison  between  the  years  1860  and  1895.  This  table  was 
compiled  ©with  the  assistance  of  the  governors,  treasurers  and 
auditors  of  the  various  states,  and  shows  the  expenditures  in 
1860,  the  assessed  valuation,  the  population,  the  expense  per 
capita,  and  the  expense  per  one  thousand  dollars  of  taxable  prop- 
erty, and  also  the  same  for  the  year  1895. 

From  the  very  interesting  table  compiled  it  concludes  that 
Wisconsin  is  the  only  state  in  the  list  which  has  not  shown  an 
increase.    The  report  closes  with  the  following  language: 

"We  thus  find  that  the  expense  per  capita  of  state  admin- 
istrations costs  today  several  times  more  than  it  did  in  1860. 
In  Maine  the  increase  per  capita  is  175  per  cent.,  in  Vermont 
216  per  cent.,  in  Massachusetts  215  per  cent.,  in  Connecticut 
528  per  cent.,  in  New  Jersey  309  per  cent.,  in  Michigan  69  per 
cent.,  and  in  Iowa  71  per  cent.,  while  in  Minnesota  the  expenses 
per  capita  of  population  are  now  334  per  cent,  greater.  Wis- 
consin has  the  proud  distinction  of  showing  a  light  decrease 
per  capita,  in  expenses,  and  in  Illinois  the  increase  is  only  15 
per  cent. " 

From  the  table  given  the  expenses  per  capita  in  Wisconsin  in 
1860  were  2.21,  and  in  1895  2.13.    In  1860  the  expenses  per  one 
thousand  dollars  of  assessable  property  was  9.20,  and  in  1895 
6.98,  being  the  only  state  in  the  entire  list  showing  a  decrease.

MINOR TTY    REPORT    Or    THE   JOINT  COMMITTEE  ON 

CLAIMS. 

We,  the  undersigned  numbers  of  the  joint  committee  on 
Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  No.  50,  A.,  appropriating  $8,000 
to  the  Wisconsin  state  agricultural  society,  make  the  following 
report  and  ask  for  the  passage  of  said  bill,  for  the  reasons: 

The  Wisconsin  state  agricultural  society  was  organized 
March  8,  1851,  incorporated  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  agri- 
cultural, horticultural,  mechanical,  manufacturing,  and  house- 
hold arts,  composed  then  of  a  few  patriotic  and  enterprising 
men.  How  well  they  accomplished  the  purpose  for  which  it 
was   organized  is  best   shown    by  reference  to  the  splendid 
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grounds  so  thoroughly  equipped  in  the  county  of  Milwaukee, 
and  the  great  strides  which  agriculture  in  all  its  bearings  has 
made  in  Wisconsin,  so  much  so  that  today  she  is  recognized 
throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  this  great  nation. 

At  many  times  during  the  eventful  career  of  the  agricultural 
society  it  has  met  with  reverses,  losses  and  deficits.  Upon 
every  occasion  it  came  to  the  legislature  of  Wisconsin  which  it 
has  always  recognized  as  its  parent  and  guardian,  and  has  re- 
ceived the  aid  which  it  sought  and  needed.  In  1885  a  law  was 
enacted  appropriating  $4,000  annually  to  the  society,  a 
smaller  amount  having  been  previously  appropriated.  During 
all  the  time  up  to  1895  the  society  received  said  aid 
without  question,  but  during  the  last  two  years  the  society  has 
not  received  this  appropriation.  Had  it  received  it,  it  would 
have  made  an  amount  equivalent  to  the  present  appropriation, 
and  this  request  would  have  been  unnecessary,  and  we  care  not 
what  steps  the  state  may  take  regarding  the  foreclosure  of  the 
mortgage  which  she  holds  against  the  society's  grounds.  The 
present  indebtedness  is  legal  and  honestly  contracted,  and  the 
state  of  Wisconsin,  ought  to,  as  we  believe  she  will,  come  to 
the"  rescue  of  the  society,  and  see  that  its  honest  debts  are  paid. 

Having  had  the  bill  under  consideration,  we  report  the  same 
back  with  the  recommendation  that  the  bill  pass.

Mr.  Yorkey  moved  that  bills  No.  32  and  33,  A.,  reported  by 
the  committee  on  Assessment  and  Collection  of  Taxes  be  recom- 
mitted to  the  committee  on  Cities. 

On  a  division  of  the  house  the  motion  was  lost. 


The  committee  on  State  Affairs,  to  whom  was  referred  that 
portion  of  the  governor's  message  which  relates  to  the  condition 
of  the  general  fund  of  the  state  treasury,  have  have  had  the 
same  under  consideration,  and  have  instructed  me  to  report 
herewith  a  bill,  entitled,  "A  bill  levying  a  state  tax  for  the 
year  1897  and  the  year  1898. " 

The  committee  desires  here  to  record  its  entire  approval  of 
the  action  of  the  executive  in  communicating  to  the  legislature 
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the  condition  of  the  treasury.  It  is  a  matter  about  which  there 
should  be  neither  concealment  nor  makeshifts.  The  people  are 
entitled  to  know  accurately,  and  fully  at  all  times  the  condition 
of  public  affairs.  This  is  a  government  of  the  people,  public 
officials  are  but  servants  of  the  people,  and  the  people  should  be 
kept  fully  advised  by  them  of  every  essential  phase  of  the  pub- 
lic business. 

The  committee  fully  agrees  with  the  conclusion  of  the  gover- 
nor that  state  officials  cannot  under  the  constitution  lawfully  in- 
volve the  state  in  indebtedness  by  overdrafts  at  banks  with  or 
without  interest.  It  is  difficult  to  see  how  state  officials  can 
lawfully  agree  with  any  bank  to  keep  for  any  period,  definite  or 
indefinite,  state  funds  on  deposit  without  interest. 

A  system  or  course  of  administration  which  can  only  protect 
the  treasury  by  such  arrangements  with  banks,  or  by  exacting 
from  railroad  companies  the  payment  of  moneys  not  due  to  tne 
state,  is  at  once  humiliating  and  indefensible.  The  railroad 
companies  are  the  creatures  of  the  state.  Under  the  constitu- 
tion the  state  has  the  power  to  alter  and  even  to  repeal  their 
charters,  and  because  of  this  relation  a  request  for  an  advance 
is  equivalent  to  a  demand  for  an  advance. 

Your  committee  agrees  with  the  governor  that  it  is  altogether 
out  of  harmony  with  the  spirit  of  our  people  that  the  credit  of 
Wisconsin  shall  be  dependent  upon  the  favor  of  either  banks  or 
railroad  companies. 

No  obligation  payable  out  of  the  general  fund  should 
be  outstanding  at;  any  time  unless  there  is  or  is  to  be 
in  the  general  fund  under  the  operation  of  the  laws 
of  the  state,  ample  funds,  belonging  to  the  people, 
with  which  to  meet  it.  When  it  is  apparent  that  there  will  be 
a  deficiency,  or  that  through  some  unforseen  contingency  a  de- 
ficiency has  arisen,  the  necessary  state  tax  should  be  promptly 
levied  for  the  purpose  of  making  and  keeping  good  the  general 
fund.  It  was  for  this  purpose  the  power  of  taxation  was  vested 
by  the  constitution  in  the  legislature.  The  framers  of  the  con- 
stitution clearly  foresaw  emergencies  in  this  respect,  and  with 
wise  forethought  provided,  by  section  5  of  article  8,  for  meet- 
ing them. 

The  present  situation  is  the  result  of  departure  from  this 
principle,  and  the  legislature  should  long  since  have  guarded 
against  it  by  proper  legislation.     We  should  do  so  now. 

It  is  quite  certain  that  the  people  are  not  willing  that  this 
commonwealth  shall  be  compelled  to  adopt  the  methods  of  a 
harassed  debtor,  and  "go  shinning"  for  money  with  which  to 
avert  the  discredit  of  insolvency. 

It  is  not  absolutely  certain  at  this  time  just  how  much  money 
will  be  required  to  make  good  the  general  fund.  It  is  certain, 
however,  that  the  taxpayers  of  the  state  are  not  only  willing 
but  anxious  to  furnish  the  money  with  which  to  pay  the  debts 
of  the  state.    If  any  evidence  of  this  popular  sentiment  were 
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required,  it  is  abundantly  furnished  by  the  favorable  comments 
which  the  frank  and  prompt  action  of  the  governor  in  the 
premises  has  evoked. 

The  committee  report  the  accompanying  bill,  entitled  as  above 
set  forth,  with  the  recommendation  that  the  same  do  pass.

Any  convention  called  to  elect  delegates  to  any 
city,  county,  assembly' district,  senatorial  district,  congressional 
district,  state  or  other  political  convention,  may  elect  such  num- 
ber of  delegates  as  the  convention  so  called  may  be  entitled  to 
choose.     Such   convention   shall  also  elect    an    alternate  for 

■  each  delegate  chosen.  No  delegate  so  elected  shall  give 
or  grant  a  proxy  to  any  person,  nor  shall  any  person  receive 
a  proxy  from  any  such  delegate,  but  in  the  absence 
in  any  delegate  chosen  to  any  convention  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned the  alternate  chosen  for  such  absent  delegate  shall 
have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  and  privileges  to  which  such 
absent  delegate  might  be  entitled  if  present.  The  delegates  and 

.alternates  present  in  any  convention,  shall  be  entitled  to  cast 
the  full  vote  of  the  delegation  of  which  they  are  members. 
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Also  amend  section  2  by  striking  out  the  word  "  or"  where  it. 
first  occurs  in  the  third  line  of  the  printed  bill,  and  inserting 
in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "and. " 

Amendments  to  bill  No.  432,  A.  : 

Amend  by  inserting  after  section  2  of  the  printed  bill  the  fol- 
lowing : 

LIGHTS. 

Section  3.  All  steam  vessels  navigating  the  lakes  herein 
shall  carry  the  following  lights  and  no  others  in  all  weather 
from  sun-set  to  sun-rise. 

(a)  On  or  in  the  forepart  of  the  vessel,  at  the  height  above 
the  hull  of  not  less  than  the  beam  of  the  vessel,  a  bright  white 
light,  so  constructed  as  to  show  an  unbroken  light  of  an  arc  of 
the  horizon  of  twenty  points  of  the  compass,  so  fixed  as  to  throw 
the  light  ten  points  on  each  side  of  the  vessel,  namely,  from 
the  right  ahead  to  two  points  abaft  the  beam  on  either  side, 
of  such  character  as  to  be  visible  at  a  distance  of  one  mile. 

(b)  On  the  starboard  side,  a  green  light,  so  constructed  as 
to  throw  an  unbroken  light  over  an  arc  of  the  horizon  of  ten 
points  of  the  compass,  so  fixed  as  to  throw  the  light  from  right 
ahead  to  two  points  abaft  the  beam  on  the  starboard  side,  and 
of  such  character  as  to  be  visible  at  least  one-half  mile. 

(c)  On  the  port  side,  a  red  light,  so  constructed  as  to  show 
an  unbroken  light  over  an  arc  of  the  horizon  of  ten  points  of 
the  compass,  so  fixed  as  to  throw  the  light  from  right  ahead 
to  two  points  abaft  the  beam  on  the  port  side,  and  of  such  a 
character  as  to  be  visible  at  least  one-half  mile.  The  said  green 
and  red  lights  shall  be  filled  with  in-board  screens  projecting  at 
least  three  feet  forward  from  the  light  so  as  to  prevent  these 
lights  from  being  seen  across  the  bow. 

STEERING. 

(a)  When  two  vessels  are  meeting  end  on,  or  nearly  end  on, 
so  as  to  involve  risk  of  collision,  each  shall  alter  her  course  to 
starboard  so  that  each  shall  pass  on  the  port  side  of  the  other. 

(b)  When  two  steam  vessels  are  crossing  so  as  to  involve  risk 
of  collision,  the  vessel  that  has  the  other  on  her  starboard  side 
shall  keep  out  of  the  way  of  the  other. 

(c)  Where,  by  and  of  these  rules  herein  prescribed,  one  of 
two  vessels  shall  keep  out  of  the  way,  the  other  shall  keep  her 
course  and  speed. 

(d)  Steam  vessels  shall  in  all  cases  keep  out  of  the  way  of 
sailing  vessels. 

(e)  Every  vessel  overtaking  any  other  shall  keep  out  of  the 
the  way  of  overtaken  vessel. 

(f)  Every  steam  vessel  underway,  in  taking  any  course  au- 
thorized or  required  by  these  rules,  shall  indicate  that  course 
by  the  following  signals  on  her  whistle,  to  be  accompanied 
whenever  required  by  corresponding  with  her  helm,  and  every 
steam  vessel  receiving  a  signal  from  another  shall  promptly  re- 
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spond  with  the  same  signal  unless  the  pilot  of  the  steam  vessel 
to  which  a  passing  signal  is  sounded  deems  it  unsafe  to  accept 
or  assent  to  said  signal,  he  shall  not  sound  a  cross  signal,  but 
in  that  case,  and  in  every  case  where  the  pilot  of  one  steamer 
fails  to  understand  the  course  or  intentions  of  an  ap- 
proaching steamer,  for  any  cause,  the  pilot  of  such  steamer  so 
receiving  the  first  passing  signal,  or  the  pilot  so  in  doubt  shall 
sound  several  short  and  rapid  blasts  of  the  whistle,  and  as 
they  shall  approach  each  other  both  shall  reduce  their  speed  to 
bare  steerageway  and  if  necessary,  stop  and  reverse.  One  blast 
to  mean  "I  am  directing  my  course  to  starboard,"  two  blasts  to 
mean  "I  am  directing  my  course  to  port."  But  the  giving  or 
answering  signals  by  a  vessel  required  to  keep  her  course  shall 
not  vary  the  duties  and  obligations  of  the  respective  vessels. 

Section  4.  Any  owner,  pilot,  employe,  or  other  person  or 
persons  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not 
to  exceed  ten  dollars  for  each  and  every  violation,  and  the  owner 
or  owners  of  such  vessel  shall  be  liable  to  any  person  or  persons 
for  all  damage  caused  by  such  violation.

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EXECUTIVE  COMMUNICATIONS 

State  of  Wisconsin, 

Executive  Office, 

March  12,  1897. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Assembly : 

I  have  the  honor  to  return  herewith  without  approval,  bill 
No.  63,  originating  in  the  assembly. 

My  reason  for  doing  this  is  that  the  bill  seems  to  be  clearly 
in  contravention  of  the  provision  of  the  constitution,  which 
prohibits  the  legislature  from  enacting  any  special  or  private 
law  for  "incorporating  any  city,  town  or  village,  or  to  amend 
the  charter  thereof. " 

The  act  of  the  legislature  of  1893,  amending  a  former  law  of 
similar  purport,  provided,  that  all  cities  organized  under  what 
is  known  as  the  general  charter  law,  should  be  divided  into  four 
classes,  the  classification  being  on  the  basis  of  population. 
These  classes  were  distinguished  as  follows: 

"Cities  containing  a  population  of  150,000  or  over  shall  con- 
stitute the  first  class.  Cities  containing  a  population  of  40,000 
or  over,  and  under  150,000,  shall  constitute  the  second  class. 
Cities  containing  a  population  of  10,000  or  over,  and  under 
40,000  shall  constitute  the  third  class.  Cities  containing  less 
than  10,000  shall  constitute  the  fourth  class." 

The  legislature  of  1895  passed  an  act  adopting  the  same 
classification  for  cities  organized  under  special  charters;  and 
the  supreme  court  has  in  at  least  one  decision  recognized  these 
classifications  as  being  made  on  a  proper  basis. 

The  bill  herewith  returned  proposes  a  sub-classification  by 
giving  certain  powers  to  officials  in  cities  "having  a  population 
of  100,000  or  more,"  and  adds  still  another  sub-classification  by 
providing  that  the  act  shall  apply  to  these  cities  "having  a  com- 
mon council  composed  of  two  aldermen  from  each  ward." 

It  does  not  follow  that  the  legislative  enactments  of  1893  and 
1895,  establishing  the  classifications  referred  to,  prevent  the 
legislature  from  making  further  classifications  if  it  choose  to  do 
so;  yet,  if  for  no  other  reason  than  to  avoid  confusion,  sub-clas- 
sification should  not  be  made,  unless  such  sub-classification 
bears  some  relation  to  the  subject  matter  of  the  act. 
If  the  classifications  established  can  be  sub-divided  as  this  bill 
proposes,  so  as  to  reach  any  particular  city,  and  as  a  merec  on- 
venience  in  framing  a  law,  there  is  no  reason  why  still  further 
classification  may  not  be  made,  and  so  on,  to  an  unlimited  ex- 
tent, and  thus,  under  the  guise  of  general  legislation,  special 
statutes  be  enacted. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  classification  in  this  case,  which  is 
wholly  unnecessary  for  the  purpose  contemplated  by  the  bill,  is 
plainly  open  to  the  charge  of  special  legislation.

I  have  the  honor  to  return  herewith  without  approval,  bill 
No.  117,  A.,  entitled,  "An  act  amendatory  of  chapter  6  of  the 
laws  of  1895,  entitled,  An  act  to  establish  a  police  court  in 
the  city  of  Milwaukee.'  " 

My  reason  for  returning  this  bill  is  that  its  provisions  are  in 
conflict  with  section  2  of  article  7  of  the  state  constitution, 
which  declares  that  the  judicial  power  of  the  state,  both  as  to 
matters  of  law  and  equity,  shall  be  vested  in  a  supreme 
court,  circuit  courts,  courts  of  probate  and  in  justices  of  the 
peace.  The  legislature  may  also  vest  such  jurisdiction  as  shall 
be  deemed  necessary  in  municipal  courts,  and  shall  have  power 
to  establish  inferior  courts  in  the  several  counties,  with  limited 
civil  and  criminal  jurisdiction." 

Section  23  of  the  same  article  of  the  constitution  provides 
for  court  commissioners  and  declares  that  the  legislature  may 
"provide  for  the  appointment  of  one  or  more  persons  in  each 
organized  county  and  may  vest  in  such  persons  such  judicial 
powers  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law,  etc." 

In  view  of  these  provisions  of  the  constitution,  it  seems  clear 
that  the  legislature  cannot  confer  upon  a  mere  clerk  of  a  police 
court  judicial  power  as  section  1  of  this  bill  proposes.  A  clerk 
of  such  a  court  is  certainly  not  an  officer  authorized  under  the 
constitution  to  exercise  judicial  functions.

I  return  the  bill  for  the  reason  that  there  is  apparent  a  con- 
flict between  that  part  of  the  act  which  declares  specifically 
what  the  proposed  amendment  shall  be  and  that  part  of  it 
which  undertakes  to  recite  the  law  as  it  will  read  when  so 
amended. 

Section  1  of  this  bill  provides  as  follows: 

"Section  9.  Chapter  24  of  the  laws  of  1895,  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking   out  the  words    'six  hundred'  where  they 
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occur  in  the  twelfth  line  ol  said  section  9,  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  words  'one  thousand.  "' 

If  the  words  'six  hundred'  where  they  occur  in  the  twelfth 
line  of  said  section  be  stricken  out,  and  the  words  'one  thousand' 
be  inserted  in  lieu  thereof,  said  section  9  would  be  so  amended 
as  to  fix  the  salary  of  the  clerk  of  said  municipal  court  abso- 
lutely at  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars.  But  when  the 
amended  section  is  recited  in  the  bill  the  words  'six  hundred' 
are  not  changed  to  'one  thousand. ' 

Further  along  in  the  proposed  amended  section  9  is  a  pro- 
vision which  reads  as  follows: 

"The  common  council  of  the  city  of  Oshkosh  and  the  county 
board  of  supervisors  of  Winnebago  county  may  at  any  time,  by 
a  majority  vote  in  each  of  said  bodies,  increase  the  salary  of 
said  clerk  to  an  amount  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  dollars  per 
annum. " 

Passing  by  the  failure  to  change  the  words  "six  hundred"  in 
the  amended  section  to  "one  thousand,"  which  is  manifestly  a 
clerical  error,  there  remains  still  the  direct  conflict  between  the 
expressed  purpose  of  the  bill  as  stated  in  the  first  lines  and 
that  section  conferring  authority  upon  the  city  council  and  the 
county  board  to  fix  the  salary  of  the  clerk. 

It  is  not  within  my  province  to  determine  which  of  these  pro- 
visions it  was  the  purpose  of  the  bill  to  enact;  but  to  approve 
the  measure  in  its  present  form  would  necessarily  lead  to  con- 
fusion and  litigation.

Said 
court  shall  have  authority  and  jurisdiction  throughout  said 
county  to  issue  warrants  for  the  apprehension  of  persons 
charged  with  the  commission  of  any  felony  or  bastardy  within 
said  county,  and  to  examine  such  alleged  offenders  and 
commit  or  hold  them  to  bail  the  same  as  a  justice  of  the 
peace  might  otherwise  do.  On  the  plea  of  guilty  by  one  accused 
of  crime,  the  said  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  and  power 
to  sentence  the  accused  for  any  offense  for  which  the 
highest  penalty  provided  by  law  does  not  exceed 
five  years'  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison.  On  and 
after  the  first  Monday  in  May,  A.  D.  1897,  no  justice  of  the 
peace,  police  justice  or  court  commissioner  within  said  county 
shall  have  or  exercise  any  jurisdiction  in  criminal  cases,  or 
prosecutions  under  the  police  regulations  of  the  state, 
except  that  in  cases  of  felony  and  bastardy,  such 
justices  and  court  commissioners  may  issue  warrants  of 
arrest  returnable  to  said  county  court;  and  when  so  doing 
they  shall  cause  the  complaint  in  any  such  case  to  be  forthwith 
filed  in  said  county  court.  Nothing  in  this  section  or  in  this 
act  shall  be  construed  as  conferring  upon  said  county  court 
50— A.  3. 
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jurisdiction  in  cases  arising  under  any  city  or  village  ordinance, 
or  as  interfering  with  the  jurisdiction  of  justices  in  cases 
arising  under  such  ordinances. 

Amend  section  3  by  striking  out  all  after  the  word  "peace" 
in  the  fourth  line,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 
"and  perform  all  ministerial  acts  required  of  him  by  and  un- 
der the  direction  of  said  county  court,"  so  that  the  section 
when  so  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  3.  The  register  in  probate  of  said  La  Crosse  county 
shall  be  the  clerk  of  said  county  court  in  all  proceedings  had 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall  be  styled  "clerk  of 
the  county  court. "  Said  clerk  shall  keep  a  record  of  such  pro- 
ceedings of  said  court  substantially  in  the  same  form  as  the 
docket  af  a  justice  of  the  peace,  and  perform  all  the  ministerial 
acts  required  of  him  by  and  under  the  direction  of  said  county 
court.

Appointed  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  1  of  the  laws  of 
1897  to  revise  the  laws  relating  to  the  incorporation  and  govern- 
ment of  villages. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Legislature  of  Wisconsin: 

The  commissioners  appointed  by  the  governor  under  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  1  of  the  laws  of  1897,  to  revise  the  laws  relat- 
ing to  the  incorporation  and  government  of  villages,  made 
necessary  by  the  decision  of  the  supreme  court  in  the  case  of 
North  Milwaukee,  respectfully  submit  for  your  consideration 
the  result  of  their  labors  in  the  form  of  a  bill,  entitled,  'An 
act  to  provide  for  the  incorporation  and  government  of  vil- 
lages, and  legalizing  the  acts  of  villages  and  the  officers 
thereof  " 

Your  commissioners  were  of  the  opinion  that  no  good  reason 
exists  for  uniting  villages  and  towns  for  purposes  of  taxation, 
election  of  town  officers,  etc.,  but  that  more  satisfactory  results 
will  obtain,  and  many  complications  be  avoided  by  the  complete 
separation  of  such  municipalities.  Laboring  under  this  convic- 
tion, your  commissioners  have  framed  the  bill  submitted  with 
reference  to  such  separation.

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REPORTS  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Assembly: 

The  special  committee  appointed  pursuant  to  joint  resolution 
No.  4,  A.,  to  examine  into  the  question  why  electricity  was  not 
introduced  into  the  capitol  building  instead  of  gas, 
and  to  ascertain,  if  possible,  the  reasons  why  such  change  was 
not  made  pursuant  to  law  heretofore  enacted  in  1895,  would 
respectfully  report  that  they  have  made  diligent  search  into  the 
facts  and  circumstances  concerning  said  matter,  and  do  now 
respectfully  submit  their  report  as  follows: 

Under  the  act  of  1895  the  sum  of  thirteen  thousand  dollars 
($13,000)  was  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  the 
electric  light  plant  and  supplying  the  capitol  building  with  elec- 
tric light.  It  appears  that  after  the  passage  of  this  act 
estimates  for  an  electric  light  plant  for  the  capitol 
building  and  park  grounds  were  secured,  and  it  was  found  that 
the  cost  of  the  same  would  exceed  the  appropriation  made  by  at 
least  seven  thousand  dollars  ($7,000)  for  the  reason  that  addi- 
tional boiler  capacity  would  be  necessary,  which  was  not  cal- 
culated upon.  For  this  reason,  and  for  the  further  reason 
that  the  lighting  system  which  obtained  in  1895  was  greatly 
improved  and  the  cost  of  the  same  greatly  reduced,  no  change 
to  electricity  was  made.  However,  we  are  informed  by  his  ex- 
cellency the  governor  and  the  superintendent  of  public  property 
that  such  a  change  may  still  be  advisable  in  the  near  future. 

It  may  be  interesting  to  submit  the  following  figures:  For  the 
years  1893  and  1894  the  cost  of  gas  alone  for  the  capitol  build- 
ing was  $9,313.91;  for  the  years  1895  and  1895  the  cost  was 
$7,131.30.  According  to  a  contract  which  is  now  in  exist- 
ence for  the  years  1897  and  1898  the  cost  to  the  state 
will  be  only  $5,705.04,  a  saving  to  the  state  from  1893  and 
1894  of  $3,608.87.  All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

MINORITY  REPORT. 

We,  the  undersigned  members  of  the  Judiciary  committee,  do 
hereby  dissent  from  the  majority  report  recommending  a  sub- 
stitute for  Joint  Resolution  No.  8,  A.,  and  beg  leave  to  submit 
a  minority  report. 

We  are  opposed  to  the  adoption  of  the  substitute  for  the  fol- 
lowing reasons: 
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It  couples  with  the  proposition  to  prohibit  the  acceptance  of 
free  transportation  by  members  of  the  legislature  the  proposi- 
tion to  raise  their  salaries  from  $500  to  $1,000. 

The  substitute  applies  only  to  the  acceptance  of  free  transpor- 
tation by  members  of  the  legislature,  whereas  we  believe  that 
it  should  include  all  public  officers. 

Whereas,  it  is  apparent  that  many  citizens  of  Wisconsin  are 
opposed  to  the  system  whereby  members  of  the  legislature  and 
other  public  officers  accept  free  transportation  from  railway 
corporations  and  as  this  is  a  government  of  the  people  we  be- 
lieve this  question  should  be  fairly  submitted  to  them,  that  they 
may  express  their  wishes  at  the  polls  untrammeled  by  any  other 
proposition. 

We  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  joint  resolution  No. 
8,  A.,  as  originally  submitted.

COMMUNICATION    FROM    THE    INSURANCE  COMMIS- 
SIONER. 

State  of  Wisconsin, 

Department  of  Insurance. 
Madison,  Wis.,  March 23d,  1897. 

To  the  Legislature : 

In  compliance  with  joint  resolution,  No.  20,  S.,  "Requiring 
the  commissioner  of  insurance  to  report  and  account  for  fees  and 
perquisites  paid  to  or  received  by  him,"  I  hereby  submit  the 
following : 

The  explanation  called  for  has  been  repeatedly  given,  and  I 
welcome  the  opportunity  to  again  place  myself  on  record,  that 
fees  and  perquisites  in  any  public  office  are  pernicious,  and  for 
the  good  of  the  public  service  should  be  abolished. 

The  fees  of  the  commissioner  of  insurance  which,  under  the 
law,  go  to  him  as  perquisites,  are: 

1.  Valuation  fees. 

2.  Examination  fees. 

The  valuation  fees  are  provided  for  in  section  1950,  which 
says:  "The  commissioner  of  insurance  shall  calculate  the  exist- 
ing value  of  all  its  outstanding  policies,  and  the  corporation 
shall  pay  annually  to  the  commissioner  of  insurance,  by  way  of 
compensation,  one  cent  on  every  thousand  dollars  for  the  valua- 
tion of  its  policies  issued  on  lives. " 

This  law  was  adopted  as  section  17,  chapter  59,  laws  of 
1870,  when  the  secretary  of  state  was  ex-officio  the  com- 
missioner of  insurance,  and  has  since  been  the  law  govern- 
ing the  valuation  of  the  policies  of  life  insurance  corpora- 
tions. This  valuation  is  necessary  to  determine  the  reserve 
liability  of  life  insurance  companies,  and  is  similar  to 
that  of  the  law  of  every  other  state  in  the  country  except 
that  in  most  all  of  the  states  sufficient  help  is  provided  to  make 
these  computations  and  the  fees  paid  into  the  state  treasury. 
The  law  properly  applies  only  to  the  Northwestern  Mutual  Life 
Insurance  Company  of  Milwaukee,  and  while  the  compensation 
of  one  cent  per  thousand  dollars  of  insurance  seems  but  a  small 
fee,  this  one  company  has  paid  as  such  valuation  fees  since  1870 
over  forty  thousand  dollars  as  shown  by  the  following  table:

this  valuation  and  up  to  1895  the  records  giv- 
policy  schedules  were  in  the  hands  of  an  act- 
Chicago,  who  performed  this  work  for  the  de- 
partment and  received  the  compensation.  The  present  com- 
missioner was  of  the  opinion  that  all  work  pertaining  to  the 
insurance  department  should  be  transacted  in  the  office  at  Madi- 
son,— had  the  records  returned  to  the  department  and  made  the 
policy  valuations  himself,  engaging  and  paying  such  additional 
help  as  was  necessary,  and  receiving  by  way  of  compensation 
the  fee  provided  for  by  law. 

The  better  plan  is  to  amend  the  law  paying  this  fee  into  the 
state  treasury,  and  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a 
competent  actuary  to  perform  this  service  at  a  fixed 
compensation,  and  I  submit  herewith  a  bill  to  carry  out 
such  purpose.  The  amount  of  these  fees  will  increase  from 
year  to  year  and  will  more  than  pay  for  all  the  additional 
help  asked  for  in  this  report.  These  fees  for  this  year 
will  amount  to  between  four  and  five  thousand  dollars.  As  to 
this  question  the  commissioner  desires  only  to  call  attention  to 
his  report  to  the  governor,  in  which,  on  page  IX  (Part  II,  Wis. 
Ins.  Report,  1895),  he  makes  the  following  recommendation: 
"As  the  valuation  fee  is  an  emolument  of  the  commissioner 
there  can  be  no  serious  objection  in  relieving  the  company  of 
this  tax. "

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The  examination  fees  are,  "The  sum  of  five  dollars  per  day 
during  the  time  of  examination  and  five  cents  per  mile  for  trav- 
eling,"  when  making  examinations  of  companies  as  provided  for 
in  section  1968,  R.  S. ,  and  "The  commissioner  of  insurance 
shall  receive  as  a  compensation  for  the  services  rendered  under 
the  provisions  of  this  section  his  necessary  traveling  expenses, 
and  ten  dollars  per  diem,  which  sum  shall  be  charged  against 
the  company, "  as  provided  by  subdivision  3,  of  section  1,  of 
chapter  200,  laws  of  1893. 

Early  in  1895  the  commissioner  of  insurance  called  the  atten- 
tion of  the  governor  to  this  matter  of  examination  fee  system 
prevailing  in  the  department  (page  XII,  Part  I,  Wis.  Ins. 
Report  1895)  as  follows: 

"Examinations  by  the  department  are  necessary,  and  to  the 
credit  of  the  honestly  conducted  and  well  managed  companies 
be  it  said,  that  they  do  not  object  to  the  most  thorough  and 
searching  examination,  but  they  do  object,  and  justly  so,  to 
the  expense  incident  to  such  examinations. 

"Examinations  by  the  department  are  made  for  the  protection 
of  the  people  and  should  be  paid  by  the  state;  the  commissioner 
or  the  examiners  of  this  .department  should  not  be  compelled 
to  accept  even  actual  expenses  from  the  company  examined. 
Several  times  the  commissioner  in  making  examinations  has 
been  compelled  from  the  showing  made  by  the  company 
to  refuse  admission  and  license  and  in  such  cases, 
he  has  paid  his  own  expenses;  he  should  not  be  called  upon  to  do 
this,  nor  should  he  accept  the  fees,  even  though  allowed  him  by 
law,  when  compelled  to  refuse  admission  to  a  company." 

Again  in  1896  (Part  II,  Wis.  Ins.  Report),  pages  X  and  XI, 
the  commissioner  expressed  himself  as  follows: 

"The  law  should  so  fix  the  expense  of  examinations  as  to  leave 
no  fpes  or  perquisites  for  the  commissioner  or  the  examiners; 
the  fees  should  be  paid  into  the  state  treasury,  and  the  expenses 
of  examination  paid  out  on  warrants  duly  drawn.  Fees  and 
perquisites  in  any  public  office  are  demoralizing  and  against 
public  policy,  and  offer  only,  too  often,  the  incentive  for  unnec- 
essary examinations,  and  prove  rather  a  detriment  than  a 
benefit  to  the  effectiveness  of  the  department.  Examinations, 
when  made  for  the  benefit  of  the  people,  should  have  in  them 
nothing  of  gain  to  those  making  or  conducting  them." 

No  record  of  any  kind  has  been  kept  of  these  fees  nor  does 
the  law  require  that  this  be  done;  it  may  be  well,  however,  to 
say,  that  whenever  any  of  the  clerks  of  the  department  have 
made  examinations,  the  commissioner,  during  the  past  two 
years,  owing  to  the  small  compensation  received  by  the  em- 
ployes of  this  department,  has  permitted  them  to  retain  these 
examination  fees,  so  that  something  like  twenty-five  hundred 
dollars  has  been  donated  by  the  commissioner  in  this  manner. 
Some  thirty  companies  and  associations  have  been  refused 
admission  to  transact  business  in  this  state  during  the  past 
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two  years,  of  which  thirteen  have  since  failed.  Whenever  the 
commissioner  of  insurance  has  made  an  examination  and  re- 
fused license,  he  has  invariably  also  refused  to  except  any  fees 
for  the  examination,  and  where  checks  have  been  sent,  returned 
the  fees;  so  that  were  it  possible  for  the  present  commissioner 
to  report  the  examination  fees  received,  and  his  expenditures,- 
it  is  possible  that  he  would  be  compelled  to  report  a  deficit  on 
this  account. 

The  commissioner  can  truthfully  say,  that  the  present  fee  sys- 
tem has  been  made  use  of  by  him  to  promote  the  efficiency  of  the  de- 
partment, that  in  examinations  the  purpose  was  to  ascertain  the 
true  condition  of  the  company  examined,  and  it  is  a  pleasure  to  re- 
port, that  of  all  the  companies  admitted  and  doing  business,  not 
one  has  failed  while  licensed  by  the  insurance  department,  and  that 
if  any  just  and  valid  claim  has  not  been  paid  by  any  authorized 
company,  it  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  matter  has  not  been  pre- 
sented to  the  commissioner.  Yet,  this  system  of  perquisites  or 
emoluments  is  all  wrong  and  should  be  abolished. 

Counting,  however,  the  valuation  fees,  together  with  the  ex- 
amination fees  possible  to  be  received  under  the  present  law, 
the  fees  and  perquisites  of  the  commissioner  can  be  made  to 
equal  six  thousand  dollars  per  year.  Better  service  can  be 
given  the  people,  if  provision  be  made  to  properly  supervise  the 
great  interests  committed  to  the  department,  and  I  present 
herewith  another  bill  abolishing  this  examination  fee  system, 
limiting  the  cost  of  examinations  to  actual  expenses,  with  the 
appointment  of  an  examiner  for  the  department.

has  been  paid  over  and  receipted  for  by  the  state  treasurer,  and 
exceeds  by  far  the  total  receipts  of  any  three  full  years  in  the 
history  of  the  department.

The  special  committee  appointed  to  "investigate  the  truth  or 
falsity  of  certain  intimations  reflected  upon  the  honor  and  integ- 
rity of  certain  members  of  the  assembly, "  pursuant  to  resolu- 
tion No.  23,  A.,  respectfully  report  as  follows:  The  resolution 
being  general  in  its  nature,  and  no  specific  charge  having 
been  made,  your  committee  cited  numerous  parties  before  it 
with  a  view  to  ascertain  the  nature  of  the  charge  and  the  mem- 
ber whose  integrity  and  honor  is  alleged  to  have  been  assailed. 
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The  testimony  thus  taken  shows  that  Dr.  Gilbert  E.  Seaman, 
of  Milwaukee,  charged  Charles  N.  Frink,  a  member  of  the  as- 
sembly, for  the  fifth  district,  of  the  same  place,  with  having 
offered  to  accept  a  bribe,  but  was  unable  to  substantiate  the 
charge  with  satisfactory  proof. 

The  former  stated  under  oath  that  on  the  25th  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, A.  D.  1897,  in  the  assembly  chamber  at  Madison,  Wis., 
Mr.  Frink  being  then  and  there  a  member  of  the  committee  on 
Public  Health  and  Sanitation,  and  which  then  had  under  con- 
sideration bill  No.  235,  A.,  commonly  known  as  the  medical  bill, 
offered  to  use  his  influence  to  procure  a  favorable  report  there- 
on, by  said  committee,  in  consideration  of  the  payment  to  him 
of  $100.00.  This  charge  Mr.  Frink,  under  oath,  positively 
denied. 

There  being  no  material  testimony  at  hand  to  corroborate  the 
charge,  your  committee  are  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  the 
evidence  is  insufficient  to  justify  further  proceedings  in  the 
matter.

It  is  hereby  declared  unlawful  for  any 
person  or  persons  to  have  in  their  possession  any  lake  trout 
or  white  fish  of  less  than  2  pounds  round  or  undressed  weight 
nor  less  than  1^  pounds  dressed  weight  (except  that  lake  trout 
may  be  had  in  possession  and  offered  for  sale,  not  to  exceed  25 
pounds  at  any  one  time);  any  wall-eyed  pike  of  less  than  1  pound 
round  or  undressed  weight;  or  any  catfish  of  less  than  3  pounds 
round  or  1^-  pounds  dressed  weight.  Any  person  who  shall  vio- 
late any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  $25  nor  more  than  $100  and  be  imprisoned 
until  such  fine  be  paid,  not  to  exceed  90  days.

Section  15,  a:  It  shall  be  unlawful,  and  is  prohibited,  to  cap- 
ture or  take  by  means  of  nets  of  any  kind,  in  any  of  the  outly- 
ing waters  of  the  state,  any  white  fish  or  trout,  between  the 
15th  day  of  October  and  the  1st  day  of  December  next  succeed- 
ing. •  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  $25  nor  more  than  $100,  and  be  imprisoned 
until  such  fine  be  paid,  not  exceeding  90  days.

REPORTS  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES. 

The  joint  special  committee  consisting  of  three  members  from 
the  senate  and  four  from  the  assembly  appointed  under  Jt.  Res. 
No.  22,  S. ,  with  instructions  to  visit  the  Wisconsin  vet- 
erans' home  at  Waupaca,  and  the  Downer  college  property  at 
Fox  Lake,  and  to  inquire  into  the  present  condition  of  the  home 
and  its  present  and  future  needs,  and  to  make  such  recommen- 
dations relating  to  additional  buildings  at  the  Waupaca 
home,  or  as  to  the  advisability  of  leaving  the  Downer  college 
property  for  a  branch  home,  as  in  their  judgment  would  best 
provide  for  the  veterans  and  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
state,  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 
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On  March  fourth  we  visited  Fox  Lake  and  made  a  thorough 
inspection  of  the  Downer  college  building  and  grounds. 

We  find  these  buildings  built  of  stone  and  pleasantly  situated 
in  the  residence  part  of  the  village.  It  is  the  opinion 
of  the  committee  that  the  buildings  with  slight 
alterations  and  certain  repairs,  and  with  additional  provision 
for  heating  the  main  building  with  steam  and  for  lighting  the 
two  buildings  with  electricity  and  by  making  other  minor 
improvements  necessary  to  secure  proper  sanitary  conditions 
would  be  well  adapted  for  the  purpose  of  a  home 
for  soldiers  and  soldiers'  wives  and  widows,  the  arrangement 
and  plan  of  the  rooms  being  very  similar  to  the  larger  build- 
ings at  Waupaca.  We  estimate  the  cost  of  the  necessary  repairs 
and  improvements  as  above  suggested  at  from  $-±,000  to  $4,500 — 
$1,000  of  which  the  trustees  of  the  property  agree  to  pay. 

On  March  5th  the  committee  visited  the  Wisconsin  veterans' 
home  at  Waupaca.  We  find  the  buildings  well  adapted  for  the 
purpose  intended  and  capable  of  accommodating  about  400  peo- 
ple comfortably,  without  crowding,  the  number  of  inmates  at 
present  is  about  375.  The  lack  of  room  now  is  for 
married  couples,  the  only  vacant  space  being  in 
the  large  dormitories  for  men  in  which  from  twenty  to  twenty- 
five  can  still  be  accommodated.  We  are  informed  by  the  command- 
ent  that  he  has  on  file  the  application  of  sixteen  married  couple 
selected  as  the  most  deserving  from  among  all  who  have  applied 
for  admission  recently,  he  estimated  the  number  of  destitute 
and  worthy  married  people  who  will  seek  admis- 
sion into  the  home  during  the  next  year  at  from  twenty 
to  twenty  five-couples  in  addition  to  those  now  on  file. 
After  a  careful  and  serious  consideration  of  the  whole  subject  and 
the  relative  merits  of  the  two  plans  proposed  for  additional  room 
the  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  while  we  consider  the  college 
well  adapted  for  a  temporary  home,  and  that  many  arguments 
could  be  made  for  its  acceptance,  and  while  we  believe  that  under 
a  proper  and  judicious  management  the  cost  of  maintenance 
there  for  125  people  would  be  little  if  any  more  than  the 
costs  at  Waupaca,  on  account  of  the  usual  danger  of  increasing 
appropriations  for  any  state  institutions  from  year  to  year,  and 
in  view  of  the  general  aversion  to  starting  new  institutions  at 
the  present  time,  we  recommend  that  the  establishment  of  a 
branch  home  be  deferred  for  the  present,  and  would  recommend 
the  following  appropriations  for  additional  buildings,  heating 
and  light  for  the  Waupaca  home.

The  addition  to  the  hospital  is  deemed  an  urgent  necessity 
even  should  there  be  no  other  additional  buildings  for  as  these 
people  become  feeble  with  old  age  the  different  infirmities 
from  which  a  majority  are  suffering  obtain  a  stronger  hold 
and  the  need  of  hospital  treatment  becomes  more  common.  Be- 
lieving that  these  veterans  of  the  war  whose  present  misfortunes 
are  largely  due  to  exposure,  wounds  and  disease  incurred  in  the 
defense  of  a  cause  which  made  it  possible  for  this  to  be  the 
grandest  nation  on  earth,  we  recommend  the  same  liberal  treat- 
ment in  the  future  that  has  been  practiced  by  the  people  of  this 
state  in  the  past.

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  act  upon  all  bills, 
resolutions  or  matters  before  the  legislature  pertaining  to  the 
university,  which  may  be  referred  to  it;  to  examine  into  the 
management  and  condition  of  the  university,  the  method  of 
keeping  and  the  correctness  of  the  accounts  of  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements of  funds;  the  character  and  extent  of  the  instruc- 
tion given  by  each  professor,  instructor  or  assistant ;  the  na- 
ture of  the  investigations  being  carried  ou;  the  require- 
ments of  labor;  the  compensation  of  all  persons 
receiving  pay  from  the  board  of  regents;  the  condition  of  the 
buildings  and  property;  the  number  of  students  in  attendance 
at  the  university;  and  shall,  not  later  than  December  first, 
prior  to  the  expiration  of  its  term,  cause  to  be  printed  by  the 
state  printer,  through  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  one 
thousand  (1,000)  copies  of  a  detailed  report  of  its  proceedings 
and  findings,  for  distribution  to  and  by  the  members  of  the 
senate  and  assembly  for  the  session  of  1899. 

Resolved,  That  all  necessary  books,  stationery  and  supplies  for 
the  use  of  the  committee,  to  be  furnished  by  the  superintendent 
of  public  property  upon  requisition  of  its  president. 

There  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  the  funds  in  the  treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  a  sum  sufficient  to  meet  the  pur- 
poses of  this  resolution.

REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEES. 

The  committee  appointed  under  assembly  resolution  No. 
27,  to  investigate  and  report  the  reasons  why  toll  roads  have 
not  reported  to  the  secretary  of  state  or  paid  any  license 
fees,  find  on  examination  that  by  some  unaccountable 
omission  while  section  1869  remains  as  a  portion  of  the 
statutes  of  1878  and  provides  that  all  toll  roads  shall  make 
an  annual  report  to  the  secretary  of  state,  there  is  no 
penalty  for  not  reporting  nor  any  license  fee  required ;  no  reports 
have  been  made  or  license  fees  paid  for  years.  Chapter  74,  laws  of 
1854,  provided  that  plank  roads  and  railroads  should  pay  an  annual 
license  fee  of  one  percent,  on  their  gross  earnings.  Thesa  me  provi- 
sion was  included  in  chapter  18  of  the  revised  statutes  of  1858, 
chapter  174,  laws  of  1860,  provided  for  an  increase  of  the  license 
fee  on  the  railroads  to  three  per  cent.,  making  no  provision 
for  a  license  fee  for  toll  roads  and  repealed  the  sections 
of  the  revised  statutes  of  1858  that  provided  for  a  license 
fee  for  plank   roads,  leaving   no   provision   for   the  taxation 
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of  toll  roads  except  the  general  law  by  local  assessment, 
which,  so  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  has  not  been  done, 
certainly  not  in  Milwaukee  county  where  most  of  the  toll 
roads  are  located.  While  a  few  of  the  toll  roads  continued  to  pay 
a  license  fee  of  one  per  cent,  after  the  law  had  been  repealed  un- 
til 1883  and  one  until  1888,  some  of  them  have  not  paid  license 
fees  or  taxes  of  any  kind  since  1859.  We  would  recommend  a 
law  providing  for  a  license  fee  on  the  gross  earnings 
of  all  toll  roads,  and  that  some  legislation  be  had 
tending  to  do  away  with  all  such  roads  in  the  near  fu- 
ture as  they  have  long  outlived  their  usefulness,  and  while  they 
may  have  met  a  need  in  the  past,  the  conditions  that  warranted 
their  building  do  not  now  exist.

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EXECUTIVE  COMMUNICATIONS. 

State  of  Wisconsin, 

Executive  Office. 
Madison,  April  5,  1897. 

To  the  Hono7*ab!e,  the  Assembly: 

I  return  herewith,  without  approval,  bill  No.  434,  originat- 
ing in  the  assembly. 

The  policy  of  enacting  a  measure  of  this  kind,  made  applica- 
ble to  all  cities  and  villages  in  the  state,  "any  provision  of  any 
city  or  village  charter  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,"  may 
well  be  questioned;  but  the  most  serious  objection  to  the  bill  is 
aside  from  this. 

A  law  similar  in  character  was  enacted  by  the  legislature  of 
1893,  but  that  law  contained  a  provision  authorizing  the  common 
councils,  and  village  boards,  to  extend  the  licenses  issued  prior 
to  its  enactment,  and  which  would  expire  before  the  date  fixed 
in  the  law  for  the  issuing  of  new  licenses,  to  the  latter  date,  on 
the  payment  of  a,  pro  rata  amount  by  the  applicants  for  the  li- 
censes. There  are  undoubtedly  many  cities  and  villages  in  the 
state  where  liquor  licenses  have  been  issued  on  May  1,  or  some 
other  date  prior  to  July  1,  good  for  one  year.  These  licenses 
will  expire  on  May  1,  or  on  some  other  date  prior  to  July  1; 
and  the  bill  herewith  returned  makes  no  provision  whatever  for 
the  extension  of  these  licenses  until  July  1,  the  date  fixed  by 
this  measure  for  the  new  licenses  to  issue. 

It  will  be  readily  seen  that  this  failure  to  make  provision  for 
an  extension  of  the  licenses  now  in  force  and  expiring  prior  to 
July  1,  will  result  in  confusion,  and  possibly  in  injustice  to 
the  cities  and  people  affected  by  it.

state  necessarily  increases  the  expenses  of  the  state  government 
in  certain  departments,  are  unanimously  of  the  opinion 
that  the  bill  reported  by  them  will  in  no  way  impair  the  public 
service  and  will  turn  ish  rmple  clerical  help  and  later  1o  mn  1h 
several  departments  of  the  state  government  during  the  time 
intervening  between  its  passage  and  the  time  when  further  leg- 
islative action  in  the  matter  may  be  necessary. 
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The  bill  reported  by  your  committee  makes  a  net  reduction 
in  existing  salaries  of  $17,000  per  annum.

REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Assembh/ : 

The  special  committee,  to  wrhom  was  referred  the  petition  of 
S.  L.  WTells  and  others,  relative  to  the  connections  made  at  Camp 
Douglas  by  the  trains  of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  and  St.  Paul, 
and  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  and  Omaha  Railway 
Companies,  with  instructions  to  confer  with  the  railway  com- 
missioner and  the  representatives  of  said  roads  in  relation  to 
the  complaints  made  by  said  petitioners,  respectfully  report: 

That  it  has  attended  to  the  duties  assigned  it  and  found  that 
until  about  the  first  of  the  present  month  the  trains  of  said  roads 
did  fail  to  connect  at  Camp  Douglas  and  that  the  difference  in 
the  time  of  arrival  of  the  two  day  trains  going  east  was  only 
sixteen  minutes.  That  in  consequence  of  the  failure  to 
connect,  passengers  for  points  on  the  Milwaukee  and  St.  Paul 
road,  arriving  on  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha 
train,  were  obliged  to  remain  at  Camp  Douglas  seven  hours, 
thus  inflicting  upon    them  a  needless  loss  of  time  and  expense.

EXECUTIVE  COMMUNICATION. 

State  of  Wisconsin, 

Executive  Office, 
Madison,  April  23,  1897. 

To  the  Ho7iorable,  the  Assembly  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  return  herewith,  without  approval,  bill 
No.  136,  originating  in  the  assembly. 

The  constitution  of  the  state  declares  that  "the  privilege  of 
the  debtor  to  enjoy  the  necessary  comforts  of  life  shall  be  recog- 
nized by  wholesome  laws,  exempting  a  reasonable  amount  of 
property  from  seizure  or  sale  for  the  payment  of  any  debt  or 
liability  hereafter  contracted. " 

The  law  exempting  wages  to  the  amount  of  sixty  dollars  per 
month  has  been  upon  the  statute  books  for   fourteen  years,  and 
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its  operation  during  that  period  entitles  it  to  the  distinction  of 
being  one  of  the  "wholesome  laws"  for  the  protection  of  wage 
earners. 

It  will  hardly  be  argued  that  the  industrial  condition  of  the 
country  at  the  present  time  makes  such  exemption  any  less 
wholesome  or  necessary  than  it  has  been  in  the  past. 

Believing,  as  I  do,  that  the  law  now  upon  the  statute  books 
allows  exemption  to  the  wage  earner  of  no  more  than  a  reasona- 
ble amount,  I  cannot  give  this  measure,  which  proposes  a  very 
important  reduction  in  that  amount,  my  approval.

EXECUTIVE  COMMUNICATION. 

State  of  Wisconsin, 

Executive  Office, 
Madison,  April  23,  1897. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Assembly : 

I  have  the  honor  to  return  herewith,  without  approval,  bill 
No.  430,  originating  in  the  assembly. 

I  am  constrained  to  believe  that  in  the  drafting  of  this 
measure  some  provisions  of  the  law  under  which  trust  and  se- 
curity companies  are  organized,  were  overlooked. 

Section  3  of  chapter  203,  laws  of  1891,  makes  it  obligatory 
upon  the  companies  to  which  this  bill  refers,  to  "deposit  with 
the  state  treasurer  of  this  state,  not  less  than  fifty  per  centum 
of  the  amount  of  their  capital  stock,  nor  more   than   one  him- 
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dred  thousand  dollars  in  amount;  such  deposit  to  be  in  cash  or 
bonds,  or  in  mortgages  on  unincumbered  real  estate  within  the 
state  of  Wisconsin,"  etc. 

These  securities  being  deposited  with  the  state  treasurer  are 
taxable  as  well  as  all  other  mortgages  or  securities  in  which  the 
capital  of  such  corporation  may  be  invested.  Section  1038  of 
Sanborn  &  Berryman's  annotated  statutes,  in  specifying  what 
property  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation,  includes  "stock  in  any 
corporation  in  this  state  which  is  required  to  pay  taxes  upon 
its  property  in  the  same  manner  as  individuals. " 

This  bill  provides  for  the  amendment  of  section  10  of  chapter 
263,  so  that  the  stock  of  all  such  corporations  shall  be  assessed 
to  the  several  stockholders;  that  is  to  say,  the  securities  on  de- 
posit with  the  state  treasurer  would  be  subject  to  taxation,  and 
also  the  stock  of  each  separate  stockholder,  a  portion  of  the 
value  of  whose  stock  is  represented  by  the  securities  on  deposit 
with  the  state  treasurer,  would  also  be  subject  to  taxation,  thus 
compelling  the  stockholders  to  submit  to  double  taxation. 

The  bill  provides  that  the  valuation  of  the  real  estate  as  as- 
sessed shall  be  excluded,  but  does  not  provide  for  the  exclusion 
of  the  other  property  of  the  corporations,  which  is  a  part  of 
their  capitol  stock,  and  upon  which  they  must  pay  a  tax. 

It  is  not  improbable  that  under  the  present  law  the  corpora- 
tions to  which  this  bill  refers  do  not  pay  a  sufficient  amount  of 
taxes,  but  this  would  hardly  justify  legislation  compelling  the 
stockholders  upon  that  account  to  submit  to  double  taxation. 

I  cannot  give  my  approval  to  a  measure  which  contemplates 
so  manifest  an  injustice.

No.  129,  originating  in  the  assembly,  entitled,  "An  act  to  de- 
fine express  companies,  and  to  prescribe  the  mode  of  taxing  the 
same,  and  to  fix  the  rate  of  taxation  thereon.  " 

This  bill  is  returned  for  the  reason  that  it  failed  of  proper 
enactment.  In  its  passage  there  was  disregarded  the  very  ex- 
plicit direction  of  the  constitution  that  in  "  the  passage  in 
either  house  of  the  legislature  of  any  law  which  imposes,  con- 
tinues or  renews  a  tax  ....  the  question  shall  be  taken 
by  yeas  and  nays,  and  three-fifths  of  all  the  members-elect  to 
such  house  shall  in  all  cases  be  required  to  constitute  a  quorum.  " 
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To  approve  a  measure  so  plainly  and  vitally  defective  would 
be  to  invite  litigation  and  subject  the  state  to  unnecessary  ex. 
pense. 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  importance  of  this 
measure  and  also  to  that  of  bill  No.  619,  A.,  and  to  urge  upon 
you  the  necessity  for  properly  enacting'both  bill's  before  the  ad- 
journment of  this  session. 

If  we  are  to  maintain  in  this  state  a  righteous  system  of  tax- 
ation, it  is  necessary  that  we  see  to  it  that  large  corporations 
doing  business  within  our  borders  and  receiving  without  dis- 
crimination or  stint  the  full  protection  of  our  laws  shall  not  es- 
cape paying  their  just  share  of  the  expenses  of  the  government.

This  measure  is  open  to  much  more  serious  objections  than 
those  urged  against  the  law  of  1895,  which  were  pointed  out  in  my 
biennial  message  to  the  legislature,  in  that  instead  of  placing  the 
full  responsibility  of  bank  examining  where  the  banking  code  con- 
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templated  it  should  be — upon  the  state  treasurer — it  divides  it 
between  the  state  treasurer  and  the  bank  examiner,  and  opens 
the  way  for  making  the  office  of  bank  examiner  much  more  ex- 
pensive than  it  is  at  the  present  time.  Besides  this,  the  bill  is 
in  opposition  to  the  policy  of  the  legislature  as  to  limiting  the 
number  of  employes  in  the  various  departments,  as  expressed  in 
the  measure  known  as  chapter  355,  of  the  laws  of  1897.

This  measure  seems  to  me  to  be  invalid  because  it  contravenes 
the  provisions  of  chapter  102,  of  the  laws  of  1866,  which  was 
adopted  by  the  people  at  the  general  election  of  that  year, 
pursuant  to  the  sections  of  the  constitution  which  reserve 
to  them  substantially  all  power  over  legislation  concerning 
the    subject    of  bank    and    banking  powers    and  privileges.

It  is  provided  by  that  chapter  that  "No  tax  shall  here- 
after be  assessed  upon  the  capital  of  any  bank  or  bank- 
ing association  organized  under  the  authority  of  this  state; 
but  the  stockholders  in  such  banks  and  banking  associations 
shall  be  assessed  and  taxed  on  the  value  of  their  shares  of  stock 
therein,  at  the  place  where  the  bank  or  banking  association  is 
located,  and  not  elsewhere. "  The  act  contains  no  provisions 
for  deducting  from  the  value  of  such  shares  the  value  of 
any  real  estate  whatever  held  by  the  bank  which  issued  the 
shares.  The  supreme  court  of  this  state  has  said  in  State 
ex  rel.  vs.  Hastings,  12  Wis.,  47,  a  case  involving  the  validity 
of  a  statute  which  provided  for  a  tax  on  the  capital  stock 
of  banks  at  a  fixed  percentage,  that  the  taxing  power  over 
banks  vested  in  the  people  is  not  subject  to  the  limi- 
tation imposed  upon  the  legislature  by  the  constitution, 
viz. :  that  the  rule  of  taxation  shall  be  uniform.  The 
court  further  says  that  "our  constitution  is  a  substantial  reser- 
vation to  the  people  themselves  of  all  legislative  power  upon  the 
subject  of  banks  and  banking.  Not  only  could  the  legislature 
not  act  upon  the  subject  without  the  assent  of  the  people,  but 
the  people  retained  the  power  of  determining,  in  every  particu- 
lar, what  the  bank  charters,  or  general  banking  law,  should  be. 
They  could  have  no  force  until  satisfied  by  a  majority  of  the 

voters  The  law  emanates  from  the  same  source 

as  the  constitution,  and  in  this  respect  would  seem  little  in- 
ferior in  dignity  and  importance  to  the  constitution." 

The  same  view  as  to  the  binding  force  of  a  law  submitted  to 
and  approved  by  the  people,  pursuant  to  the  constitution,  is 
held  by  the  court  in  Gilkey  vs.  McKinley,  75  Wis.,  543,  a  case 
decided  so  late  as  1890.  We  have,  therefore,  what  is  practi- 
cally a  constitutional  provision  regulating  the  taxation  of  bank 
stocks;  and  until  that  provision  is  changed  by  a  vote  of  the 
people,  it  is  binding  upon  the  legislature  and  the  executive, 
and  can  neither  be  enlarged  nor  restricted. 

If  it  be  contended  that  the  opening  words  in  the  law  of  1890 
should  be  construed  as  including  real  estate  owned  by  banks, 
the  answer  is  that  those  words  must  be  read  in  connection  with 
the  law  which  the  act  of  1866  superseded.  That  law,  provided 
that  banks  should  pay  a  semi-annual  tax  of  three-fourths  of  one 
per  centum  on  the  amount  of  their  capital  stock,  and  that  said 
stock  shall  be  exempt  from  all  other  taxes  except  on  that  por- 
tion thereof  which  shall  consist  of  and  include  the  real  property 
of  banks,  "and  the  real  property  of  all  banks  and  bank- 
ing associations  shall  be  assessed  and  taxed"  where 
the  same  is  located.  It  seems  clear  that  the  pur- 
pose of  the  law  of  1866  was  to  change  the  method  of  tax- 
ing the  capital  stock  of  banks,  other  than  real  estate.  This 
view  finds  confirmation  in  the  fact  that  until  the  enactment  of 
chapter  261,  laws  of  1895,  no  provision  was  made  for  deducting 
from  the  value  of   bank  stock   the   value  of  any  real  property 
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whatever  held  by  banks.  A  long  continued  practical  construc- 
tion of  a  statute  is  entitled  to  very  great  weight  in  determin- 
ing its  meaning;  and  the  enactment  of  the  laws  of  1895  is  per- 
suasive in  leading  to  the  conclusion  that  real  estate  had  not  pre- 
viously been  regarded  as  bank  capital.

I  return  herewith,  without  approval,  bill  No.  -148,  originat- 
ing in  the  assembly,  entitled,  'An  act  to  authorize  Angus  Mc- 
Allister, his  heirs  or  assigns,  to  construct  and  maintain  a  dam 
across  the  Oconto  river,  in  Oconto  county,  state  of  Wiscon- 
sin. " 

I  do  not  believe  that  in  the  terms  of  this  grant  of  privileges 
the  rights  of  the  public  in  the  premises  are  properly  protected. 
Two  other  laws  granting  dam  privileges  upon  the  Oconto  river 
have  already  been  passed  during  this  session,  but  these  more 
specifically  reserve  to  the  public  the  right  to  the  free  use  of 
the  waters  of  the  stream.  One  of  these  measures,  now  known 
as  chapter  240,  laws  of  1897,  provides  that  the  dam  must  be 
constructed  "  so  as  at  all  times  to  give  free  and  unobstructed 
passage  to  all  rafts,  logs  and  other  lumber  passing  down  said 
Oconto  river. " 

The  other  measure,  now  known  as  chapter  145,  laws  of  1897, 
provides  that  the  slides  "shall  be  kept  open  at  all  times  when  the 
river  is  at  a  driving  stage,  or  the  water  is  being  used  for  driving 
purjyoses. " 

The  measure  herewith  returned,  provides  that  "  The  said 
'Angus  McAllister,  his  associates,  heirs  or  assigns,  shall  provide 
booms,  constructed  so  as  to  allow  free  passage  through  said  dam 
of  any  logs,  timber  or  lumber  owned  or  controlled  by  any  other 
person  or  corporation  free  of  charge,  and  shall  maintain  a  suffi- 
cient head  of  water  for  that  purpose." 

"  Free  passage  through  said  dam  "  might  be  allowed  to  the 
public  as  provided,  and  then  the  water  be  immediately  shut  off, 
and  thus  the  passage  of  the  lumber  over  the  rapids  below  seri- 
ously impeded,  if  not  actually  prevented. 

In  measures  of  this  character  the  local  conditions  cannot  be 
overlooked  if  the  rights  of  the  public  to  the  use  of  the  streams 
are  to  be  protected.

I  return  herewith,  without  approval,  bill  No.  131,  originating 
in  the  assembly,  entitled,  "An  act  to  authorize  counties  to  build 
and  maintain  county  industrial  schools. " 

All  of  the  sympathy  a  measure  intended  to  provide  for  the 
care  of  young  unfortunates  calls  for,  does  not  prevent  the  ap- 
pearance of  defects  in  this  measure  of  so  grave  a  nature  as  to 
lead  to  the  conclusion  that  if  the  bill  were  a  law  it  would  fail  to 
accomplish  the  purpose  designed.  A  mere  statement  of  some  of 
these  defects  will  suffice  to  justify  the  withholding  of  approval. 

The  bill  is  silent  as  to  the  procedure  to  be  followed  in  de- 
termining who  may  be  committed  under  it;  no  provision  is 
made  for  giving  notice  to  the  parent  or  guardian  of  any  child 
who  may  be  alleged  to  be  within  its  terms;  it  contains  no  di- 
rection as  to  the  ages  of  the  children  who  may  be  sent  to  any 
school  which  may  be  established  under  it,  neither 
does  it  fix  any  age  at  which  children  committed  may 
be  discharged.  No  power  is  given  the  county  board 
or  the  agents  and  teachers  it  may  appoint  to  provide  homes 
for  the  inmates  or  for  teaching  them  trades.  The  bill  confers 
authority  upon  the  county  boards  to  make  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations and  appoint  such  agents  and  teachers  for  the  manage- 
ment of  the  schools  as  may  seem  best;  but  aside  from  this 
merely  permissive  provision,  it  is  silent  as  to  the  mental,  moral 
and-industrial  training  of  the  children  who  might  come  under 
its  provisions.  The  state  ought,  in  all  these  respects,  to  care- 
fully guard  the  rights  of  its  unfortunate  youth.

REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE. 

Mr.  Flett,  of  the  joint  special  committee  appointed  under  Jt. 
Res.  No.  7,  S.,  submitted  report  as  follows: 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin : 

The  joint  special  committee  on  revision,  appointed  pursuant 
to  joint  resolution  No.  7,  S. ,  of  the  session  of  1897,  have  had 
under  consideration,  as  directed  by  joint  resolution  No.  76,  S., 
bill  No.  33,  S.,  entitled,  "A  bill  to  revise  the  general  statutes 
of  the  state  of  Wisconsin,"  and  respectfully  report: 

That  in  compliance  with  said  resolution  your  committee  are 
able  to  report  from  a  careful  examination  of  the  bill,  section  by 
section,  and  of  the  session  laws  for  the  years  of  1879  to  1895, 
chapter  by  chapter,  that  all  provisions  of  the  statute  law  as 
embodied  in  the  revised  statutes  of  1878  and  said  session 
laws  are  contained  in  the  bill  and  the  amendments  herewith 
submitted,  or  their  omission  is  accounted  for  in  this  report  or 
by  appropriate  notes  in  the  bill  and  the  amendments. 

That  your  committee  have  revised  and  incorporated  by  way 
of  amendments,  herewith  submitted,  all  the  general  laws  of 
1897  except  as  hereinafter  stated,  and  for  ready  reference  have 
prepared  a  table  showing  the  chapters  of  the  laws  of  1897  so  in- 
corporated and  the  number  of  the  sections  where  they  are  found 
in  such  amendments. 

Your  committee  have  also  prepared  and  recommended  sundry 
amendments,  necessary  in  their  judgment  to  harmonize  and  unify 
the  various  provisions  of  law,  and  in  preparing  such  amend- 
ments have  also  acted  upon  suggestions  received  from  members 
of  the  bar,  state  officers  and  judges,  as  well  as  the  amendments 
suggested  by  the  revisers  in  said  bill.  This  has  been  done  in 
some  instances  by  slight  changes  in  the  text  of  the  bill,  in  others 
by  substitution,  and  where  required  by  inserting  sections.  We 
have  recommended  some  changes  in  existing  statutes,  but  they 
relate  mostly  to  details,  and  in  few  instances  are  material  de- 
partures from  the  present  policy  of  the  statutes,  but  tend  rather 
to  simplify  and  harmonize  the  law.  Some  changes,  however, 
are  recommended  which  are  material,  notably  the  increase  in 
the  amount  of  fees  required  from  notaries  public,  in  the  land 
office,  and  for  filing  articles  of  incorporation.  These  have  been 
submitted  in  pursuance  of  suggestions  made  by  the  governor 
and  on  the  theory  that  the  several  state  departments  should  be 
made  self-supporting  as  early  as  practicable,  and  for  the  further 
reason  that  in  all  surrounding  states  similar  fees  are  much 
larger. 

In  incorporating  the  legislation  of  1897  we  have  attempted 
to  harmonize  and  assimilate  it  with  the  body  of  the 
law,  preserving  its  substance  and  purport-rather  than  phraseol- 
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ogy,  and  believe  that  all  the  essential  provisions  thereof 
have  been  embodied  in  the  amendments. 

Your  committee  have  recommended  the  omission  from  the  bill  of 
all  sections  pertaining  to  the  Milwaukee,  Dane  and  Kipon 
municipal  courts,  and  the  superior  court  of  Milwaukee  county 
now  embodied  in  the  annotated  statutes,  as  well  as  all  other  laws 
creating  or  regulating  municipal  courts  and  county  courts  with 
extended  jurisdiction,  for  the  reason  that  they  are  not  of  a  gen- 
eral nature,  and  it  not  perceived  why  part  should  be  retained 
and  not  all  of  them;  and  to  embody  them  all  would  materially 
and  unnecessarily  encumber  the  statutes;  also  that  all  provis- 
ions pertaining  exclusively  to  cities  of  the  first  and  second 
classes  be  omitted,  for  the  reason  that  they  apply  only  to 
the  city  of  Milwaukee  and  hence  are  not  of  a  general  nature, 
there  being  no  city  of  the  second  class  in  the  state;  also  that 
chapter  165  of  the  laws  of  1897  be  omitted  for  the  reason  that 
in  their  judgment  it  is  clearly  unconstitutional,  being  in  viola- 
tion of  the  provisions  of  section  23,  article  4,  of  the  state  con- 
stitution ;  also  that  a  change  be  made  in  the  insurance  laws 
embodied  in  chapter  277  of  the  laws  of  1897  reducing  the 
amount  of  capital  stock  required  to  entitle  a  foreign  surety 
company  to  do  business  in  this  state  from  two  hundred  thous- 
and dollars  to  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  for  the  reason 
that  such  limitation  would  prevent  all  but  one  of  such  foreign 
companies  from  doing  business,  thereby  shutting  out  many 
meritorious  companies  and  depriving  the  state  of  a  large  amount 
of  revenue. 

Your  committee  also  submit  herewith  addenda  containing 
some  omissions  and  proposing  changes  the  need  of  the  latter 
being  brought  to  their  attention  after  the  printing  of  the  body 
of  the  report. 

In  prosecuting  the  work  your  committee  have  constantly  been 
impressed  with  the  increasing  bulk  of  our  statutes  and  have 
kept  in  mind  the  necessity  for  condensation.  Owing  to 
the  fact  that  the  revision  of  the  insurance  law  prepared 
in  accordance  with  chapter  280  of  the  laws  of  1895  was 
not  adopted  by  the  legislature  it  became  necessary  to  re- 
vise the  entire  insurance  law,  which  materially  added  to 
our  labors.  We  have  found  that  the  bill  submitted 
by  the  revisers  has  been  prepared  with  the  greatest  care  and 
accuracy,  and  is  worthy  of  the  highest  commendation.  Where 
they  have  rewritten  the  law  it  has  always  been  done  in  a  very 
terse  and  clear  style  with  the  most  painstaking  care,  and  with 
the  result  of  considerably  reducing  the  amount  of  matter.  Their 
arrangement  of  the  bill  has  been  made  in  the  most  logical  order 
and  the  amendments  proposed  by  them,  have  in  the  main,  been 
found  to  be  well  calculated  to  better  carry  out  the  purpose  and 
to  harmonize  the  provisions  of  the  statutes.  We  acknowledge 
the  efficiency  and  faithful  service  which  has  been  rendered  the 
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committee  by  the  revisers.  Their  ripe  experience  and  famil- 
iarity with  the  work  has  been  invaluable. 

Your  committee  report  back  the  bill  with  the  amendments 
herewith  submitted  and  recommend  its  passage  when  so  amended. 

Your  committee,  in  further  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
joint  resolution  number  76,  S.,  herewith  submit  a  bill  containing 
such  sections  of  the  revisers'  bill  and  of  the  amendments  thereto, 
which  in  their  judgment  should  take  immediate  effect,  by  reason 
of  their  importance,  and  also  a  bill  to  provide  for  the  purchase 
and  distribution  of  the  statutes,  the  passage  of  both  of  which  is 
hereby  recommended.

senatorial  and  assembly  districts  on  the  basis  of  the  new  state 
census  recently  completed  as  provided  by  law. 

In  testimony  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  caused 
the  great  seal  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin  to  be  affixed. 
Done  at  the  city  of  Madison,  this  fourteenth  day  of

His  excellency,  the  governor,  has  deemed  it  necessary  to  con- 
voke the  legislature  at  this  time  for  the  purpose  of  apportioning 
the  state  into  assembly  and  senate  districts  on  the  basis  of  the 
new  state  census  of  1895. 

It  has  been  truly  remarked,  that  the  matter  of  making  an  ap- 
portionment is  one  of  the  most  important  duties  with  whichthe 
legislature  under  the  constitution  stands  charged. 
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I  feel  confident  that  it  is  the  purpose  and  aim  of  the  mem- 
bers of  this  body  to  give  their  undivided  consideration  and  best 
judgment  to  the  making  of  an  equitable,  honorable  and  above 
all  a  strictly  constitutional  apportionment.  I  am  reminded  by 
his  vacant  chair  and  by  the  sable  emblems  of  mourning  with 
which  his  desk  is  draped,  that  since  the  adjournment  of  the  last 
session  of  the  legislature  Death  has  taken  away  Hon.  James  W. 
Freeman,  who  would  have  aided  us  at  this  session  with  his 
counsel  and  experience,  had  he  not  been  so  unexpectedly  re- 
moved. 

In  his  untimely  death  the  legislature  has  lost  an  influential 
and  useful  member,  the  state  an  upright  citizen,  his  district  a 
valuable  representative,  the  community  a  kind-hearted,  sympa- 
thetic friend,  his  family  an  affectionate  husband  and  father. 
His  legislative  colleagues  loved  and  respected  him  for  his  many- 
sterling  qualities  and  faithful  devotion  to  his  numerous  friends^ 
and  it  will  be  meet  for  this  assembly  at  an  early  day  to  give 
further  expression  of  their  respect  for  his  memory.

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COMMUNICATION  FEOM  THE  GOVERNOR. 

State  of  Wisconsin, 

Executive  Office, 
Madison,  February  18,  1896. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Legislature: 

You  have  been  called  to  meet  in  special  session  for  the  pur- 
pose of  apportioning  the  state  into  senate  and  assembly  dis- 
tricts on  the  basis  of  the  state  census  taken  for  that  purpose  in 
1895. 

Your  honorable  body  in  its  regular  session  of  last  year 
adopted  a  resolution,  known  as  joint  resolution  No.  10,  provid- 
ing for  the  appointment  of  a  committee,  mado  up  of  members  of 
both  houses  and  from  both  political  parties,  to  prepare  within 
sixty  days  from  the  date  of  the  promulgation  of  the  new  census, 
a  bill  "apportioning,  and  districting  anew  the  members  of  the 
senate  and  assembly  .  .  .  and  deposit  the  same  with  the 
governor. " 

This  resolution  made  it  the  duty  of  the  governor  to  submit  to 
the  next  session  of  the  legislature,  "whether  the  same  be  a 
regular  or  an  extraordinary  session,"  the  work  of  your  com- 
mittee; and  in  compliance  with  these  directions  I  hereby  sub- 
mit the  bill  prepared,  together  with  the  majority  and  minority 
reports,  as  deposited  with  me. 

In  carrying  out  the  directions  of  your  honorable  body,  I  deem 
it  not  improper  to  call  your  attention  to  the  great  importance 
of  the  work  which  now  devolves  upon  you:  No  duty  which  a 
legislative  body  is  called  upon  to  perform  should  be  freer  from 
a  taint  of  partisanship  than  that  of  re-districting  the  state  into 
senate  and  assembly  districts;  nor  should  personal  ambition  or 
desire  be  allowed  to  vary  your  work  from  the  line  of  strict 
fairness  and  constitutional  requirements. 

The  state  constitution  clearly  defines  the  true  principle  of  ap- 
portionment, and  if  any  doubt  existed  at  any  time  as  to  the 
proper  construction  of  its  provisions,  its  interpretation  by  our 
supreme  court  is  clear  enough  to  remove  that  doubt.  No  meas- 
ure which  does  not  comply  strictly  with  the  constitutional  re- 
quirements should  be  allowed  to  become  a  law. 

This  special  session  should  be  as  brief  as  is  consistent  with 
an  earnest  and  intelligent  consideration  of  the  measures  which 
shall  come  before  you.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  APPORTIONMENT. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  and  Assembly: 

The  undersigned,  a  majority  of  the  joint  committee  of  the 
senate  and  assembly,  appointed  pursuant  to  joint  resolution 
No.  10,  approved  April  19,  1895,  "relating  to  apportionment," 
beg  leave  respectfully  to  report: 

The  joint  committee  was  charged  by  said  resolution  "  with  the 
•duty  of  preparing,  so  soon  as  the  next  enumeration  of  the  in- 
habitants of  the  state  shall  have  been  taken  and  the  result 
thereof  duly  promulgated,  a  bill  apportioning  and  districting 
anew  the  members  of  the  senate  and  assembly,  according  to  the 
number  of  inhabitants  as  shown  by  said  enumeration,  excluding 
Indians  not  taxed,  and  soldiers  and  officers  of  the  United  States 
army  and  navy. " 

The  result  of  the  census  was  promulgated  on  the  15th  day  of 
October,  1895,  showing  the  population  of  the  state  to  be 
1,937,915.  On  the  1st  day  of  November,  1895,  the  joint  com- 
mittee organized  by  the  election  of  Senator  L.  W.  Thayer,  chair- 
man, and  the  election  of  A.  J.  Turner  as  clerk  of  the  committee. 
The  committee  as  soon  as  organized  entered  upon  the  discharge 
of  the  duty  imposed  upon  them  by  the  joint  resolution,  have 
given  the  subject  their  careful  consideration  and  attention,  and 
nave  prepared  a  bill  entitled  "A  bill  to  apportion  the  state  into 
senate  and  assembly  districts,"  and  do  with  this  report  deposit 
the  same  with  the  governor,  within  sixty  days  after  the  enu- 
meration was  completed,  and  the  result  thereof  promulgated, 
for  submission  by  the  governor  to  the  next  session  of  the  legis- 
lature. 

The  undersigned  have  given  great  labor  to  the  preparation  of 
this  bill,  and  have  kept  constantly  in  mind  the  command  of  the 
legislature,  contained  in  said  joint  resolution,  "to  strictly  com- 
ply with  the  requirements  of  article  4  of  the  constitution,  as 
construed  by  the  supreme  court,  to  the  end  that  the  senate  and 
assembly  districts  shall  be  so  formed  as  to  be  as  nearly  equal  as 
practicable  in  population,  compact  in  form,  and  of  convenient, 
contiguous  territory. " 

We  have  found  it,  notwithstanding  our  utmost  efforts,  im- 
possible to  apportion  and  district  anew  the  state  into  senate 
and  assembly  districts  in  a  manner  to  produce  exact  equality  in 
population.  Observing  the  wise  restrictions  contained  in  the 
constitution,  that  in  the  formation  of  assembly  districts  neither 
county,  town,  precinct  or  ward  lines  shall  be  broken,  and  that 
in  the  formation  of  senate  districts  no  assembly  district  shall 
be  divided,  we  believe  it  to  be  impossible  to  do  more  than  to 
secure  approximate  equality.  There  must  of  necessity  be  in- 
equalities ;n  performing  the  duty  under  the  constitutional  re- 
strictions. We  have  studiously  endeavored,  however,  to  so  deal 
with  the  subject  as  to  make  a  fair  distribution  or  apportion- 
ment of  members  and  senators  among  the  people,  to  minimize 
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the  inequalities  between  the  districts  and  to  bring  about  upon 
the  whole  as  nearly  as  practicable  proportionate  representation 
of  all  the  people  in  both  the  senate  and  assembly.  We  have 
worked  out  many  different  plans,  and  the  one  which  is  embodied 
in  the  bill  herewith  submitted  is  the  result  of  our  best  effort  and 
thought.  That  it  will  be  found  free  from  criticism  we  cannot 
expect.  That  it  shall  meet  the  wishes  of  each  locality  we  do 
not  anticipate.  It  is  our  judgment  that  no  oill  can  possibly  be 
prepared  that  will  do  so.  We  hope,  however,  that  when  care- 
fully examined  it  will  be  found  as  a  whole  to  be  satisfactory. 

While  the  legislature  undoubtedly  possesses  the  power  under 
the  constitution  to  transcend  county  lines  in  the  formation  of 
senate  districts,  we  have  as  a  matter  of  public  policy,  endeav- 
ored to  obviate  that  necessity,  and  it  will  be  seen  that  in  no  in- 
stance has  a  county  line  been  broken  in  forming  a  senate  district. 

It  would  be  a  great,  and  we  think  unnecessary,  labor  to  state 
in  detail  the  processes  which  have  resulted  in  the  formation  of 
the  bill.  The  map  accompanying  it  will  show  at  a  glance  the 
boundaries  of  senate  and  assembly  districts  and  the  population 
of  eac  h  If  it  is  practicable  to  apportion  members  and  senators 
and  form  assembly  and  senate  districts  upon  a  fairer  or  more 
more  equal  basis,  we  have  been  unable,  after  many  efforts,  to 
discover  it.  We  submit  the  bill  as  the  result  of  our  best  effort 
and  judgment. 

The  undersigned  regret  to  say  that  in  the  preparation  of  this 
bill  they  have  not  had  the  benefit  either  in  the  way  of  sugges- 
tion, discussion  or  co-operation  in  any  form  of  the  members  of 
the  commitee  representing  the  minority  party  thereon.  In  this 
they  have  been  disappointed. 

The  undersigned  acknowledge  with  pleasure  the  assistance 
which  has  been  afforded  them  in  the  preparation  of  this  bill  by 
Hon.  A.  J.  Turner,  who  reluctantly  accepted  the  position  of 
clerk  of  the  committee,  upon  our  urgent  solicitation,  because  of 
his  knowledge  of  and  interest  in  the  subject.  Several  plans  of 
apportionment  have  been  prepared  and  submitted  by  him,  which 
after  careful  study  and  amendment  by  the  undersigned  members 
of  the  committee,  who  have  given  attention  to  the  subject,  have 
resulted  in  the  bill  deposited,  being  the  bill  which  accompanies 
this  report. 

The  subject  has  had  at  each  meeting  of  the  committee  and  in 
the  intervals  between  said  meetings  the  careful  attention  of  each 
of  the  undersigned.  We  submit  our  work  with  absolute  confi- 
dence that  whatever  may  be  said  of  it,  it  will  be  found  to  be 
absolutely  free  from  the  vicious  element  of  "gerrymander."

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MINORITY  REPORT. 

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin: 

The  undersigned  members  of  the  committee  appointed  to  pre- 
pare a  bill  redistricting  the  state  into  senate  and  assembly  dis- 
tricts, pursuant  to  joint  resolution  No.  10,  passed  by  the  legis- 
lature of  this  state  at  its  regular  session  held  this  year,  refuse 
to  concur  in,  and  object  to  the  bill  prepared  by  the  majority  of 
said  committee  redistricting  the  state  into  senate  and  assembly 
districts  for  the  following  reasons: 

First  —  In  the  few  cases  in  which  said  bill  makes  no  change 
in  the  present  districts  it  is  unnecessary. 

Second  —  Said  bill  violates  the  constitutional  mandate  that 
assembly  districts  shall  "consist  of  contiguous  territory,  and 
be  in  as  compact  form  as  practicable,"  and  iurther  violates  the 
•constitutional  mandate  that  senate  districts  shall  be  made  up  of 
"convenient  contiguous  territory." 

Third  —  The  said  bill,  in  so  far  as  it  changes  the  present  sen- 
ate and  assembly  districts  of  the  state,  utterly  ignores  the 
rights  of  the  people,  was  dictated  by  partisanship,  executed  in 
the  interests  of  partisanship,  and  Ol  parcisanship  only,  and  pro- 
poses a  gerrymander  in  the  worst  sense  of  that  term. 

Fourth — There  can  be  no  regular  session  of  the  present  legis- 
lature hereafter;  no  extra  session  of  the  legislature  can  be  con- 
vened to  pass  said  bill  unless  there  be  something  in  the  present 
apportionment  of  the  state  into  senate  and  assembly  districts 
that  would  be  construed  to  be  an  extraordinary  occasion,  within 
the  meaning  of  the  constitution.  It  is  confidently  submitted 
that  there  is  nothing  in  the  present  districting  of  the  state  that 
could  be  so  construed,  and  nothing  that  authorizest  he  governor 
to  call  an  extra  session  of  the  legislature.  The  only  excuse  set 
forth  by  those  of  the  party  in  power  who  advocate  the  calling 
of  an  extra  session  for  the  purpose  of  redistricting  the  state 
into  senate  and  assembly  districts,  isthat  the  present  appor- 
tionment gives  too  much  power  to  the  minority  party.  At  the 
election  of  1894,  the  last  state  election,  the  democratic  and  re- 
publican parties  together  cast  338,400  votes  for  governor;  of 
these,  142,250,  more  than  one- third  of  the  whole,  were  cast  by 
the  democratic  party,  and  196,150,  or  less  than  two-thirds  of 
the  whole,  were  cast  by  the  republican  party.  According  to 
the  votes  cast  the  democratic  party  would  be  entitled  to  more 
than  44  of  the  133  members  of  the  legislature,  while  the  re- 
publican party  would  be  entitled  to  not  more  than  88  members. 
In  the  present  legislature  the  democrats  have  but  32  members, 
or  less  than  one-fourth  of  the  whole  number,  while  the  republi- 
can party  has  101  members,  or  more  than  three-fourths  of  the 
whole  number.  To  claim  that  this  presents  an  extraordinary 
occasion  would  certainly  be  ridiculous. 

Fifth — The  present  apportionment  of  the  state  into  senate 
and  assembly  districts  was  made  just  after  the  most  bitter  con- 
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tests  on  apportionment  this  state  has  ever  experienced.  And 
yet  it  has  been  acquiesced  in  by  all  parties.  It  is  therefore  a 
fair  presumption  that  it  is  a  legal  and  constitutional  apportion- 
ment. The  minority  of  the  committee  were  utterly  powerless 
to  render  the  bill  other  than  it  is.

Every  incorporated  village,  whether  mentioned 
in  this  act  or  not,  that  is  not  entirely  separate  from  any  town 
for  the  purposes  of  assesssmsnt  and  taxation,  shall  be  consid- 
ered as  a  portion  of  the  town  of  which  it  forms  a  part.  Every 
incorporated  village  that  is  entirely  separate  from  any  town, 
and  any  town  or  ward  that  may  have  been  omitted  in  this  act, 
shall  form  a  part  of  the  assembly  district  in  which  it  is  situated, 
if  it  shall  be  entirely  surrounded  by  territory  forming  such  dis- 
trict, and  also  be  a  part  of  the  same  senatorial  district  as  such 
assembly  district.  If,  however,  any  such  incorporated  village, 
town  or  ward  that  may  have  been  omitted  in  this  act,  shall  join 
two  assembly  districts  in  the  same  county,  it  shall  form  a  part 
of  the  assembly  district  which  it  may  adjoin  having  the  smallest 
population,  and  also  be  a  part  of  the  senatorial  district  of 
which  such  assembly  district  forms  a  part. 

Section  4.  This  act  shall  be  published  in  the  official  state 
paper  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage  and  publication,, 
and  no  other  publication  shall  be  required.  Such  act  shall  also 
be  included  in  the  volume  of  laws  that  may  be  passed  by  the 
legislature  at  its  session  in  1897  and  no  other  publication  in  a 
volume  shall  be  required.

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SUPPLEMENTAL  COMMUNICATION 

The  committee  appointed  under  joint  resolution  No.  10,  A., 
passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  legislature,  to  formulate  a  bill 
apportioning  the  state  into  senate  and  assembly  districts,  to 
be  presented  to  the  next  session  of  the  legislature,  discharged 
the  duty  imposed  upon  them  by  the  terms  of  such  joint  resolu- 
tion and  deposited  a  bill  with  the  governor  on  the  13th  day 
of  December,  1895. 

With  the  filing  of  the  bill  the  duties  of  the  committee  ter- 
minated, but  the  undersigned,  members  of  the  committee,  in 
our  individual  capacities,  have  continued  to  give  the  important 
subject  which  had  been  committed  to  us,  in  part,  our  careful 
consideration,  with  the  view  of  perfecting  the  bill  in  every  par 
ticular  where  it  appeared  to  be  possible  to  do  so,  and  to  elim- 
inate every  reasonable  objection  to  the  measure  that  might  I  e 
urged  against  it.  With  the  additional  time  for  studying  the 
subject  in  all  of  its  varying  and  complex  features  thus  afforded 
we  have  found  it  possible  to  suggest  changes  in  the  bill  in  some 
of  the  particulars  which  would  secure  a  closer  approximation 
to  the  representative  unit,  in  the  formation  of  some  of  the 
districts,  without  departing  from  other  constitutional  require- 
ments. 

These  changes  are  set  forth  in  the  accompanying  schedule. 
If  we  were  permitted  to  do  so  we  would  incorporate  these  mod- 
ifications in  the  bill  filed  with  the  governor,  but  as  we  have  no 
authority  to  do  so  now,  we  join  in  asking  that  the  amendment 
we  would  desire  to  make  be  published  in  the  journal  in  con- 
nection with  our  report,  which  the  governor  has  laid  before 
you,  and  also  this  statement  that  we  make  in  our  individual 
capacities,  as  members  of  the  committee,  explanatory  of  our 
present  opinions.

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MINORITY  REPORT. 

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin : 
The  undersigned  members  of  the  joint  committee  of  twenty, 
appointed  at  the  present  special  session  of  the  legislature, 
called  by  his  excellency,  the  governor,  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
apportioning and  re-districting  the  state  into  senaate  and 
assembly  districts,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  pre- 
pared by  the  special  committee  appointed  pursuant  to  joint 
resolution  No.  10,  passed  by  the  legislature  of  Wisconsin  at  its 
regular  session  in  1895,  refuse  to  concur  in  and  object  to  the 
bill  reported  by  the  majority  of  said  committee  of  twenty,  as 
presented  this  21st  day  of  February,  1896,  for  the  following 
reasons : 

First: — No  extra  session  of  the  legislature  can  be  convened 
to  pass  an  apportionment  bill  unless  there  be  something  in  the 
present  apportionment  of  the  state  into  senate  and  assembly 
districts  that  would  be  construed  to  be  an  extraordinary  occa- 
sion, within  the  meaning  of  the  constitution.  It  is  confidently 
submitted  that  there  is  nothing  in  the  present  districting  of 
the  state  that  could  be  so  construed. 

Second:  —  If  we  concede  for  the  sake  of  the  argument  that 
such  extraordinary  occasion  or  exigency  exists  which  would 
warrant  the  convening  of  the  legislature  and  the  presenting  of 
an  apportionment  bill  for  such  re-districting,  then  we  object 
a,nd  protest  against  the  bill  presented  for  unfairness  and  viola- 
tion of  the  constitutional  provisions,  which  must  govern  in  the 
formation  of  such  a  law,  for  the  reason  that  the  mandate  of  the 
constitution  is  violated,  first:  in  that  the  senatorial  districts 
proposed  thereby  do  not  consist  of  convenient  contiguous  terri- 
tory, and  do  not  contain  a  population  as  nearly  equal  as  possi- 
ble. The  senatorial  unit  as  fixed  by  the  present  census  being 
58,725,  and  the  senatorial  districts  as  fixed  by  the  bill  recom- 
mended by  the  committee  varying  between  46,654,  being  12.071 
below  the  senatorial  unit,  and  68,345.  which  is  9,620  above  the 
senatorial  unit,  being  a  difference  in  population  between  sena- 
torial districts  as  proposed  by  the  terms  of  said  bill  of  21,691; 
and  second:  because  in  the  formation  of  the  senatorial  districts 
in  the  county  of  Milwaukee  and  many  other  parts  of  the  state, 
principal  portions  of  and  whole  senatorial  districts  are  unnec- 
essarily transferred  from  even  numbered  to  odd  numbered  dis- 
tricts and  vice  versa,  so  that  a  large  portion — in  some  in- 
stances three-fourths  and  more  —  of  the  lawful  voters  of  such 
districts  are  in  effect  disfranchised  for  a  term  of  years,  and 
others  thereby  given  the  privilege  of  again  exercising  the  right 
of  franchise  in  electing  or  assisting  in  electing  new  members  of 
the  senate;  and  third:  because  said  senate  districts  so  con- 
stituted in  many  instances  contain  but  two  assembly  districts, 
while  in  others  four  assembly  districts  are  assigned  to  a  single 
senate  district. 
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We  also  refuse  to  concur  in,  and  object  to  the  assembly  dis- 
t.\o...'s  ci^  proposed  by  said  bill,  for  the  reason  that  many  of  the 
same  are  not  in  .as  compact  form  as  practicable,  and  for  the 
further  reason  of  the  disparity  in  population  between  said  dis- 
urints,  the  same  varying  in  population  from  14,025  to  27,271,  a 
difference  of  13,246,  and  in  one  county  (Milwaukee)  ranging 
ranging  between  15,291  and  26,432,  a  difference  of  11,141  in 
the  population  of  assembly  districts  in  that  one  county. 

We  might  readily  p  int  out  other  glaring  irregularities  and 
defects  in  said  proposed  bill,  but  believing  that  the  above  is 
sufficient  to  call  the  attention  of  the  legislature  to  the  impro- 
priety of  passing  said  bill,  we  submit  this  our  protest  for  the 
consideration  of  the  legislature,  and  believe  that  when  its  at- 
tention is  called  to  said  specific  defects  and  others  which  appear 
upon  the  face  of  said  bill,  the  legislature  in  common  fairness 
and  in  justice  to  the  people  represented  by  it,  will  refuse  to  lend 
itself  to  the  passage  of  a  measure  so  palpably  unfair  and  unjust.

COMMUNICATION  FROM  THE  ATTORNEY  GENERAL. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Wisco7isin: 

Gentlemen  —  This  office  has  under  consideration  the  two  ques- 
tions submitted  relating  to  the  formation  of  an  apportionment 
bill  at  the  present  session  of  the  legislature: 

1.  Can  county  lines  be  broken  in  the  formation  of  senate  dis- 
tricts? 

2.  If  in  the  formation  of  senate  districts  greater  equality  of 
population  can  be  attained  by  breaking  county  lines  than  by  not 
breaking  such  lines,  and  assuming  that  the  assembly  districts 
can  'be  kept  intact,  and  that  the  senate  districts  can  also  be 
formed  of  convenient,  contiguous  territory,  should  not  the  legis- 
lature break  county  lines  in  order  to  conform  to  the  decisions 
of  our  supreme  court? 

Our  supreme  court  has  decided  in  the  late  case  of  State  ex 
rel.  Lamb  vs.  Cunningham,  reported  in  83  Wis.,  page  90,  and 
more  especially  on  page  152,  that  "  the  only  constitutional  im- 
pediment to  the  security  of  equality  of  representation  in  senate 
districts  is  the  requirement  that  senators  shall  be  chosen  by 
single  districts  of  convenient,  contiguous  territory  ....  and  no 
assembly  district  shall  be  divided  in  the  formation  of  a  senate 
district. " 

This  seems  to  us  to  be  the  plain  and  natural  construction  to 
be  placed  upon  the  language  contained  in  section  5  of  article 
IV  of  the  Constitution. 

Being  asked  to  give  an  immediate  answer  to  these  questions 
without  a  full  statement  of  the  reasons,  we  will  simply  add 
that  in  our  opinion  both  these  questions  should  be  answered  in 
the  affirmative.

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REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  JOINT  COMMITTEE  ON  APPOR- 
TIONMENT. 

The  select  committee  on  Apportionment,  to  whom  was  re-com- 
mitted 

No.  1,  A., 

"A  bill  to  apportion  and  district  anew  the  state  of  Wisconsin 
into  senate  and  assembly  districts," 

Have  considered  the  same  and  respectfully  report  the  same 
back  with  amendments  and  recommend  that  the  same  do  pass, 
when  so  amended. 

Amend  as  follows: 

Item  1 — Amend  the  division  of  Dodge  county  assembly  dis- 
tricts by  placing  Clyman  in  the  first  assembly  district  and  Bur- 
nett in  the  second  district. 

Item  2 — 2.  The  Second  and  Fourth  wards  of  the  city  of  Mil- 
waukee shall  constitute  the  second  assembly  district  of  Milwau- 
kee county. 

4.  The  Fifteenth  and  Sixteenth  wards  of  the  city  of 
Milwaukee  shall  constitute  the  fourth  assembly  district  of 
Milwaukee  county. 

Item  3 — 9.  The  counties  of  Adams,  Marquette,  Waushara  and 
Juneau  shall  constitute  the  ninth  senatorial  district. 

Item  Jf — 16.  The  counties  of  Grant  and  Iowa  shall  constitute 
the  sixteenth  senatorial  district. 

Item  5 — 17.  The  counties  of  Green  and  Lafayette,  and  the 
towns  of  Avon,  Beloit,  Clinton,  Newark,  Plymouth,  Spring  Val- 
ley, Turtle,  and  the  village  of  Clinton  and  the  city  of  Beloit,  in 
the  county  of  Rock,  shall  constitute  the  seventeenth  senatorial 
district. 

Item  6 — 22.  The  towns  of  Bradford,  Center,  Fulton,  Harmony, 
Janesville,  Johnstown,  Lima,  La  Prairie,  Magnolia,  Milton, 
Porter,  Rock  and  Union,  and  the  village  of  Evansville,  and  the 
cities  of  Edgerton  and  Janesville,  in  the  county  of  Rock,  and 
the  towns  of  Aztalan,  Jefferson,  Koshkonong,  Lake  Mills,  Milford, 
Oakland,  Sumner,  Waterloo,  and  the  villages  of  Lake  Mills  and 
Waterloo,  and  the  cities  of  Fort  Atkinson  and  Jefferson,  in  the 
county  of  Jefferson,  shall  constitute  the  twenty-second  senatorial 
district. 

Item  7  —  23.  The  county  of  Walworth  and  the  towns  of  Cold 
Springs,  Concord,  Farmington,  Hebron,  Ixonia,  Palmyra,  Sulli- 
van and  Watertown,  and  the  village  of  Palmyra,  and  the  First, 
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Second,  Third,  Fourth,  and  Seventh  wards  of  the  city  of 
Watertown,  in  the  county  of  Jefferson,  shall  constitute  the 
twenty-third  senatorial  district. 

Item  8  —  28.  The  counties  of  Crawford,  Richland  and  Vernon 
shall  constitute  the  twenty-eighth  senatorial  district. 

Item  9  —  31.  The  counties  of  Jackson,  Monroe  and  Wood  shall 
constitute  the  thirty-first  senatorial  district. 

Your  committee  have  re-examined  all  the  figures  of  each 
senate  and  assembly  district  and  are  satisfied  that  the  same 
are  correct,  and  that  no  territory  has  been  omitted. 

In  order  that  the  foregoing  report  may  be  thoroughly  under- 
stood your  committee  have  deemed  it  best  to  submit  herewith  a. 
few  rules  used  for  their  guidance  in  framing  this  apportion- 
ment, which  rules  were  understood  to  be  those  laid  down  by 
the  supreme  court  of  this  state  in  considering  the  constitu- 
tional requirements  in  regard  to  apportionment. 

Section  3  of  Article  IV  of  our  Constitution  provides  that : — 
"The  legislature  shall  apportion  and  district  anew  the  members 
of  the  senate  and  assembly,  according  to  the  number  of  inhab- 
itants. "  This  provision  means,  in  our  opinion,  equality  of  rep- 
resentation as  far  as  practicable  in  both  senate  and  assembly 
districts. 

Tn  the  case  of  The  State  ex  rel.  Lamb  vs.  Cunningham,  re- 
ported in  the  83rd  Wisconsin,  page  90,  the  Supreme  Court  of 
this  state  has  said,  on  page  152: 

"  The  constitution-  also  requires  that  'the  legislature  shall 
apportion  and  district  anew  the  members  of  the  senate  .... 
according  to  the  number  of  inhabitants.'1  Sec.  3,  art.  IV.  The 
only  constitutional  impediment  to  the  security  of  equality  of 
representation  in  such  senate  districts  is  the  requirement 
that  '  senators  shall  be  chosen  by  single  districts  of  convenient 
contiguous  territory,  ....  and  no  assembly  district  shall 
be  divided  in  the  formation  of  a  senate  district. '  Sec.  5,  Art. 
IV." 

Your  committee  have  first  divided  the  state  into  assembly 
districts  keeping  in  mind  first  of  all,  equality  of  representation: 
second,  "county,  town  or  ward  lines;"  third,  "contiguous  ter- 
ritory." and  fourth,  compact  form  as  far  as  practicable. 

The  last  two  members  of  assembly  were  apportioned  to  Chip- 
pewa and  Portage  counties  for  the  reason  that  these  counties 
had  the  largest  population  remaining  over  after  the  counties  re- 
ceiving members  of  assembly  for  the  full  unit  and  a  major  frac- 
tion of  representation,  and  in  our  judgment  none  of  the  other 
constitutional  provisions  would  seem  to  require  that  these  mem- 
bers of  the  assembly  should  be  given  to  any  other  county. 

In  the  formation  of  senate  districts  your  committee  have 
borne  carefully  in  mind  the  first  rule  of  equality  of  representa- 
tion, and  proceeded  without  dividing  the  assembly  districts  to 
form  the  senatorial  districts  of  convenient  contiguous  territory. 
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We  are  advised  by  the  law  department  of  the  state  that  there 
is  no  doubt  but  what  county  lines  may  be  broken  in  the  forma- 
tion of  senatorial  districts,  provided  that  we  otherwise  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  section  5  of  Article  IV  of  the  consti- 
tution. It  has,  however,  been  the  aim  of  your  committee  to 
avoid  breaking  county  lines  as  far  as  consistent  with  the  con- 
stitutional requirements,  for  the  reason  that  the  interests  of 
the  people  of  the  several  counties  are  more  likely  to 
be  identical  than  if  divided  and  attached  to  other 
counties,  and  we  are  pleased,  therefore,  to  call  especial 
attention  to  the  fact  that  in  only  two  counties 
have  the  lines  been  broken,  and  these  were  broken  solely  for 
the  reason  that  your  committee  were  otherwise  unable  to  com- 
ply with  the  constitutional  requirements,  and  especially  the 
one  of  equality  of  population. 

A  few  words  of  explanation  should  be  made  in  regard  to  some 
of  the  districts  in  order  that  the  members  of  the  legislature 
may  fully  understand  the  position  of  your  committee. 

Senate  district  No  13  is  composed  of  Dodge  county  alone, 
containing  two  members  of  assembly,  and  a  population  of 
47,851. 

Senate  district  No.  27  is  composed  of  Sauk  and  Columbia 
counties,  each  of  which  contains  two  members  of  assembly,  and 
a  total  population  of  63,605.  The  eastern  district,  to-wit:  No. 
2  of  Columbia  county,  contains  15,746  in  population.  If  the 
eastern  district  of  Columbia  county  be  added  to  Dodge  county 
the  population  would  be  63,597,  or  only  eight  less  than  senate 
district  No.  27,  as  provided  in  the  bill.  With  the  eastern  as- 
sembly district  attached  to  Dodge  county,  we  would  have  a 
senatorial  district  of  63,597,  and  senate  district  No.  27  would 
have  a  population  of  48,041,  or  only  190  in  population  greater 
than  Dodge  county,  when  made  a  senatorial  district  by  itself. 

The  returns  from  elections  held  in  this  state  for  many  years 
past  demonstrate  beyond  any  question  that  the  senator  from 
senate  district  No.  13  will  be  from  the  party  opposite  to  the 
senator  from  senate  district  No.  27,  regardless  of  whether  or 
not  district  No.  2  in  Columbia  county  be  placed  in  senate  dis- 
trict No.  27  or  in  senate  district  No.  13.  Your  committee, 
realizing  the  fact  that  no  partisan  advantage  is  to  be  gained  or 
lost  by  either  party,  have  taken  into  consideration  the  question 
of  convenience  and  deemed  it  best,  under  the  circumstances,  to 
leave  Columbia  county  intact,  and  all  to  be  contained  in  snatea 
district  No.  27. 

Senate  district  No.  10,  composed  of  St.  Croix  and  Pierce 
counties,  each  having  one  member  of  assembly,  is  so  situated 
that  it  is  not  possible  to  attach  any  other  assembly  district 
without  unduly  increasing  the  population  of  senate  district  No. 
10,  so  much  as  to  clearly  violate  the  equality  of  representation 
sought  to  be  maintained  herein. 

Senate  district  No.  11  is  somewhat  similarly  situated,  and 
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being  upon  the  north-western  confines  of  the  state,  and  it 
being  impossible  to  place  Burnett  county  in  any  other  assembly 
district,  save  that  of  Polk  county,  it  becomes  necessary  to  at- 
tach the  assembly  district  composed  of  Burnett  and  Polk  coun- 
ties to  the'two  assembly  districts  of  Douglas  county,  in  the 
formation  of  senatorial  district  No.  11.  This  senatorial  dis- 
trict in  our  judgment  is  constitutional  and  does  not  violate  any 
requirement  in  regard  to  senatorial  districts. 

In  closing  this  report  the  committee  beg  leave  to  submit  that 
they  have  given  the  greatest  weight  to  equality  in  the  popula- 
tion of  the  districts  with  proper  regard  for  "  convenience,"  and 
"compactness  "  and  that  in  their  judgment  they  have  not  given 
undue  prominence  to  any  constitutional  requirement  over  that 
of  any  other,  but  have  endeavored  to  follow  all  the  constitu- 
tional requirements  in  the  spirit  of  its  makers.  Your  com- 
mittee are  also  satisfied  that  any  other  policy  than  the  one- 
adopted  would  be  to  give  undue  prominence  to  some  one  re- 
quirement, and  by  so  doing,  reduce  the  legislature  in 
the  language  of  the  court  of  appeals  of  the  state  of 
New  York  in  a  recent  decision,  "to  mere  ministerial  officers, 
whose  only  duty  would  be  to  secure  the  nearest  approach  to- 
numerical  equality  between  the  districts  without  regard  to  the 
constitutional  requirements  of  convenience,  contiguity  and  com- 
pactness. "  This,  we  are  confident,  is  neither  the  letter  nor  spirit 
of  the  constitution,  and  that  a  reasonable  discretion  in  these 
matters  rests  with  the  legislature. 

The  accompanying  "  Exhibit  "  will  show  the  population  of  the 
several  senate  and  assembly  districts  as  they  appear  in  the  bill.
